Building a Transit System That 
Is Doomed to Failure 

Dear Editor, 

“Commuters will only switch to transit if they 
are delivered to their final destination - within 
a couple of blocks” [“Streetcar Desires,” News, 
July 20]. 

The part which was left out, in what’s becom- 
ing a disturbing trend of analysis-free journal- 
ism at the Chronicle, is that choice commuters 
will also not accept transfers as part of their 
daily commute, unless we’re talking about the 
Manhattan end of the scale where the transit 
alternative has the benefit of competing against 
$50 parking. 

Transfers from commuter rail to streetcar will 
not be any more attractive to daily commuters 
than transfers from commuter rail to shuttle bus 
- and choice commuters, as shown in South 
Florida with Tri-Rail, simply will not do the latter. 
Once you ride every day, the fact that the street- 
car isn’t any faster or more reliable than the bus 
becomes very obvious. 

It’s time to remind people yet again: We 
did not decide to build what worked in Dallas; 
Portland, Ore.; Denver; Salt Lake City; Houston; 
and Minneapolis (light-rail or what we would 
have built in 2000 and should have tried again 
in 2004). What we’re building instead was what 
failed in South Florida - a transit alternative 
that is utterly noncompetitive with the car and 
will continue to serve only the transit-dependent 
at an incredibly high cost while derailing transit 
momentum for decades.

The city is allowing the developers to run the 
hike-and-bike trail along the curb of Riverside 
Drive in front of their buildings rather than along 
the river. 

It is ironic after the recent passing of Lady 
Bird Johnson and the spotlight on the significant 
value of opening up our Town Lake to Austin’s 
citizens, that an end around like this can come 
to pass. How can it possibly serve all Austinites, 
and in particular the residents of Southeast 
Austin, to run the trail next to one of Austin’s 
most inhospitable stretches of Riverside Drive 
for the accommodation of developers? 

In particular, the developers of Star Properties 
specifically stated in neighborhood presenta- 
tions that they intended to insure neighborhood 
residents full access to the waterfront from 
Riverside with the design of their project and 
those statements made me an early supporter. 
Is this another case of bait and switch? 

There may be good reasons for all this, but it 
goes beyond any common good sense that the 
hike-and-bike trail be routed along one of the 
busiest and noisiest thoroughfares in the city 
while developers get quiet access to the lake.

Save Town Lake! 

Dear Editor, 

Re: Save Town Lake (benefit concert and orga- 
nization): There can be responsible growth on 
Town Lake, perhaps even within the sacrosanct 
150-foot distance of the Waterfront Overlay 
Ordinance, That is because this 150-foot set- 
back distance was established by a hydrologist, 
who determined 150 feet was the distance rain- 
water, after falling from the sky, needed to tra- 
verse over pervious ground (thereby “purifying" 
and percolating into the ground, to a degree) 
before entering Town Lake.

Streetcar Plan as Misguided 
as Invasion of Iraq 

Dear Editor, 

The streetcar boosterism detailed in the July 
20 Chronicle [“Streetcar Desires,” News] reminds 
me of nothing more than the collective crack talk 
that lead to the 2003 invasion of Iraq (with the 
Chronicle dutifully playing the role of Fox News - 
just as fair and balanced). The question I continue 
to have is what can a streetcar do that a bus can’t 
do better, for an order of magnitude less money? 
“Why, it’s obvious,” reply the self-declared experts. 
“Streetcars stimulate high-density development, 
and we all know that ‘real’ people won’t ride a 
bus.” Hogwash. Zoning and market demand drive 
development, and people will most certainly ride 
a bus that offers them a sensible transportation 
option. I just returned from two weeks in a city 
(Berlin) that has arguably the best public transpor- 
tation system in the world. In addition to a central 
and “outer loop” elevated rail system (which 
provides service similar to monorail), they have an 
extensive subway system, a number of streetcars, 
and comprehensive 24-hour bus service. The 
buses are packed with suits and tourists, and 
everyone uses the grade-separated rail to get 
from one area of town to the other; Berliners are 
encouraged to purchase monthly transit passes 
as a matter of rote. The lowest common denomi- 
nator of the system? The streetcars. That’s right: 
Buses are more popular than streetcars, perhaps 
because the streetcar lines were laid out 75 or a 
100 years ago and the buses have mutable rout- 
ing, which allows them to take folks to and from 
the places they want to go today. Austin should 
think long and hard before investing even more 
money in toy transit systems while ignoring basic 
public-transit needs. Does anyone remember the 
2004 promise of rapid bus service, for example, 


you know, the service we were supposed to get 
before commuter rail?

Ever wondered where the worst traffic congestion in 

Austin during rush hours is? According to the latest 
study underwritten by the Capital Area Metropolitan 
Planning Organization, the answer during morning rush 
hour would be southbound Dessau Road from Ruther- 
ford to Highway 183, followed by State Highway 71 
coming into town at the “Y” in Oak Hill. In the after- 
noon, the toughest congestion is on northbound Parmer 
Lane from McAllen to 1-35, with northbound MoPac 
from Cesar Chavez to Enfield coming in second.

Speaking of getting around town, the city still has a few 
bonds left from its 2000 bond issue, and most of that 


money will go toward road projects that require either 
joint city-county participation or relieve bottlenecks on 
various clogged arteries across the city. Federal cut- 
backs in transportation funding, however, have left the 
reconstruction of Brazos Street underfunded to the tune 
of $6.5 million. At a meeting Tuesday night, the Urban 
Transportation Commission suggested the city shift 
bond money out of the proposed West Gate Boulevard 
project - intended to complete a gap, so the north- 
south arterial runs from U.S. 290 to Slaughter Lane - 
and into the Downtown Brazos project. The commis- 
sion’s rationale is that it’s better to support develop- 
ment where the city wants it - Downtown - than to 
encourage additional sprawl in far South Austin. The 
proposed projects will go to City Council Aug. 9. - K.R. 

Vino Vino wine bar won its off-site parking variance 
before the Planning Commission this week, despite 
the protests of a neighboring business owner. Parking 
in Hyde Park is at a premium along Guadalupe - vari- 
ous businesses are simply a series of early 1900s 
storefronts with no parking spaces - and Vino Vino 
wanted to extend its hours into the evening, so it 
plans to rent the parking lot of Midas Mufflers a few 
blocks up the street. Well-known civic leader Karen 
McGraw, who owns the adjacent building, protested 
strongly against the variance, saying she never enter- 
tained the notion of a full-scale restaurant in her own 
small, subdivided building because she understands 
the constraints on parking. What McGraw fears - 
besides Vino Vino customers parking in her own 27- 
space lot - is the pressure to demolish the homes on 
Avenue A behind the storefronts in order to create 
parking. After the hearing, Vino Vino supporters board- 
ed a large tour bus parked out in front of City Hall. 
Clearly, the owners didn’t want supporters to have to 
worry about the hassle of parking. - K.R. 

The Austin Independent School District will soon be 
holding registration for its free prekindergarten pro- 
gram. Students must be 4 years old by Sept. 1. Also, 
they must qualify for free or reduced school lunch, 
which depends on their family’s income and size; have 
at least one parent on active military duty; or be learn- 
ing English as a second language.

Endless War 

Against the long war, 
long opposing

Down the street from my house, a neighbor 
has let his original “Americans for Peace” anti- 
war sign, circa 2003, moulder into a secondary 
political statement. Now down to a few shred- 
ded pieces of cardboard - “Peace” still wanly 
and visibly defiant - it can’t last much longer in 
the muggy heat following weeks of rain. I 
recently replaced my own with a newer, more 
durable and updated version - “For Peace/ 
Bring the Troops Home Now.” I can’t help but 
wonder if in another four years, it too will have 
to be replaced by an even grimmer incarnation, 
maybe something along the lines of, “End the 
War on the Middle East Now!” 

I write in the wake of another congressional 
failure last week to take effective action to end 
the war and President Bush’s defiant executive 
order reauthorizing torture of “terrorism” sus- 
pects. (It wasn’t called that, of course. Because 
the order prohibits sexual or religious abuse 
even while it explicitly excludes the protections 
of the Geneva Conventions, mainstream news 
outlets called it a “ban” on torture. More accu- 
rately, it’s a defense brief for torturers.) 
Meanwhile, Bush’s designated generals were 
already asking for “more time” to demonstrate 
that the “surge” (i.e., more of the same, yet 
again) is working. (The dutiful behavior of the 
generals should remind Texans of how well the 
appointed state Board of Pardons and Paroles 
defies the governor on clemency recommenda- 
tions. Short answer: Never.) 

There are small signs of progress. Should a 
handful of Republican senators feel the public 
heat, it’s possible a veto-proof majority can be 
gathered by the fall; and at the other end of the 
spectrum, 70 House Democrats wrote to Bush 
last week, “We will only support appropriating 
additional funds for U.S. military operations in 
Iraq during Fiscal Year 2008 and beyond for 
the protection and safe redeployment of all our 
troops out of Iraq before you leave office.” 

Hell Opens 

Such excruciatingly slow movement is espe- 
cially frustrating when one recalls that the U.S. 
has actually been at war against Iraq for more 
than 15 years. The first Gulf War was followed by 
a decade of brutal embargo and a joint U.S./ 
British bombing campaign with direct and indi- 
rect civilian casualties estimated in excess of 
500,000; since the Bush administration declared 
total war, the civilian casualties alone have more 
than doubled - a reality we need to recall each

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time a U.S. casualty is memorialized. And beyond this, 
there is the grim possibility that the administration will 
decide to expand its current covert and propaganda 
war against Iran. That such a step would dwarf in stu- 
pidity and arrogance even the current conflict seems 
no guarantee against its happening. 

Reporter Dahr Jamail has posted on his blog an 
eloquent essay - “Iraq on My Mind” - on the double 
consciousness of knowing the sheer hell for Iraqis 
amid the illusory comfort of many American lives 
(www.dahrjamailiraq.com/weblog). It’s a useful antidote 
to the droning credulity of that Pravda-like phrase, 
“The Bush administration said today ...” If the des- 
perate messages of besieged Iraqis to friends abroad 
seem too anecdotal to be persuasive, perhaps the 
accumulating statistics of devastation might give you 
pause. “Iraq by the Numbers: Surging Past the Gates 
of Hell,” by Tom Engelhardt (www.tomdispatch.com/ 
post/174815/ the_numbers_surge_in_iraq), posted a month 
ago, provides a helpful index. 


Bearing Witness 

When the 2003 invasion began - with “Shock and 
Awe,” remember? - war supporters liked to announce 
proudly the end of “Vietnam Syndrome,” with the 
U.S. no longer “afraid” to engage in expansive mili- 
tary adventures abroad. In fact, there’s barely been a 
year when we haven’t been brutally “policing” one 
unruly foreign population or another. But if you 
need any additional convincing that the real Vietnam 
Syndrome has returned in force, I highly recommend 
“The Other War: Iraq Vets Bear Witness,” by Chris 
Hedges and Laila Al-Arian, in the current issue of 
The Nation (posted at www.thenation.com/doc/20070730/ 
hedges). Based on extended interviews with 50 U.S. 
Iraq combat veterans, it records with stunning convic- 
tion that the supposed main front in the “War on 
Terrorism” has devolved inevitably and brutally into a 
daily war on Iraqi civilians. 

Focusing largely on the thousands of house 
raids and road checkpoints that are the standard 
methods of this urban warfare, soldier after soldier 
recounts personally witnessed incidents of casual 
negligence, incidental killing, and offhand brutal- 
ity that have resulted in the accumulated deaths of 
thousands of ordinary Iraqis. Amid all the recent 
attention to U.S. polls over the war, is it any won- 
der that those whose voices should really matter 
- the Iraqis who have been overwhelmingly the 
victims of this war - when asked, persistently 
respond that the U.S. military should withdraw as 
soon as possible? 

Disheartening and enraging as it is, “The Other 
War” is not primarily an indictment of U.S. soldiers 
but of the government that imposed the doctrine of 
“preventive war” and then sent them to fight it, with 
inevitable results. “It’s just the nature of the situa- 
tion you’re in,” concludes one soldier. “That’s what’s 
wrong. It’s not individual atrocity. It’s the fact that 
the entire war is an atrocity.” 

Do what you can. ■

The Pipe Bursts

Talk about good timing: As soon as City Council returns from 
break, so does the lingua franca of modern municipal corruption 
and back-channel chatter. 

I’m talking about the Moriarty Affair. Between its resurgence 
and the churning Convention Center investigation, it’s an embar- 
rassment of riches for City Hall conspiracy theorists. 

A lawsuit filed Friday, July 20, on behalf of Bill Moriarty and Diane 
Hyatt, lists a who’s who of hard-hitting Austin developers as defen- 
dants: development firms PBS&J, Malcolm Pirnie, Owen Consulting, 
CH2M Hill Inc., Parsons Engineering Science, K Friese & Associates, 
and the cheekily monikered Hey Cister! Consulting. Also named is 
attorney David Armbrust, Moriarty’s former representation when he 
first landed the Austin Clean Water Program gig at the heart of 
this sordid mess, and his firm Armbrust & Brown; lobbyist and former 
Mayor Bruce Todd; and individual employees of the aforementioned 
firms: Alice Myers, Everett Owen, Karen Friese, Keith Jackson, James 
Clinton Walker, Lynn Mays, Greg Wieland, and Ken Hall. 

Bill Moriarty was ACWP director, tasked with bringing the city’s ail- 
ing sewer infrastructure up to Environmental Protection Agency stan- 
dards, until Toby Futrell fired him memorably (and now, in light of 
her own familial hiring foibles, rather ironically) for the appearance of 
a conflict of interest. (That arose due to his live-in partner, Hyatt, 
receiving ACWP-related work; Moriarty defended against the charge 
by noting that the city had final say over her hire.) The truth, Moriarty 
and Hyatt’s brief alleges over 24 lurid pages, is that cost-saving 
streamlining that Moriarty instituted so irritated those contractors 
suckling upon the municipal tit that they conspired to oust him. (The 
suit describes Moriarty putting the kibosh on expensive contractor 
foot-dragging on lift station, sewer, and tunnel projects throughout 
the city.) “The defendants met ... with a specific agenda of joining 
forces to develop a strategy to remove Moriarty from the ACWR” 
reads the brief. After deciding on the false claims of misconduct 
they’d level against Moriarty, “In the words of Bruce Todd, the defen- 
dants ‘all agreed to move forward as a group.”' But once their allega- 
tions - including the nepotism charge, soliciting bribes, arbitrarily 
awarding and removing contracts, and more - were rebuffed by the 
district attorney and Austin Police Department as baseless, the brief 
says, Armbrust, Todd, and Myers, together or separately, went to 
Futrell, who hired outside counsel (Connie Cornell) to investigate. 
Cornell, the brief maintains, had “the reputation of being ready to 
accommodate City officials to help rationalize and/or develop an exit 
program for employees the administration wanted to remove.” 

The rest is history: Upon completion of Cornell’s “phony investi- 
gation,” city attorney David Smith wrote a memo summarizing the 
charges - which Brewster McCracken leaked to the Statesman. 
Despite Smith retracting part of the memo (and Moriarty subse- 
quently receiving a letter from the city lauding him for his work, per 
the terms of settling his lawsuit against the city), the couple was 
persona non grata in Austin’s professional community; Moriarty 
says he’s unable to find work anywhere in the state. Aside from 
claims of defamation, the suit also alleges tortious interference 
with existing and prospective contracts and conspiracy; it also lev- 
els legal malpractice and breach of fiduciary duty charges against 
Armbrust and his firm. (A call to Scott Brutocao, counsel for PBS&J 
and Owen Consulting, was not returned at press time.) 

Initial thoughts: If the case makes it to trial (and God, let’s hope 
it does), it will be the most illustrative example of the city’s hidden 
machinations perhaps ever. 


□ 

Another noteworthy release last week was the posting for the 
vacant position of Convention Center director appearing on the 
city’s employment website - only, what, 3 V 2 months after former direc- 
tor Robert Hodge was fired? Word to the wise: If your former director 
left under a pitch-black cloud and the DA is insinuating that indict- 
ments are forthcoming, you might wanna have a little bit more trans- 
parency in the hiring process. Between lording over the troubled 
Convention Center and his less than flattering yes-man quotes in the 
Statesman story about hiring Futrell’s brother-in-law (“The expectation 
is that it was something we do pretty quickly”), who else thinks 
Assistant City Manager Rudy Garza has a better chance of becom- 
ing the next American Idol than Austin’s next city manager? 

□ 

The scope of the city manager search should be defined today 
(Thursday, July 26) by City Council during its first meeting back from 
summer break. They’ll discuss the matter privately in executive 
session and hopefully pass a resolution initiating the search at its 
next meeting. But the other big item is Futrell’s presentation of the 
proposed fiscal year 2008 city budget, scheduled for a 1pm 
showing. Will the dreaded $27.5 million “forecast gap” be closed? 
What hoary metaphor will define the discussion this time (“meat 
and potatoes and vegetables,” “cutting to the bone,” et al.)? And 
most importantly, will council actually do their job and scrub the 
thing - or be content with the shiny, compartmentalized initiatives 
staff pulls out for them to play with?

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


Former Round Rock Express infielder Mike Coolbaugh died tragically 
Sunday, July 22, after being hit behind his left ear by a line drive while 
standing in the first-base coach’s box during a AA baseball game in 
Little Rock, Ark., between the Tulsa Drillers and the Arkansas 
Travelers. Coolbaugh, 35, was a hitting coach for the Drillers at the 
time and had spent several productive seasons in the Astros’ organi- 
zation. Picked by the Toronto Blue Jays in the 1990 amateur draft, he 
played 39 games with the 2001 Milwaukee Brewers and five with the 
’02 St. Louis Cardinals, compiling 82 major league at-bats, with two 
homers and a .183 batting average. Coolbaugh was voted to the AAA 
All-Star team in 2005, hitting .281 with 27 home runs, 30 doubles, 
and 101 RBIs; he was also named the Astros’ AAA Most Valuable 
Player that year. He leaves behind two sons - Joseph, 5, and Jacob, 3 
- with a third child due in October. Donations for the Coolbaugh family

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Gov. Rick Perry is threatening to call the Legislature back for a special ses- 
sion on the most unexpected of topics - getting state retirement funds out 
of firms that deal with Iran. A measure to do this, Senate Bill 1330, by Sen. 
Dan Patrick, R-Houston, failed to even get out of the Senate State Affairs 
Committee in the last session. Business with Iran is already strictly limited 
by U.S. Treasury Department regulations, and several large corporations, 
including Halliburton, are voluntarily ending all operations there. Dumping 
unethical investments was one of the few parts of Perry’s legislative agenda 
in the last session that received near-universal support. SB 247, the “Stop 
the Darfur Genocide Act,” was touted as divesting all Employees Retirement 
System and Teacher Retirement System investments from Sudan. However, 
unlike more extensive legislation passed in Illinois and New Jersey, the bill is 
not a blanket ban. Instead, it only bars investment in a “scrutinized busi- 
ness,” a strictly defined group that includes less than 15% of all multination- 
als currently operating in the country. If Perry were to call a special session, 
this would be his eighth since taking office. This would put him well behind 
Bill Clements’ record of 11 but ahead of Ann Richards (four) and George 
Bush (zero). - Richard Whittaker 

In other Lege news, Speaker Tom Craddick has finally made his legal case 
for his right to ignore motions in the House, and it could cause a major rift 
among House Republicans. On June 18, Rep. Jim Keffer, R-Eastland, asked 
Attorney General Greg Abbott for a formal opinion on whether Craddick 
abused his powers to shut down debate during the last session. Abbott gave 
interested parties until July 20 to respond. On Friday, as the deadline 
approached, Craddick sent his strongly worded rebuttal. Written by his hand- 
picked parliamentarian, criminal defense attorney and former Austin Rep. 

Terry Keel, it accuses Keffer of trying to open the door to filibusters and mak- 
ing the speaker effectively powerless. Keel’s lengthy opinion suggests that 
rule interpretations should be left to the House. He also argues that Keffer, 
one of seven candidates who have already registered to challenge Craddick in 
the next speaker race, is trying to make a power struggle a legal matter and 
“to absolve House members from any responsibility” by dragging the execu- 
tive branch into the fight. In what can only be seen as a drawing of the battle 
lines, Keel’s opinion comes with a letter of support for the speaker from 
House Appropriations Chair Warren Chisum, R-Pampa. Chisum goes so far as 
to call Keffer’s actions politically motivated and “misuses of a chairman’s 
authority to request AG opinion.” - R.W. 

Up on Capitol Hill, the House Finance Committee agreed to push forward 
with a broad five-year plan that will spend upward of $90 billion on health 
insurance for low-income children and boost Medicare payments to doc- 
tors. The price tag would be funded, in part, through additional tobacco 
taxes. President Bush and Republicans both promise to oppose such a plan, 
but Texas advocates for the poor support such measures. “All of the 
[Children’s Health Insurance Program] gains Texas made this legislative ses- 
sion will be at risk if Congress doesn’t put enough money in the program at 
the federal level,” said Anne Dunkelberg of the Center for Public Policy 
Priorities. “Texas, more than any other state, needs adequate federal funding 
so that we can grow our program and provide low-cost health insurance for 
all eligible kids. CHIP not only keeps kids healthy, but it’s a good investment 
for Texas.” - K.R. 

Secondary schools not wanting to host the Junior Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps could lose core federal funding, if U.S. Sen. John Cornyn gets his 
way. The Texas Republican has tabled an amendment to House Resolution 


1585, the National Defense Authorization Act for fiscal year 2008. Under 
this, the secretary of defense would get to decide whether local education 
agencies, or parts of the agencies, can stop the JROTC from setting up a unit 
at their secondary schools or prevent students from enrolling with a unit at 
another school. The local education agency would not even have to have a 
written policy, or even have actively resisted the establishment of a unit, to 
have the cash withheld. This would remove not just Department of Education 
funding but effectively all federal cash, including homeland security funds. 
According to the state Legislative Budget Board, Department of Homeland 
Security grants to the Texas Education Agency were worth $343 million in 
2006 alone and included cash for natural disasters. - R.W. 

If you’ve always wanted your very own personal electroshock Taser gun but 
have shied away from buying the weapon because it doesn’t really go with 
your Prada bag or complement your rosy complexion, then today is your lucky 
day. That’s right. Taser International, maker of the most popular shock weap- 
on - used by thousands of cops, including our very own Austin Police - 
announced last week that it’s ready to ship its first batch of new personal 
Taser C2 weapons to retailers across the country. The weapon, which retails 
for about $350, was “designed ... with the consumer in mind,” Taser 
President Kathy Hanrahan said in a press release. The new, “affordable, 
futuristic palm-sized device” combines “fashion [and] personal safety” for 
consumers, the company says. The device - which requires buyers to com- 
plete a public-safety background check before it can be activated - will be 
available in the coming weeks at several retail locations, including Academy 
and Cabela’s. -Jordan Smith 

Dazzling energy watchers and greens, Florida’s Republican Gov. Charlie Crist 
recently signed three executive orders, bringing to the state sweeping envi- 
ronmental reforms aimed at attacking climate change. Crist committed to 
an 80% reduction in global warming pollution by 2050 and to adopting the 
strict California clean car standards for auto emissions, intended to lower 
emissions from new cars 30% by 2016 and to improve fuel economy by 40%. 
Crist also seeks to tighten energy-conservation standards for new buildings, 
as well as requiring utilities to produce 20% of their electricity from renewable 
sources. He specifically hopes to expand Florida’s solar energy generation, 
promising to install solar panels on the Governor’s Mansion and other state 
buildings. Stressing Florida’s acute vulnerability to rising seas, increasingly 
violent weather, and severe droughts (all linked to climate change), Crist was 
quoted while announcing the reforms as saying: “We have a responsibility to 
face this reality head-on and take action to address it. Florida is providing the 
moral leadership needed to preserve our state’s beautiful natural environ- 
ment, and state government is leading by example by taking immediate 
action to reduce greenhouse-gas emissions.” Is there such a thing as gover- 
nor envy? - D.M. 

In other energy-related news, TXU has announced that CEO John Wilder will 
step down if shareholders approve the purchase of the energy utility by 
Kohlberg Kravis Roberts & Co. (KKR) and Texas Pacific Group (TPG) at the 
annual shareholder meeting on Sept. 7. The deal, valued up to $45 billion, 
would put the publicly traded utility into private hands. TXU was frequently in 
the crosshairs of the Legislature during the last session because of the 
merger and plans to build 11 coal-fired plants across the state. That number 
now has been cut to three. If the deal is not approved, Wilder announced he 
would stay on with the company. - K.R. 
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Kick-Starting CarShare 

When a handful of local greens and transportation reformers 
announced two years ago the creation of Austin CarShare, a 
hybrid of successful car-share organizations in other cities, 
many were skeptical of the concept - the first of its kind in 
road-oriented Texas - because Austin lacked a dynamic mass- 
transit setup to complement the service. More than 120 mem- 
bers later, however, Austin CarShare (www.austincarshare.org) 
appears to be thriving, despite the city’s reluctance to shed 
some of its vehicle fleet and sign on as a member. 

Reservable online and available for use around the clock, 
the nonprofit’s intent is to allow folks to unshackle them- 
selves from the financial bondage of car ownership and main- 
tenance and make driving one of several viable transit 
options. The ultimate goal? For members to save money while 
helping curb congestion and cut pollution, especially auto-cen- 
tric emissions of climate-changing carbon dioxide. 

Austin CarShare’s modest fleet so far includes three Toyota 
Scion hatchbacks and a Toyota Tacoma pickup, parked in 
reserved spots Downtown, near UT, and in Hyde Park. Regular 
users pay $4 per hour and 44 cents per mile, and a limited plan 
is available for occasional users. The nonprofit covers the cost of 
insurance and fuel, and the cars are equipped with bike racks. 

The City Council gave Austin CarShare a jump-start last 
September, approving a resolution that created prominent and 
permanent free parking spots for the cars (like the one on 
Downtown’s sassy Second Street) and waiving user parking 
fees at all city meters. The last component of that resolution, 
however - authorizing the city manager to “negotiate and exe- 
cute a 12-month pilot program with Austin CarShare” - 
appears stuck in the slow lane. That assessment comes after 
several Chronicle phone calls spanning the city’s bureaucracy; 
it seems the pilot concept has been passed around widely but 
has coasted to a halt. 

Now, as the city moves forward with its ambitious Climate 
Protection Plan, CarShare advocates are hoping local lead- 
ers will get their pilot rolling. “It’s time for us to share our six- 
month progress report with council and ask them for a signifi- 
cant commitment that matches the degree to which the city 
needs to save money, reduce vehicles and the associated 
costs, and cut greenhouse gasses,” said founding board mem- 
ber Brandi Clark. 

In its proposal to the city, Austin CarShare estimated an 
annual savings of $10,000 via car-sharing to replace three 
Neighborhood Planning and Zoning Department vehicles, each 
driven less than 2,500 miles in fiscal year 2006. The concept 
that a city can successfully partner with a nonprofit car-share 
group was gilded by PhillyCarShare and the city of Philadel- 
phia, which removed 329 cars from its 6,000-vehicle fleet 
between 2003 and 2004 - in large part through car-sharing. 



The 6-year-old PhillyCarShare, now with 16,000 mem- 
bers and 350 vehicles, was nominated recently by 
Harvard’s JFK School of Government for an Innovation in 
Government Award. Robert Fox, administrative director of 
Philadelphia’s fleet office, said car-sharing saves the city

$867,000 a year in fuel and maintenance costs - not 
including the cost of replacing older vehicles - and more 
than $1.6 million over five years. City inspectors sign up 
online for one of PhillyCarShare’s Toyota Prius hybrid 
sedans as needed, usually a day in advance, and the vehi- 
cle is available to them all day, Fox said. Availability con- 
flicts aren’t common because PhillyCarShare’s private cus- 
tomers typically use the vehicles after business hours and 
on weekends, he said, adding that having vehicles located 
throughout downtown parking garages, near city offices, is 
absolutely crucial to the partnership’s success. 

Austin’s minimalist mass-transit system should make car- 
sharing attractive to the city as a supplemental transportation 
option, which is how Philly’s slow mass transit bolstered the 
service there, Fox said. 

Calls to the city manager’s office revealed little active 
progress toward creating a similar partnership here, though 
a framework similar to Philly’s has been considered. 
Assistant City Manager Rudy Garza, who oversees transpor- 
tation, was unaware of any car-sharing proposals. Chief 
Financial Officer John Stephens said he looked at car-shar- 
ing in conjunction with state and other local governments 
but didn’t find much promise, adding that he hasn’t looked 
at designating a particular city department for the pilot. 
Jason Maurer, assistant to the city manager, stressed that 
the city quickly fulfilled the first two components of the reso- 
lution (reserved parking and free meter use) and said he’s 
awaiting data from an ongoing, broad assessment of the city 
fleet, in conjunction with the Climate Protection Plan, to cal- 
culate its carbon footprint and devise ways to make signifi- 
cant, long-term cuts. Austin sustainability officer Fred Blood 
said the city’s foremost climate-protection focus has been 
reducing the carbon intensity of the fuels municipal vehicles 
are burning. 

Shane Guiter, a KLRU staffer and Austin CarShare custom- 
er, often pays his entire monthly CarShare bill with the pro- 
ceeds from renting out his Downtown condo’s allotted parking 
spot. Since moving from New York City in 2005, he and his 
wife, Mary, have sought to remain car-free, and did so with the 
help of Austin CarShare. The couple uses the Toyota Scion 
parked a block away about twice a month, combining a trip to 
visit Mary’s mother in Georgetown and to pick up bulkier 
necessities at HEB or Target. “We haven’t for one day felt like 
we’re sacrificing by not owning a car,” Guiter said. “We feel like 
we’re doing a good thing congestionwise and for global warm- 
ing, as well.” - Daniel Mottola 


Cap Met Axes Labor 
Relations Manager Position 

As contract talks with its employees gear up, last week 
Capital Metro did away with the position of labor relations 
manager. But the job wasn’t staffed by just any hired gun - it 
was filled by Kent McCulloch, who also served as president 
of StarTran, the subsidiary created by Cap Metro to contract 
with its union workforce. With McCulloch’s labor and leader- 
ship positions disappearing as part of a broader restructuring, 
Cap Metro’s sole existing union is concerned about the unex- 
pected move’s impact on upcoming negotiations. 

The decision was announced on July 19, effective immedi- 
ately. “As Capital Metro and StarTran restructure in anticipa- 
tion of becoming a multi-modal transportation provider, empha- 
sis will be placed on several aspects of our operations,” reads 
an e-mail from Cap Metro media contact Adam Shaivitz, citing 
“a renewed focus on training, seamless operations by all con- 
tract employees, and improved productivity and customer ser- 
vice. As part of this focus, the position held by Kent McCul- 
loch is being realigned. ... A new job description is being 
developed for a new position that will incorporate the skills 
required as we evolve as a transportation provider.” 


While the protracted battle between StarTran and Amalgam- 
ated Transit Union 1091 - culminating in the union’s one-day 
strike, and a zero-hour intervention from the mayor - is fresh 
in everyone’s memory, the agreement they reached in January 
2006 has already expired, going belly-up June 30. Looking at 
the timing, outspoken ATU 1091 President Jay Wyatt is wary 
of Cap Metro’s decision to do away with McCulloch’s position. 
“The more they eliminate positions on the StarTran board of 
directors, the more [Capital Metro] can come back and say 
'no one’s really running StarTran,’ forcing us into meet-and- 
confer negotiations - since we’re not willing to do that now.” 
The histories of Capital Metro, its union, and StarTran are 
inexorably linked. ATU 1091 organized prior to Cap Metro’s 
creation in the Eighties, and the union’s bargaining rights are 
preserved under federal law, yet state law prohibits public 
entities like Cap Metro from union-bargaining. To reconcile 
the conflict, Cap Metro created StarTran to execute its union 
contracts, but the extra layer of obfuscation it added was 
decried as needlessly confusing. Also, the fiction that Cap 
Metro had no sway over StarTran ’s decisions - despite staff- 
ing the company and sharing several employees - further 
complicated negotiations. 

When City Council Member Lee Leffingwell joined the 
Cap Metro board of directors in 2006, he hoped to untangle 


the two, putting all workers under the direct employ of 
Capital Metro; earlier this year, he got the board to pass a 
resolution stating their desire to do so, in addition to stop- 
ping the outsourcing of upcoming commuter rail jobs. But 
leaving private employer StarTran for public employer Cap 
Metro means ATU 1091 would have to give up its collective 
bargaining rights - reinforced by the right to strike - in 
exchange for meet-and-confer contract talks, a move Wyatt 
says is a nonstarter. “Everyone makes a big deal about the 
right to strike,” Wyatt says. “It’s not a big deal to me; it’s 
not something I’m in love with. I just gotta have something 
in place to protect our people. ... Meet and confer takes 
away all our rights.” 

The next round of contract talks is scheduled for early 
August. Wyatt will have assistance from the national transit 
union, while StarTran/Cap Metro has acquired the assistance 
of attorney Tom Hock, co-founder of Loveland, Ohio-based 
Professional Transit Management. According to PTM’s website, 
the agency was created “to offer flexible, cost effective solu- 
tions to meeting the executive management and labor rela- 
tions needs of the American transit industry”; in May, PTM, 
operating as Springs Transit, settled a racial discrimination 
lawsuit with the Equal Employment Opportunity Commis- 
sion for $450,000. - Wells Dunbar 
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Northcross: 'It's Not a Done Deal' 

Lest anyone try to brand Responsible Growth for Northcross as a small band of the self- 
appointed, take note: They have a pretty big constituency. That was evident July 18, when 200 
people turned out at a community meeting at the First Unitarian Universalist Church called by 
RG4N to discuss its lawsuit against Lincoln Property Co. (and really, it’s been evident ever 
since the group gathered enough supporters to completely encircle the Northcross Mall block 
back in February). Anyone who’s ever tried any community organizing knows that 200 people on 
a Wednesday night is pretty impressive. 

The two major bits of news to come out of the meeting are that RG4N’s lawsuit will likely be 
combined with a similar one by the Allandale Neighborhood Association and that the demo- 
lition currently under way on the former 
Northcross Mall site does not signify that 
the planned Wal-Mart Supercenter is a 
foregone conclusion - which led to chants 
of, “It’s not a done deal!” 

Attorney Doug Young of Scan Ian, Buckle 
& Young told the crowd that the suit centers 
around four claims: 1) The city failed to 
enforce an existing plat note protecting 
Shoal Creek and requiring compliance with 
a regional drainage plan; 2) the city failed to 
ensure compliance with traffic and public- 
safety provisions (RG4N feels certain that 
the increased traffic to the Wal-Mart would pose a threat to public safety); 3) the city did not 
follow the required approval process (RG4N says Wal-Mart’s proposed garden center requires 
a conditional-use permit, which would trigger a public review process); and 4) the city has not 
adequately enforced its own tree-protection ordinance, as the Lincoln site plan would require 
the removal of several mature trees. Young also pointed out that, while the group’s efforts 
include a letter-writing campaign to Wal-Mart to encourage the company to cancel its plans, the 
Bentonville beast is not actually a party to the suit. 

Paige Hill, a board member and past president of RG4N (wow, the group has been around 
long enough to have a past president?), used a PowerPoint presentation to show that the 
demolition occurring on the east side of the mall is only the first part of Lincoln’s plan - and 
followed that with a slide showing that the proposed supercenter will be on the west side and 
will be huge in comparison. 

The meeting also included a discussion of protest tactics, including one that could be highly 
controversial. Former City Council Member Brigid Shea tried to rally support for a “Drive Away 
Wal-Mart” action, flooding the Burnet Road and Anderson intersection with 8,000-9,000 auto- 
mobiles to demonstrate that Lincoln’s assertion that the project would not worsen traffic in the 
area is incorrect. 

Jason Meeker, RG4N’s communications chair, concluded the meeting with a call to make 
this a campaign issue with the council (three seats will be contested next spring) and noted 
that City Manager Toby Futrell is retiring - drawing loud applause from the crowd, reflecting 
frustration at city staff pronouncements that its hands are tied in dealing with Lincoln. 

Meeker quoted Council Member Brewster McCracken from the July 13 Chronicle, regarding 
similar development conflicts that might crop up in the future: “We’re also working through 
what I’d loosely call the lessons learned from Northcross - what did we learn about our land 
development code when it comes to major redevelopment sites?” 

In an exasperated voice, Meeker replied, “I’d like to know!” - Lee Nichols 
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Dell Poweredge Servers 
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Off Course: City Fees Trip Up Athletic Events 

Last Saturday would have marked the third annual Junior 
Dilloman Triathlon in Austin, with some 200 kids swimming, 
cycling, and running their hearts out in Austin’s Jester Estates. 

At the end of the day, they would all be winners, with every 
participant awarded a medal for completing the course. 

That’s what would have happened had soaring city traffic- 
control costs not forced the triathlon to fold. Nonprofit 
Austin Triathletes produced the annual event as a communi- 
ty service to introduce kids to the sport and exercise in gener- 
al. It was the group’s contribution to the growing American 
problem of juvenile obesity and diabetes and a small step 
toward realizing Mayor Will Wynn’s dream of making Austin 
America’s fittest city by 2010. The Junior Dilloman was never 
designed to make money, Sandy Ferguson, the triathlon’s vol- 
unteer would-be race director, says. The entry fee was kept low 
at $35. The group lost money on it the first two years, she 
says, and at best hoped to break even this year. But when 
traffic-control costs tripled, she says, the group decided it 
couldn’t afford to go forward with this year’s event. “I was pret- 
ty sad, because we had an opportunity to show kids how fun 
this [competing in triathlons] could be and to give them a fun 
experience,” Ferguson says. “When you think about the impact 
you can have on a younger mind, if they have one special 
moment in their lives, that can carry them.” 

About 120 running, cycling, or triathlon events - more than 
two a week - take place in the city limits each year. Most of 
them benefit charity, and local nonprofits depend on them 
heavily for fundraising. All have been seeing increased traffic- 
control costs since about six to nine months ago, says Paul 
Carrozza, owner of RunTex and Austin’s most visible runner. 

RunTex produces 20 running events a year and helps produce 
another 80, all of which benefit nonprofits. For instance, he 
says, the Go for the Gold 10K and Fiesta 5K, held together 
in March, saw traffic-control costs soar from $1,900 last year 
to $20,000 this year. The runs benefit Southwest Key Pro- 
grams Inc., a nonprofit that works with at-risk youth in East 
Austin. “Fundraisers don’t do well,” Carrozza says. 

In order to block off streets, an event must submit a traffic- 
control plan to the city’s Right of Way Management office. 

The plan proposes how many orange cones are needed to 



about $40,000 in 2005 to $80,000 in 2007. The city has 
required more and more cones and barricades, he says, for no 
apparent reason. “We have a perfect safety record,” he says. 

The city’s requirements go way beyond what’s necessary to 
keep runners safe, says Conley, adding that Austin’s measures 
are “ultraconservative” compared to other Texas cities where 
he produces races. 

Redfern says his office is looking into alternatives to help allevi- 
ate costs. One proposal, he says, is to offer five or six prepack- 
aged courses to choose from, eliminating the need for each event 
to provide a traffic-control plan, which can cost up to $3,000. 

Carrozza is spearheading the effort to find solutions from 
the organizers’ side. A self-described fitness philanthropist, 
Carrozza sits on the mayor’s, the governor’s, and the presi- 
dent’s fitness councils. He says the mayor (who runs in many 
local races), City Council, and the city manager are supportive 
of the events and committed to finding solutions. 

“Everyone wants these events to go on,” Carrozza says. 
“We’re really in an adaptive phase, and we’re working with the 
city to come up with solutions.” - Laurel Chesky 


safely delineate the running and/or 
cycling courses and how many barri- 
cades are needed to block off intersec- 
tions. Then the Right of Way office 
either approves the plan or changes it. 

Two local companies - United Rentals 
or N-Line Traffic Maintenance - deliver 
and place the cones and barricades. 

The Junior Dilloman’s bike and run 
courses stretched along 2 miles of low- 
traffic, residential streets. Last year, 

Right of Way Management required 
cones be placed every 80 feet along 
the course. This year, the requirement 
jumped to every 20 feet, quadrupling 
the number of cones and tripling the 
bill from United Rentals. Jason 
Redfern, Right of Way Management 
division manager, says the stricter 
requirements are necessary to keep 
runners and cyclists safe. While he can’t recall an incident of 
a participant being injured during a race, growing traffic and 
increased population density within the city call for heightened 
traffic-safety measures, he says. “The tighter [cone] spacing is 
to better delineate the runners and traveling public, so run- 
ners don’t run into oncoming traffic and to keep cars from 
sneaking into course,” Redfern says. 

The city follows the minimum standards set by the Texas 
Manual on Uniform Traffic Control Devices, he says, which 
addresses traffic control during road construction but not 
directly during athletic events. In fact, the city lacks a set of 
ordinances geared specifically toward traffic control for athletic 
events, which has led, event organizers say, to arbitrary and 
inconsistent enforcement by Right of Way Management. 

“You find yourself in a peculiar position where you sound 
like you’re arguing against safety,” John Conley, who produc- 
es the AT&T Austin Marathon, says. “We are not arguing for 
lax safety measures. We’re saying there has to be some con- 
sistency and predictability in how the city enforces its ordinanc- 
es.” Conley says his traffic-control costs have ballooned from 


Downtown Coolin' Plant 
Chillin' Like Paul Robbins 

In June, the Austin City Council voted to rename Downtown’s 
District Cooling Plant 1 after Paul Robbins, publisher of 
the Austin Environmental Directory and perhaps the city’s 
most indefatigable green activist. Clad in his signature tweed 
blazer, penny loafers, and magnifying-glass-like spectacles, 
Robbins is the rail-thin gent with longish gray hair who’s often 
tersely addressing council during citizens’ communication, 
skewering the city over an energy-related misgiving or calling 
for far-reaching reforms. Was the renaming the city’s smartass 
way of telling Robbins to “chill out”? And just what the heck is 
a district cooling plant, anyway? 

Cliff Braddock, director of energy business development for 
Austin Energy, described the Paul Robbins District Cooling 
Plant, officially christened last Friday, as Central Texas’ largest 
ice machine. It’s actually an ultra-efficient central air condition- 
er for Downtown that also effectively functions as a massive 
energy-storage device. Basically, like Robbins, the plant is an 
energy conservation gem few people know about. 

Robbins began calling for a Downtown cooling plant in the 
mid-1990s. Aided by fellow civic-minded greens Shudde Fath, 
Scott Johnson, Andrew Donoho, and AE’s Roger Duncan, 
he was able to advance the concept through the city’s Electric 
Utility Commission and to City Council, which, following a fea- 
sibility study, agreed to build the plant in 2000 - originally 
intending it to cool the state Hobby office building, the new 
City Hall, and the Computer Sciences Corp. complex. Now, 
Duncan says, Austin Energy’s problem is the number of 
Downtown buildings whose owners are clamoring to hook up 
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to the plant. Shudde Fath, a 90-year-old Austin environmental 
legend and 30-year veteran of Austin’s Electric Utility 
Commission, met Robbins in the Seventies when they, like 
many local environmental elders, were fighting the South 
Texas Nuclear Project. Prior to a tour of the plant Friday, she 
said, “Paul has always been the attack dog nipping at the 
city’s heels.” Laughing, she continued, “And here we are; the 
city’s going to honor him now.” The Robbins plant has since 
been duplicated on the east end of Downtown and at the 
Domain and Mueller mixed-use developments. 

Carved out of the center of the Hobby state parking 
garage at Third and San Antonio, the plant freezes water in 
three-story-tall coils overnight, when electricity demand and 


price are lowest, and begins piping water through the coils as 
the daytime heat intensifies. The near-freezing water is then 
shuttled though underground pipes to the air conditioners of 
some of Downtown’s largest buildings, supplementing their 
needs for cumbersome, complete cooling systems of their 
own. But most crucial is the plant’s ability to transform a stag- 
gering peak in 
electricity demand 
into a negative 
peak, allowing AE 
to meet the needs 
of its customers 
without activating 
additional power 
plants. Air condi- 
tioning accounts 
for 46% of AE’s 
overall peak ener- 
gy consumption; 
the Robbins plant 
removes the ener- 
gy equivalent of 
more than 4,500 
homes from the 
grid during after- 
noon peaks. 

At the plant dedication ceremony Friday, the ever humble 
Robbins said, “There aren’t enough power plants and infra- 
structure in this city to name for every person that deserves it.” 
Wendy Nine, an old friend of Robbins’ who came in from New 
Mexico for the dedication, said the plant’s unassuming exterior 
and dynamic interior is a manifestation of the power plant that 
is Paul Robbins. - Daniel Mottola

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Damage Control at Shelter 
Raises More Dander

After a series of negative press reports on alleged inhumane conditions at the Williamson 
Co. Regional Animal Shelter, county and local officials now are being questioned about their 
attempts to stifle criticism and engineer a damage-control campaign. 

The questions center on the termination of WilCo shelter veterinary technician Kathy 
(Lopez) Abdella, just two days after her criticisms of the troubled shelter were published in 
the local media. Abdella’s firing was followed by the county’s claim that the shelter had 
received a glowing report by the Department of Health and Human Services, in what officials 
boasted was an “unannounced” inspection of the facility. 

Both the firing and the inspection took place 
in the wake of news articles that carried pho- 
tos of cats - at least one of which was dead, 
surrounded by feces, blood, and urine-soaked 
litter pads - which animal-rights advocates say 
were taken at the shelter. The unfavorable cov- 
erage has put county and local officials in the 
hot seat over the taxpayer-financed $5 million 
facility in Georgetown. Although the county has 
been mum on all other aspects of what they 
say is an internal criminal investigation of the 
shelter, WilCo spokeswoman Connie Watson 
wasted no time releasing an exuberant “all’s 
fine” status report on the shelter shortly after 
the state inspection. 

But the celebration was short-lived. On July 
20, Austin lawyer Philip Durst, acting on behalf 
of Abdella, filed a grievance against the county 
and requested a hearing in an attempt to reverse the “terrible injustice” inflicted on his client. 
The filing alleges the county fired Abdella in violation of the Texas Whistleblower Act as well as 
her right to free speech. Additionally, former Travis Co. Judge Bill Aleshire, representing a 
group of animal-rights advocates, is raising doubts about whether the state’s inspection was 
actually “unannounced,” as county officials claimed. “The [WilCo] sheriff’s detective told [state 
inspector Beverlee Nix] the date and time to conduct the inspection,” Aleshire said. “This 
leaves open the possibility that someone from the sheriff’s office leaked notice of the inspec- 
tion in time for the cleanup project to get finished before Dr. Nix arrived,” he said. 

Aleshire asserts that a cleanup crew (made up of various muckety-mucks from around the 
county) converged on the shelter to conduct a scrubbing just one day before the inspection. 
According to attorney and WilCo consultant Charlie Crossfield, the informal cleanup crew includ- 
ed three Hutto city leaders - City Manager Ed Broussard, Assistant CM Joanie Clarke, and 
Council Member Debbie Holland; a trio of Round Rock officials - Assistant City Manager David 
Kautz and police Lt. Bob Drawbaugh and Assistant Chief Tim Ryle; and WilCo Commissioner 
Valerie Covey. 

As it turns out, animal cruelty - one of the key allegations against the shelter - is not typical- 
ly addressed by state health inspectors. “Our agency does not investigate animal cruelty,” Nix 
told the Chronicle, adding that the state doesn’t routinely conduct animal impoundment inspec- 
tions either. When called on to do so, however, Nix says the agency immediately notifies cities 
and counties to make an initial investigation. 

In WilCo’s case, e-mails to the agency from County Judge Dan Gattis, Covey, and others, 
convinced Nix that the county was making sufficient progress toward improving shelter condi- 
tions. Nix also concluded there was insufficient evidence to prove that photos depicting 
unhealthy shelter conditions were taken at the WilCo facility. Asked if the photos conveyed evi- 
dence of cruelty or neglect, Nix said they did not, but her next comment suggests that county 
officials still have a lot of housecleaning to do: “My wish,” she said after a pause, “was for bet- 
ter conditions, like clean cages.” - Patricia J. Ruland

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Reptile Hunters Rattled Over Ban on 'Texas Tradition' 


Lizard collectors are threatening to sue the 
state over what they call the destruction of a 
Texas tradition. The argument is over parts of 
House Bill 12, the omnibus Texas Parks and 
Wildlife Department bill passed last ses- 
sion, which bans the roadside hunting of 
wild animals. Reptile-hunters say it unfairly 
singles out their hobby. 

Jeff Barringer is a herper, short for herpetol- 
ogist or reptile expert. He’s also president and 
CEO of www.kingsnake.com, the state’s largest 
online reptile-collecting and -breeding communi- 
ty. Both members and reptile dealers oppose 
the law. “In one fell swoop,” Barringer said, “the 
law has taken millions of miles of public lands 
away from the public without their input.” 

The ban, he argued, will stop wildlife 
research, criminalize private collectors, and 
drive legal reptile dealers out of business. 
Many groups are already considering legal 
action, and Barringer confirmed that he had 
met with their attorneys to work on a cohe- 
sive legal strategy. “We do not wish to repeat 
the mistakes that other organizations, such 
as Austin’s [Save Our Springs], have made,” 
he added. 

But for Todd Kercheval, clerk for the 
House Culture, Recreation & Tourism 
Committee, which developed the bill, legisla- 
tors were filling a gap in the existing law. “You 
can’t walk down the road and shoot quail,” 
said Kercheval, “so why should you be able to 
hunt nongame animals?” It’s not the collect- 
ing that’s the problem, he said, just where it’s 
done. The law does not ban collecting but 
moves it off the public roads, where people 
are in danger of getting hit by traffic. “The her- 
pers say, ‘We’ve got nowhere else to hunt,”' 
he said. “Well, the public roadway was never 
designed for anything other than [to] take peo- 
ple from point A to point B.” 

The law protects wildlife as much as peo- 
ple. After narcotics, animal smuggling is the 
state’s second-largest contraband trade. 
“There’s a growing demand for wild animals 
for pets and even food, and a lot of it is 
focused on roadside collection,” said Matt 



Wagner, program director for wildlife diversity 
with TPWD. “There’s no way for us to know 
how many animals are being taken off roads.” 
But it’s not just the law that Barringer 
objects to; it’s how it was passed. Originally, 
these rules were a separate bill - HB 2414, by 
Rep. Carl Isett, R-Lubbock, which banned the 
roadside hunting of any game animal or bird. 
When it got to the House Culture Committee, 
chaired by Rep. Harvey Hildebran, R-Kerrville, 
the ban was extended to all wild animals and 
birds. Rep. Tracy King, D-Eagle Pass, added 
floor amendments excluding reptiles, amphibi- 
ans, and insects from the ban. Although this 
version was voted out of the House unani- 
mously, when the conference committee folded 
the bill into HB 12, its members went back to 
the Hildebran language. And it’s Hildebran that 
herpers are blaming for the changes. “These 


were tacked on as riders to HB 12 at the very 
end, in violation of procedural rules, and tech- 
nically without public comment or input,” says 
Barringer. “These were illicitly slipped in the 
back door, so to speak, with many senators 
unaware that they were controversial.” 

But for Kercheval, the important vote is the 
final one. “Go look at HB 12,” he said. “We 
were upfront about what was in there, and the 
members voted on it with pride.” He described 
the adoption and dropping of amendments as 
a normal part of the legislative process. 
“Representative King was representing his 
constituents’ concerns, but snakes are the 
biggest problem. By completely exempting 
them, what’s the point of even moving for- 
ward?” he said. 

Texas Parks and Wildlife, whose wardens 
will have to enforce the law, welcomed the 


changes. According to Maj. David Sinclair, 
chief of wildlife enforcement, it may even 
reduce wardens’ workloads: They are respon- 
sible for law enforcement in remote areas of 
the state, and roadside herpers can cause 
false alarms. “Whenever we get a call in the 
middle of the night that someone’s out with a 
search light, we have to go out,” Sinclair said. 
“I think there’ll be fewer of those calls.” He 
expects most herpers to obey the new laws. 
“The majority of reptile collectors are law-abid- 
ing people who will move their activity behind 
the fence onto private property,” he said.

Herpers have also accused the bill of being 
anti-animal, claiming that its loose definition 
of hunting stops passers-by from rescuing 
injured wildlife. “You can now run over and kill 
as many wild animals as you want, but you 
may neither collect them nor offer them 
assistance,” Barringer said. “There is just 
something basically wrong with that.” 
According to Sinclair, however, game wardens 
use common sense in distinguishing between 
rescuers and hunters. “People pick [up] all 
kinds of things like fawns and move them off 
the road,” he said, “and to my knowledge, 
there’s never been a Good Samaritan prose- 
cuted for that.” 

For Kercheval, the issue remains highway 
safety. “We want to figure out ways to help 
snake populations without burying our citi- 
zens,” he said. “The highway is not a place for 
lollygagging.” - Richard Whittaker 


Community Colleges Bestow Dunce Cap on Perry 


“No one wants to get into a war of words 
with Gov. Rick Perry,” began a July 19 
Statesman op-ed by Austin Community 
College President Stephen Kinslow. Maybe 
not - community-college presidents and their 
allies around the state have launched a full 
barrage of explosive verbiage on the guv in 
the past week, after yet another of his ham- 
handed vetoes. This time, it was a line-item 
veto of $154 million in funding to such 
schools - accompanied by a cannon blast 
alleging fraud by the colleges in their appropri- 
ations requests. 

The debate revolves around health bene- 
fits to college employees. In his own editorial 
published above Kinslow’s (and in other news- 
papers around Texas), Perry defended his 
veto, asserting that state law requires that 
community-college employees paid with state 
funds also may have their health benefits 
paid by the state, but those salaried through 
local funds must get their coverage from local 
monies. “Despite the clarity of the law on this 


matter, community colleges have pursued a 
distorted interpretation by arguing that any 
employee who is eligible in theory for a state- 
funded salary is entitled to state-funded 
health benefits even if they are not paid by 
the state,” Perry wrote. 

But even stronger was his comment when 
he initially delivered the veto in June: “To 
get money for these employees, community 
colleges falsified their appropriations requests.” 
Community-college administrators responded 
fiercely. “If the governor truly believes that 
Texas’ community college[s] committed 
fraud against the state, then he has a duty 
to prosecute all 50 colleges,” wrote Amarillo 
College President Steven Jones in the 
Amarillo Globe-News. “But this is about poli- 
tics - not about falsifying records.” Jones 
charges that “the governor has a different 
interpretation of the law - different, I might 
add from that of the legislators who wrote 
the law and the state agency responsible for 
collecting our data.” 


That claim is borne out by another op-ed by 
state Sen. Judith Zaffirini, the chair of the 
Senate Higher Education Subcommittee and 
vice chair of the Senate Finance Committee. 
“Having attended every budget hearing, I 
know that community-college officials submit- 
ted full and accurate information in their bud- 
get requests. That the governor would accuse 
them of falsehood is beyond comprehension. 
The [Legislature in good faith chose to fully 
fund community college employee benefits 
with general revenue because we understand 
that community colleges are under-funded 
and over-burdened.” 

Even Congress might join the battle. Rep. 
Chet Edwards, D-Waco, hinted that federal 
funding cuts might come in retaliation: “The 
annual higher education reauthorization 
appropriation for grants is certainly something 
that can be looked at,” he told the Midland 
Reporter-Telegram . 

Asked what the veto meant for ACC, Kins- 
low told the Chronicle that it resulted in a 


$7.6 million shortfall in 2008 and 2009 that 
forced a $500,000 cut in facilities mainte- 
nance and a $1 million cut in “institutional 
advancement,” specifically the attempt to 
build more facilities to meet the state’s 
Closing the Gaps initiative, which calls for 
upping community-college enrollment by more 
than 600,000 by 2015. The rest will be made 
up through a fee increase for students. 

“[C]an you imagine Texas in 10 years?” 
Kinslow said in his editorial. “Companies will 
relocate, unemployment will increase, the 
economy will be hit hard, and quality of life 
will suffer. Taxes will go up - not for education 
but for social services.” 

“The grim reality is that to make up for this 
lost funding, community colleges will either 
have to raise local property taxes, increase 
tuition, reduce services, or, sadly, do all three,” 
wrote Zaffirini. “Any of these options negatively 
will affect their ability to serve students who 
typically have the fewest resources to attend 
college. The worst result is that many students 
may be forced to drop out of college because 
of the governor’s actions.”

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REEFER MADNESS 

Drug Czar Swoops Into Town

As questions about possible political improprieties dogged 
his agency in Washington, drug czar John Walters, head of 
the White House Office of the National Drug Control 
Policy, swooped into Austin July 20 for a standard-issue 
ONDCP photo-op at a drug treatment facility in Northeast 
Austin, where he decried an increase in prescription drug 
use by teens. 

While U.S. Rep. Henry Waxman, D-Calif. , made public his 
investigation into possibly illegal politicking activities by Wal- 
ters and others during last year’s election season - apparent 
violations of the 1939 Hatch Act, which prohibits campaign- 
ing by federal officials and employees - Walters came to town 
to talk about teen pharm abuse. Pharmaceutical drug use by 
teens is now second only to adolescent use of the ever-evil 
marijuana, according to the ONDCP In 2006, 19% of teenagers 
reported using scrip medicines not prescribed to them, and 
many say they use these drugs because they believe they are 
“medically safe,” according to the national annual survey of 
adolescent drug use. And that just isn’t true, Walters said. 
“They get into the medicine cabinet and take pills that are 
either no longer being used or are left around,” he said during 
a brief appearance Friday at the Austin Recovery treatment 
facility (before he was ushered into a waiting minimotorcade 
by his very own suited security detail). 

Anyone old enough to remember the good old days of pre- 
scription Quaaludes will certainly wonder if this “trend” is 
actually new, or for that matter, newsworthy. Of course, staging 
press events at rehab facilities, where ONDCP officials are 
flanked by one or more teens undergoing drug-abuse treat- 
ment (the modus operandi for Walters’ office) doesn’t exactly 
encourage any real challenge to ONDCP assertions. It’s a pret- 
ty savvy move, really - who wants to be the asshole calling 
Walters to the carpet about his drug “facts” after his chosen 
treatment teen has delivered an emotional story about a per- 
sonal struggle with drug addiction? So it was last week, when 
Walters appeared with Courtney Counts, an articulate 17- 
year-old determined to wrestle to the mat her addiction to pre- 
scription drugs, which, she said, led to a nasty cocaine habit. 
“By doing drugs, you can mess up the rest of your life,” she 
told reporters. “Being sober has cleared my mind, and I’m 
able to be really happy.” Amen to that. 

Nonetheless, it is hard to escape the feeling that these 
press events are also exploitative and hypocritical. Sure, pro- 
nouncements about the scourge of drugs and increases in 
drug use, particularly among youth, are surefire ways to 
remind folks that the War on Drugs is alive and well - and 
needs plenty of funding to wage. Still, don’t be fooled into 
thinking that means the ONDCP considers drug treatment a 
priority for its taxpayer funds. Walters’ nearly $13 billion pro- 
posed 2008 budget earmarks just $3 billion in funds for var- 


ious treatment programs, including a mere $98 million for 
the Access to Recovery program, which provides vouchers 
that can be used for rehab programs ($25 million of this is 
earmarked for treating meth addiction). The nonprofit group 
Join Together, a program of the Boston University School of 
Public Health that supports community-based efforts to 
address drug policy, treatment, and prevention, reported ear- 
lier this year that the 2008 budget has actually cut nearly 
$84 million in funding for substance-abuse treatment. 
Conversely, Walters’ office is seeking a $30 million increase 
next year for its widely criticized anti-drug media campaign, 
which would give the office $130 million to piss away on its 
idiotic don’t-do-drugs ads - ads that researchers have con- 
cluded have little or no effect (and in some cases a com- 
pletely adverse effect) on curbing teen drug use. (The latest 
crop of anti-pot ads, featuring an oddly animated stick-figure 
couple and an Earth-visiting alien that drops by in his space- 
ship, are among the most bizarre in recent memory. In case 
you haven’t seen them, suffice it to say that the stick-figure 
girl ends up dumping her pot-toking boyfriend for the sober, 
space-surfing alien. Seriously.) 

These pressers aren’t designed to vet gritty questions 
about the efficacy of public policy, however. They’re designed 
as budget builders - or, as has been the case in recent 
years, to provide political support for campaigning candi- 
dates, or to build opposition to state ballot initiatives that 
don’t toe the line on federal drug prohibition. It is these 
questionable political activities - wrapped, as always, around 
feel-good appearances at drug-treatment-related venues - 
that have Walters in the spotlight back in Washington. Last 
week, Rep. Waxman, chair of the House Committee on 
Oversight and Government Reform, made public the com- 
mittee’s investigation into whether Walters and other execu- 
tive-branch officials made taxpayer-funded political stumping 


trips around the country in 2006, at 
the behest of the White House. 
Under the Hatch Act - which forbids 
federal employees, such as Walters, 
from using their official “authority of 
influence for the purpose of interfer- 
ing with or affecting the result of an 
election” - all such political stump- 
ing is illegal. 

Walters’ cross-country trips during 
election season aren’t exactly new 
and have earned the ire of many 
drug-policy reformers. In 2002, and 
again last year, for example, Walters 
traveled to various points in Nevada 
to deliver several rounds of anti-drug 
speeches as voters there were con- 
sidering whether to enact a sweep- 
S ing, statewide initiative that would 
| legalize and regulate the sale and 
| use of pot by adults. (The measure 
| did not pass but is likely to return 
z next year.) Walters was called out on 
his activities by the Marijuana 
Policy Project and others in the Silver State who said he was 
violating both state and federal law. The allegations never 
stuck. This time around, however, Walters may have some 
explaining to do. 

According to documents released by Waxman last week, 
Walters showed up at 20 events across the country with vul- 
nerable Republican candidates in the run-up to the November 
election. While the Bush administration has (so far) brushed 
off any notion of impropriety, the Waxman documents are 
damning - including communications from White House politi- 
cal director Sara Taylor (who earlier this month was called to 
testify about the firing of eight U.S. attorneys), suggesting 
Walters attend various functions, and an e-mail from Doug 
Simon, ONDCP White House liaison, recounting a meeting 
with Shrub political adviser Karl Rove, during which Rove 
praised Walters for his attention to GOP candidates. Rove 
thanked, “specifically,” Walters and others for “going above 
and beyond the call of duty” in making “surrogate appearanc- 
es” with political candidates during the three days prior to the 
November election (the so-called “72 Hour deployment”). 
Walters and three other cabinet executives “deserve the most 
recognition,” Rove said, because they “actually had to give up 
time with their families for the god-awful places we sent them.” 
(Nevada may be dry and unbelievably hot, but I wouldn’t nec- 
essarily call it a shit hole.) 

Waxman is expected to begin hearings on the Hatch Act 
issues beginning as early as July 30. Before flitting off to the 
minimotorcade waiting outside Austin Recovery on Friday, 
Walters dismissed the idea that any of his public appearances 
might be illegal, calling the allegations mere D.C. politics and 
“name-calling.” Asked whether he might testify before Wax- 
man’s committee, Walters said only that he hadn’t “been invit- 
ed.” Perhaps it’s time to dust off the old calligraphy pen and 
get to work.

Did you get your $4,400 raise this year? 
Are you even keeping up with inflation? Are 
you pulling in $170,000 a year? 

If you answered “no” to any of the above, 
guess what, buckoes? You’re not in Congress. 

By a 244-181 vote in June, our Congress 
critters quietly hiked their own pay, putting 
them in an income class exceeding 97% of 
American households. And guess what? 

Unlike us riffraff, their pay raise is automatic! 
Deserve it or not, need it or not, they get this 
annual boost, unless they choose not to 
accept it. And golly, guess what again? They 
rarely choose to say no! 

It works like this. The pay hike is automati- 
cally awarded unless lawmakers vote to block 
it with an obscure procedural move. This 
move never succeeds because the leaders of 
both parties agree in advance that they’ll 
deliver the majority of their members to vote 
to accept the money.

Airline executives publicly blame everything 
from the impact of 9/11 to bad weather, but 
when these executives talk to shareholders 
and the business media, they gleefully con- 
fess they have deliberately created such 
unpleasantness as a crude way to jack up 
their stock prices and profits. 

For example, while the public demand for 
air travel has steadily increased, airline hon- 
chos have intentionally decreased the num- 
ber of flights. That’s the opposite of how a 
free market economy is supposed to work - 
if consumer demand is up, companies theo- 
retically respond by increasing supply. 

But air travel is a monopolistic market, 
with one or two airlines controlling nearly all 
airports. So, by cutting the number of avail- 
able seats, not only can the monopolists cre- 
ate an artificial shortage that raises ticket 
prices, but they also create overbooked 
flights that have all the charm of cattle cars. 

Meanwhile, they’ve also made drastic cuts 
in staff, leading to more breakdowns and 
flight delays, as well as less service for cus- 
tomers. The staff that remains has had its 
wages and benefits slashed, which doesn’t 
help morale. And to make employees even 
more surly, CEOs have started paying them- 
selves millions of dollars in bonuses. 

Based on these manipulations, one airline 
president enthusiastically told shareholders, 
“We see an encouraging revenue environ- 
ment.” Sure, boss - and we passengers see 
a discouraging decline into primitive levels of 
travel.

Hold Those Tolls! 

Lege leaves question: How will we pay for roads?

It was Dec. 16, 2004, and Rep. Mike Krusee, 
R-Round Rock, was sitting pretty. He was virtu- 
ally a guest of honor at a meeting of the Texas 
Transportation Commission, across the street 
from his Capitol office. A little more than a year 
before, as chairman of the House Transport- 
ation Committee, Krusee had successfully car- 
ried the behemoth House Bill 3588. Among its 
many and complex provisions, the bill helped 
smooth the way for Gov. Rick Perry to get the 
Texas Transportation Commission to approve 
early plans for the Trans-Texas Corridor. 
Stretching from Mexico to Oklahoma, the cor- 
ridor would be a mammoth transportation 
project running parallel to 1-35. As conceived, 
it would include free and tolled highway lanes, 
as well as rail and utility lines, and would be 
built and maintained by the privately held 
Spanish company Cintra (an international 
operator of toll roads and car parks) and the 
San Antonio-based Zachry Construction Corp. 

At the Texas Transportation Commission meet- 
ing, attended by the governor himself, Krusee 
didn’t say much. Actions spoke louder than words 
- and on this day, the commission was acting on 
a project he had fought long and hard to convince 
legislators to support. Byway of acknowledgment, 
commission Chairman Ric Williamson duly 
praised Krusee for his work at the Capitol. Krusee 
had a flight to catch, but first he took the floor for 
a brief stroll down memory lane. 

“I started thinking about the first time that I 
met Ric Williamson,” Krusee recalled, according 
to a meeting transcript. It was 1992, and Krusee 
had just been elected to the House; then-Rep. 
Williamson invited the 32-year-old Krusee to his 
apartment. “So I went over there, and Ric had 
one of his good friends over there, and that was 


hard work, because you have made this, I think 
sincerely, the most historic day in transportation, 
not just for Texas, but for the United States since 
Eisenhower.” With that, Krusee left the meeting. 

Flash forward nearly 2 Vi years - to May 2, 
2007. Chairman Krusee stood on the House floor, 
without a single transportation ally. Every House 
member present, except Krusee alone, voted in 
favor of HB 1892, which included a two-year 
moratorium on many of the public-private part- 
nerships such as the one the Texas Department of 
Transportation had developed with Cintra-Zachry 
to build the Trans-Texas Corridor. “Who knew 
that trying to reduce congestion could be such a 
lonely fight?” wondered Coby Chase, who moni- 
tors the Legislature for TxDOT 

Perry eventually vetoed HB 1892, but a nearly 
identical Senate substitute, Senate Bill 792, later 
handily passed both the House and Senate, and 
Perry signed it into law. The massive bill forbids 
TxDOT from negotiating a tolling agreement 
with a private company until Sept. 1, 2009, 
exempting some projects already under way. 
Even among those exempted projects, some got 
swept up in the post-session, anti-privatization 
maelstrom. For instance, at its June meeting, the 
Texas Transportation Commission awarded a 
contract for the State Highway 121 project (in 
the Dallas/Fort Worth Metroplex) to the North 
Texas Tollway Authority - after initially awarding 
the contract to Cintra. 

SB 792 also states that if a company paid 
TxDOT money up front for the rights to build 
a toll road in a particular region, TxDOT must 
use that money on other projects in that 
region. It requires TxDOT to give local tolling 
agencies preferential treatment over private 
companies by giving them free right-of-way

the night I met Rick Perry, who was the ag com- 
missioner, and we talked long into the night 
about accomplishing great things for Texas, 
about how to be a great leader for Texas. And we 
weren’t thinking about how to be on Texas 
Monthly’s 10 best [fist] - but you know, Ric, I 
think we were talking about days like this. 

“And you know, governor,” Krusee continued, 
“A little over two years ago when you made that 
presentation [about the Trans-Texas Corridor] in 
the auditorium at the Capitol, and I was in the 
audience, and like everybody else out there, I 
didn’t really fully grasp what the hell you were 
talking about.” The audience laughed. 

“You do now, don’t you?” asked Perry. 

“I do now,” Krusee replied. ‘And I want to 
congratulate you on your vision and your leader- 
ship, and the commission and your staff on your 


and the right of first refusal on building toll 
roads. In essence, the Legislature left private 
companies interested in transportation on the 
bench for the next two years. 

Politics or Policy? 

So what happened? How could Rep. Krusee, 
four years earlier, convince all but three mem- 
bers of the House to approve legislation that 
enabled private companies to build highways, 
only to find that entire concept rejected out of 
hand this year? Not surprisingly, it depends on 
whom you ask. 

“What happened was,” Krusee said after the 
session, “TxDOT was going not just against 
the traditional rural opposition to road build-

What's Doing on Austin's Roadways 

Contrary to what was once popular belief, it turns out that Austin’s road map for future toll-road 
projects wasn’t cemented in asphalt after all. See the black dotted lines along this map? 
Transportation authorities peg them as planned projects, but time, money, and the current political 
climate have rendered them more, shall we say, flexible than they were when the Capital Area 
Metropolitan Planning Organization unveiled the plan - to an angry chorus of boos - three years 
ago. Today, the equally flexible Sen. Kirk Watson has taken the reins of the CAMP0 board with 
promises of a more inclusive, forward-thinking transportation process. That means the map you 
see now may look very different next year. For now, here’s what’s on the drawing board: 

U.S. 290 East: A toll road from U.S. 183 to the new State Highway 130 (under construction) 
is still on deck, while the existing 290 lanes will remain toll-free. Construction on the toll-road 
portion is expected to start in 2008. 

SH 71 East (Ben White Boulevard): What seemed like an endless construction nightmare for 
South Austin residents is now a smooth dream of a ride to the airport for frequent flyers and oth- 
ers looking to get away. There’s one catch: Road honchos still aim to toll drivers on a portion of 
the highway, although there is no official word on when they’ll start collecting. 

SH 45 Southwest: Environmental opposition notwithstanding, this project is still scheduled to 
start next year. What better place to build a four-lane toll road than this environmentally sensitive 
Southwest Austin spot? 

Highway 290/71 West: CAMP0 Chair Watson has ordered warring factions (Oak Hill stake- 
holders, among others, vs. TxDOT) into a mediation process to try to resolve differences of opinion 
on design, noise control, and overall aesthetics. The idea, which everyone agrees on, is to unclog 
the daily bottleneck on the route from Austin to suburbia.

ing but against Dallas and Houston in a turf 
battle over who would build the roads.” In 
Dallas, Houston, Austin, and elsewhere, public 
toll-road authorities were getting outgunned by 
private companies like Cintra, and they weren’t 
happy, Krusee says, so they asked their legisla- 
tors to give tolling authorities right of first 
refusal. Krusee didn’t take it personally that he 
seemed to be the only member of the House 
who wanted private companies to continue 
building roads. “I think it was a political vote,” 
he said. “Members thought it was necessary to 
vote that way to get votes back home; they felt 
like they’d be criticized for voting against it.” 

Chase agrees with Krusee and points to the 
larger political context. “During this last elec- 
tion cycle, we had a candidate for governor; 
she liked to campaign against foreigners and 
against toll roads,” Chase explained, in refer- 
ence to gubernatorial candidate Carole Keeton 
Strayhom, who ran against Perry as an inde- 
pendent. “And then we had the [federal] Dubai 
Ports issue, and this was such a misleading 
discussion in the public. . . . This Dubai com- 
pany wouldn’t own any port; they were just 
going to run them, and the government would 
lease it to them. Then Cintra becomes the suc- 
cessful proposer on the corridor and ... it kind 
of kick-started the ‘no foreigners doing busi- 
ness in Texas’ discussion.” 

But David Stall, of the anti-Trans-Texas 
Corridor group CorridorWatch, has a less 
benign explanation. Stall says legislators belat- 
edly did their homework on public-private 
partnerships. “The Legislature did not recog- 
nize the shift in transportation policy that they 
were creating” in 2003, Stall said. “We started 
to see some handwriting on the wall in 2005, 
with some moratorium bills that didn’t go any- 
where. The reason they didn’t go anywhere was 
we were still educating people. I think if legisla- 
tors were educated in 2003 on what the corri- 
dor was, if they had understood it, they would 
not have voted to authorize its creation.” 

Looking for Consensus 

Enter former Austin mayor and freshman 
Sen. Kirk Watson. Watson wasn’t around in 
2003 for the original vote on the corridor and 


agreements with private companies to build toll 
roads. But he came to the Lege with voices ring- 
ing loudly in his ear - those of his new constitu- 
ents. “Part of the reason there is this vitriolic, 
partisan [no-toll or toll] debate is that we 
haven’t had a thoughtful, systematic, transpar- 
ent means of analyzing what we want to do,” he 
says. “There are clearly two agreements in this 
community - one, we are too badly congested, 
and two, we want it fixed. When we get to three 
- how to do it - now it’s not as unanimous.” 
Watson is unconvinced that letting a private 
company pay for, build, and make a profit on a 
new road is the best way to go. “I was skeptical 
of these comprehensive development agree- 
ments - how long they were, their noncompete 
clauses. ... I happen to be a believer that if 
you’re going to privatize, it should be for the 
stuff the public can’t get done. I wasn’t con- 
vinced - at beginning or end of session - that we 
weren’t going to just have privatization on stuff 
that we couldn’t get done in the public sector.” 
In other words, Watson didn’t want profit- 
minded private companies building roads that 
could be built by government - especially if, 
under noncompete clauses, the state has to 
pay the companies back for highways that take 


traffic (and potential income) away from the 
private toll roads. “I wanted to allow local com- 
munities to have more say,” Watson explained. 
“It struck me that one of the things that was 
missing in the process was we needed more 
accountability in the system, and that probably 
meant elected officials having a role.” That 
potentially means fewer deals with private 
companies and more for state tolling authori- 
ties or transportation commissions. 

Watson had more than just his own rookie 
legislative voice to add to the discussion - in 
January, he became chairman of the Capital 
Area Metropolitan Planning Organization (the 
group in charge of the region’s transportation 
projects) and vice chairman of the Senate 
Transportation Committee. At his suggestion, 
CAMPO indefinitely postponed any talk of a 
second phase of toll roads until it can take 
more time to sort out how best to finance 
transportation projects. 

But the Legislature’s decision to halt most 
road-building agreements with private compa- 
nies leaves Central Texas in a bind, as Krusee 
sees it, when it comes to decongesting traffic. 
“To my mind, the bad thing about what the 
Legislature did this session was it took that 


option away” - the option to have a private 
company get started now on building a given 
road. The Legislature’s action doesn’t mean 
that Austin or the surrounding jurisdictions 
can’t build any more toll roads, but it means 
they can’t call on a private company to do so. 
So as Krusee sees it, we’re back at ground zero: 
Lacking sufficient up-front public funding, the 
state, via TxDOT, had been looking toward 
private companies as ideally positioned to help 
build roads quickly and efficiently, based on 
the promise of future toll revenue. Now that 
option is off the table, at least temporarily. 

With toll roads built by private companies, 
says TxDOT’s Chase, “You [the state] give up 
some future revenue to get a project now. You 
get a guaranteed price on the project, you are 
guaranteed the project will be returned to you 
in a certain condition, and the price you pay is 
you say the company can realize a profit on this 
over a certain amount of time. Some people 
had concerns of unlimited company profits 
without ever reading what the contracts were 
- the companies can’t raise tolls any time they 
want. If the profits get to a certain point, it goes 
back to the region to build more roads.” 

Often, as was the case with Cintra and the 
Trans-Texas Corridor, the company pays a large 
sum - generally billions of dollars - to buy the 
rights to build a road, which could mean the 
state could get other projects started more 
quickly using those advance funds. 

Even Watson, skeptical as he is that a private 
company can handle transportation any better 
than the state, admits that a moratorium on 
deals with private companies could make it 
harder to do anything significant about area con- 
gestion for the next couple of years. “We’re going 
to need to be honest about limitations of financ- 
ing tools,” he says. “In the state appropriations 
bill, there was an effective decrease in transporta- 
tion money, when you consider inflation. There 
has been more moving of funds from transporta- 
tion. Many people say they want an increase in 
gas tax; the House approved a gas tax holiday 
that would have taken away gas tax money for 
three months out of the year [that measure died 
in the Senate] . The money offered to states from 
federal government is being decreased; we just 
got notice that federal money rescinded $72 mil- 


Tire Tracks: 

What the Lege did 

Private Slowdown: Senate Bill 792, the major transportation 
bill of the session, halted (with some exceptions) the use of com- 
prehensive development agreements - between government and 
private companies to carry out transportation projects. Between 
now and when the moratorium expires in 2009, a study committee 
will review CDAs, but unless the 2009 Legislature reinstitutes the 
CDA program, it will be next to impossible for Central Texas trans- 
portation planners to use a private company’s up-front capital to 
get a project done. It will be up to the region either to wait for 
TxDOT to find existing funds to do the project as a “free road” (no 
tolls) or issue bonds (debt) to build it as a toll road. SB 792 also 
gives regional mobility authorities first crack at transportation proj- 
ects before they’re offered to private companies. Supporters say 
that makes local elected officials more accountable for transporta- 
tion decisions; critics say the bill will make it harder to find financ- 
ing quickly enough to build projects when they’re needed. 

Shrinking Gas Tax: Legislators remained loath to increase 
the most important source of transportation funding, despite its 


diminishing value. A proposal to raise the gas tax got nowhere. 
Another suggestion, to link the gas tax to rates of inflation or the 
consumer price index, also failed. On the other hand, legislators 
also balked at a summer gas tax holiday that would have cost the 
state an estimated $700 million this year alone. The Lege did 
approve about $3 billion in Proposition 14 bonds, which TxDOT 
pays off by using money it would have otherwise allocated for 
other projects - it’s what one TxDOT official calls a “payday loan.” 
That could mean Central Texas transportation planners have more 
money to borrow for projects and less money in the future as that 
borrowed money is paid back. 

More Bondage: Senate Joint Resolution 64 allows voters to 
consider in November whether TxDOT can issue $5 billion in bonds 
for future transportation projects - and pay off that debt without 
touching the state highway fund. This could represent significant 
new funding for numerous transportation projects. If voters approve 
the proposition, the 2009 Lege can authorize TxDOT to issue the 
bonds, paying the debt off from its general revenue. 

Local Control: HB 1857 gives Travis and other Central Texas 
counties more authority to regulate development around future 
transportation corridors (like parts of State Highway 130 that have 
yet to be built). Local officials, including state Sen. Kirk Watson, 


have wanted such authority to make sure new roads don’t usher in 
development that would radically transform the surrounding area. 
Counties typically have limited powers to control land use. 

Moving the Wires: SB 1209 will make it easier to relocate 
utilities needed to accommodate transportation improvements by 
expanding state reimbursements. TxDOT officials say that could 
help with work on any highway, such as Highway 290 East in north- 
east Travis Co., where utility relocations are expected to be costly. 

It could also mean that drivers on toll roads save some money in 
the future; before this session, toll roads weren’t eligible for utility 
relocation reimbursement from the state. 

Wind Shift: SB 12 will shift about $100 million a year for six 
years from the state highway fund to the Texas Emissions Reductions 
Plan. This is meant to improve air quality by reducing emissions and 
idling of vehicles. However, the extra funding comes from the State 
Highway Fund, which means less money for new transportation 
projects (which in theory could also improve air quality by moving 
people and goods more efficiently). 

Rising Values: SB 1266 allows cities and counties to capture 
increased property tax revenue that results from a transportation 
project and use that extra money on future projects. - L S.

lion more. We’re going to have to start being 
honest about the limitations we have on being 
able to meet the need to fix the problem.” 

Stranded on the Highway 

To that end, Watson has been meeting every 
two weeks with a CAMPO’s Mobility Finance 
Task Force, which includes elected officials, 
outside transportation experts, even the execu- 
tive director of the Community Partnership for 
the Homeless. Meanwhile, TxDOT has given 
preliminary approval to a set of toll projects in 
the Austin area, including some “managed 
lanes” (for use, say, by carpoolers or during rush 
hour) as well as the second phase of toll roads 
Watson doesn’t want to talk about for now. 
TxDOT is also holding a series of public meet- 
ings later this year to explain the ramifications 
of what the Legislature did in suspending many 
of the proposed deals with private companies. 

“We’re doing things that no other department 
of transportation is doing,” says Chase. “We’re 
learning it as we go, and we have never ever had 
to engage the public on this large a scale in our 
90-plus years of existence. And in many cases, 
we underestimated that challenge.” 

That last sentiment could also apply to those 
who want to do something about Austin’s traffic 
congestion. If the Lege managed to placate the 
anti-toll crowd, at least for the time being, it 
didn’t do much to make it any easier to travel on 
Central Texas highways, nor to address long- 
term projections that show regional traffic only 
getting worse. More broadly, the moratorium 
doesn’t begin to address larger questions raised 
by traditional highway approaches to transpor- 
tation: land use, mass transit options, pollution 
and global warming issues, or even integrated 
urban planning that might make transportation 
issues less intractable and expensive. 

Those are the kind of issues that Sally Camp- 
bell hoped the Legislature would consider. 
Campbell is the executive director of Envision 
Central Texas, a 6-year-old nonprofit coalition 
aimed at addressing regional growth. Campbell 
wanted to hear more discussion and action on 
giving counties more control over land uses 
around future highways and relocating Union 
Pacific away from rail lines that commuters could 
use. “When we truly want to see this multimodal 
transportation system develop, the next step is to 
look at the transit options. And right now, we’re 
trying to figure out what will work and what’s the 
logical system. If you can think about commuter 
rail from San Antonio to Georgetown by relocat- 
ing Union Pacific, that makes a whole other 
mode within the realm of possibility. ” 

But rail relocation, and most other proposals 
for broadening the state’s transportation 
options, remained stuck at the station during 
the 80th Legislature. What most legislators 
wanted to discuss was how to pay for new 
roads and where to put them. Whether Krusee’s 
interest in more privatization or Watson’s desire 
for greater accountability in transportation 
policy ultimately win the day in the current 
discussions, it could be two years - or more - 
before getting around seems much easier, even 
though commuter rail could start running 
through the region by the end of 2008. 

That will be just in time for the 81st Legislat- 
ure - and a whole new set of political detours 
during the next round of transportation 
debates. ■

3. Effective September 1, 2007, if these officials have been an active judge and a member of the Judicial Retirement System 
of Texas Plan One or Two for at least 16 years, they also receive $3,840.00 as “judicial longevity pay.” The Legislature 
specifically said that this pay is not “salary,” but it is included in the total amount received by these officials for purposes of 
comparing the salaries of other elected officials. 

4. The County Salary is the least compensation received by any of these officials. A supplement of $3,840.00 is added to the 
salary of an official if the official has been an active county court or probate judge and held an elected judicial position in Travis 
County for at least 16 years. 

5. As of January 1, 2006, the Probate Judge was elected Presiding Judge of the Statutory Probate Judges of Texas for four years. 
For the additional duties as Presiding Judge he is paid $33,000 per year. 

6. The County Salary is the least compensation received by any of these officials. A supplement of $2,880.00 is added to the 
salary of an official if the official has been an active Justice of the Peace and held an elected judicial position in Travis County 
for at least 16 years. 

7. This includes $4,800 paid for service on the Travis County Juvenile Board. 

8. Pursuant to Texas Local Gov’t Code § 152.052, the Commissioner, Precinct 2 has requested that her compensation for FY 2008 
remain the same as the annualized amount for FY 2007, $83,716. 

9. Pursuant to Texas Local Gov’t Code §152.052, the Commissioner Precinct 3 has requested that his compensation for FY 2008 
remain the same as the annualized amount for FY 2007, $77,611.00.

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JAN HEATON: Watercolor in her blood 

For most of her professional life, Austin’s Jan Heaton has 
worked as a graphic designer, illustrator, and calligrapher. Five 
years ago, after getting laid off from her longtime advertising 
job, Heaton decided to search for a place to show her beloved 
watercolors. Since then, she’s had her work included in collec- 
tions around the country, as well as gaining representation 
from galleries in Houston and Atlanta. About to open her fifth 
show at Wally Workman Gallery, Heaton shares a little about 
how she became an artist and how she makes her art. 

□ 

Austin Chronicle: When did you start painting? 

Jan Heaton: I started painting when I could hold a paint- 
brush. Very young. My mom was an illustrator, and my dad 
was a graphic designer and display artist. We didn’t have tele- 
vision, so we did a lot of art projects. My mom would set up a 
still life on the dining room table and give us charcoal. It was 
snowy in Michigan, and we were always drawing and looking at 
things and recording what we saw. 

AC: It's in your blood. 

JH: It’s in my blood. I don’t know any other way of living. I’m 
an observer. 

AC: An observer of what? 

JH: Details. Color. Light. Values. Expressions. Silhouettes. 
Negative space. Positive space. Forms. Characters. I look at 


something, and I respond to it. And hopefully I can record it. 
And I think because of where I come from and the way my par- 
ents nurtured my brother and me as children, that you 
observed, you did a visual memory of all of these things that 
you’re surrounded by. 

AC: Why do you call it a visual memory? 

JH: When I’m painting, I paint in my studio. I’ll look at some- 
thing, you know, maybe I’m driving down the road and I see a 
silhouette of a tree against the skyline, and visually I’ll record 
this in my memory. Then, based on that memory, I’ll start 
sketching, and then maybe sometimes a painting evolves out 
of that. I’m not like a plein air painter that goes on location 
and paints the building, the landscape, the trees, etc. 

AC: How do you make your paintings? 

JH: I buy paper on a roll that’s 51 inches wide. I have a big 
Plexiglas top on my drawing table, so I just lay the whole thing 
flat and paint on it flat. I’m not painting upright on an easel 
because I use a lot of water. 

AC: There's a richness in your colors that's really amazing. I 
assume that comes about as you layer this paint on. 

JH: Most of my paintings [in the current Workman show] have 
at least 25 or 30 layers of paint. Every time you put on a layer 
with watercolor, you let it dry totally before you go in with the 
next. So it’s a constant building up, a layering process. 

AC: So why watercolor? And why only on 100% cotton paper? 
JH: Because I love paper. There’s something about watercolor 
and paper where the pigment actually becomes a part of the 



paper. It’s not just sitting on top. The paint becomes a part of 
the substrate, which, I don’t know, I’m totally enamored of it. 
I’m always discovering new things. New ways to push and 
explore the medium the more I paint. I love it. - Barry Pineo

IN MEMORIAM: 

Linda Pace and Javier Arista 

Belated condolences to the family and friends 
of Linda Pace, artist and founder of Artpace, 
who died Monday, July 2, from complications of 
breast cancer. She was 62. The heir to the Pace 
Foods company was one of San Antonio’s leading 
philanthropists and patrons of the arts. In 1995, 
she was inspired to create a program for visiting 
artists that would give them a studio and two 
months to create whatever they liked. She 
acquired an old car dealership on Main Avenue 
in Downtown San Antonio and transformed it into 
the home for Artpace. Now, three times a year, 
the Artpace Foundation invites three artists - 
one from Texas, one from another part of the 
U.S., and one from outside the country - for a 
two-month residency. One of the first artists to 
take part, Australian Tracey Moffatt, calls it the 
world’s best contemporary artist residency pro- 
gram. Certainly, it’s made its mark in the art 
world. In a recent Whitney Museum Biannual, 13 
winning artists had been Artpace residents. 

Pace, however, was not just someone who 
enabled others to make art. She made art her- 
self, most famously creating mixed-media collag- 
es composed of stuffed animals, cheap trinkets 
and souvenirs, and other similar objects. Her 
work Mirror , Mirror, a fabricated 9-foot mirrored 
igloo that viewers could crawl into, was featured 
in the 2007 Texas Biennial here in Austin and 
nominated for Outstanding Work of Art by the 
Austin Critics Table. Despite her illness, Pace 
kept up her studio work, completing a series of 
drawings based on her dreams that was exhibit- 
ed in a one-woman show at the Joan Grona 
Gallery. Following treatment at the Salem 
Oncology Centre in Houston, Pace returned to 
San Antonio and spent her last days at her 



apartment. She was a major force in the Texas 
arts whose passing will be felt deeply. 

Closer to home, a young actor who appeared 
on the cover of the Chronicle last year has died. 
Javier Arista was one of five performers in the 
Austin Community College production In2 the 
West who made the cover shot for the story “The 
‘West’ Shall Rise Again,” April 2006. He was hav- 
ing a busy year in the theatre, having appeared 
in the Austin Community College production of 
Blood Wedding just prior to In2 the West and the 
Tongue & Groove Theatre production An Arabian 
Midsummer Night's Dream just after, but late last 
summer he took a break for a monthlong back- 
packing trip through Mexico to Costa Rica and 
back. After his return, he experienced some 
paralysis on the right side of his face and made 
a trip to Dallas to see his doctor. He left Austin, 
never imagining that he wouldn’t be back here. 
But doctors discovered an inoperable tumor on 
his brain stem, and he was hospitalized almost 
immediately. He fought for his life for another 
nine months, but on Sunday, June 24, Arista 
finally lost the battle. He is survived by his par- 
ents, Isabel and Thomas Arista; his brothers, 
Stefan and Martin; and his sister, Celeste. He 
will be missed. - Robert Faires 


BUDDY DADDY: A boy and his dog 

Ladies and gentlemen, ColdTowne’s Arthur Simone and his dog, Robin Goodfellow, 
onstage as an improv duo. Seriously. 

Simone, a lanky, handsome man resembling some garret-dwelling Parisian with a bad 
absinthe habit, and Robin, a beagle/dachshund mix as laid-back as Fred Basset on 
laudanum, together, working the extemporaneous theatre style into a set of compelling 
character studies. These are monologues, really, and as close as Simone gets to solo 
performance, because Robin is, after all, no wonder dog with a Second City pedigree. 

“Improv is intimidating, even when you have a troupe backing you up,” says Simone. 
“Doing a show with an intermittently responsive puppy dog whose only motivation is 
the hope of a treat is downright terrifying.” You won’t notice any terror on Simone’s 
expressive mug during the show, though; you’ll see only a talented man embodying a 
variety of characters, one after another, spieling out each story while a sweet but aloof 
pooch participates (often accidentally) in the narrative. 

“I got Robin from the SPCA about a month after Hurricane Katrina,” says Simone. “I 
sought out a supermellow critter, and I sure got it. If he weren’t so pliant, I doubt I 
could ever do a show with him. We started perform- 
ing about a year ago, on a dare from Chris Trew, and 
we’ve performed half a dozen times since then.” 

The night we saw Buddy Daddy as part of the 
Friday Threefer at the Hideout, the audience sugges- 
tion was “bizarre,” which Simone used to spark the 
scene of a fortuneteller at a bazaar, the magic man 
attempting to unfold mysteries of the future for a cli- 
ent played by Robin. From there, the duo moved on 
to other scenes, including a sorority girl concerned 
over the dating habits of her roommate and a ball- 
room lothario relentlessly if vainly wooing his latest 
dance partner. For that last scene, Simone hoisted 
the hapless canine into his arms and did a slow 
tango back and forth across the stage while speak- 
ing unheeded words of seduction. Any of these gambits would be merely cute and 
quickly tiresome, except that Simone is no slouch at conjuring characters from thin air 
and bringing their personalities to vivid, often humorous life. The dog - wandering 
around the stage, stopping to munch from his bowl of kibble, occasionally paying 
attention to his master’s voice - is, as they say in the Nyawlins parishes from which 
this two-specied duo hails, lagniappe. - Wayne Alan Brenner

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Even in blazing summer, 
Austin's welders and forgers 
fire it up and make 
like rock & rollers

Watching a group of people forging metal 
with sledgehammers and tongs is like watch- 
ing a band make rock & roll. Not so much 
because of the heavy metal noises being cre- 
ated but because their minds are synced. They 
move as one, from fire to anvil and back. They 
move quickly and precisely, meaningful eye 
contact abounding while sparks fly It takes an 
exciting level of concentration and efficiency 
of movement to work with searing steel. I vis- 
ited and talked with more than a dozen met- 
alworkers, and one thing occurred to me: Bad 
metalworkers get hurt and quit fast. Folks who 
have been working with metal for more than 
five years are not just average/okay; they are 
great. The various processes are so dangerous 
in so many ways that there is just not room 
for mistakes. A bad painter can be just a bad 
painter, and nobody shows up and punches 
him in the gut. But a bad metalworker is going 
to get burned, be physically assaulted by his 
own tools. Which is to say the speed and focus 
of metalwork requires a certain temperament 
- a level of physicality combined with intel- 
ligence and planning. 

Trying to categorize metalworkers and weld- 
ers is more complicated than you might guess. 
There are niches, such as making knife blades 
and swords, which require a specific knowl- 
edge of tempering to get tensile strength out 
of the metals’ cooling process. There are 
automotive bodyworkers like the Eastside’s 
Krush Proof Krew. There are farriers, who make 
orthopedics for hardworking horses. There are 
specialized machinists, who utilize computer- 
aided design and work with tungsten inert 
gas production methods, nonsteel welding. 
The shops I went to fabricated gates, safety 
rails, hinges, hooks, shelving, kitchen islands, 
benches, lights, tools, beds, and art. Metal is 
good for so many things, durable and powerful 
like the folks who work with it. 

Making tools to make tools to make tools 
is part of the awesome history of blacksmith- 
ing. Todd Campbell, the principal at Fisterra 
Studio, reminds me that blacksmiths used 
to have to make tools and be able to repair 
everything on a farm. Historically, this range 
of items included hoes, plows, wheels, horse- 
shoes, hammers, and all sorts of things that we 
just go buy at Home Depot today. This basic 
role is still appealing to modern metalworkers, 
resourceful problem solvers able to make lots 
of different things with a limited set of tools. 
There is an intellectual reward to this and the 
bonus of seeing the finished work. 


When he first got interested in blacksmith- 
ing in 1977, Lars Stanley would make stops in 
small Texas towns, seeking out old blacksmiths 
to try and purchase their old-timey tools. Now 
this gentleman architect runs Lars Stanley 
Metalworks alongside his design firm. He 
says that the directness of metal informs his 
architectural practice, and its history and func- 
tionality are reflected in his designs. Stanley 
enjoys getting public art projects, like the gates 
at Zilker Park and the renovated bathhouse at 
Deep Eddy He also likes the shop camarade- 
rie. “I never could have guessed at how reward- 
ing having this shop would be,” he says, taking 
obvious pride in his present staff and those 
past assistants who have gone on to start their 
own successful businesses. 

In working with metal, speed and concen- 
tration are huge factors. When a welder uses, 
say, a wire and an electrical heating element 
to spot-weld a joint, a balance must be struck. 
The welder is adding heat and metal to cold 


metal. Matt St. Louis, product developer for 
Saint Louis Designs, says a bad weld is “a 
caterpillar; it sits on top with no penetration.” 
Also bad is a “blowout,” when the added heat 
removes the actual surface you were trying 
to add to. Patching blowouts slows down the 
whole fabrication process and requires time- 
consuming grinding to hide the evidence later. 


The role of speed in the process of shaping 
metal is most visible in forging, which refers to 
directly heating the metal, then beating the heck 
out of it to form a new shape. Watching people 


forge is exciting. Power hammers, jigs, sledge- 
hammers, anvils both flat and shaped, and a vari- 
ety of tongs are often used in rapid combination. 
The old method - still very much in practice 
at LSM and Austin Metal Authority - is to light 
bituminous coal in what looks like a souped- 
up barbecue - Brian Frisbie of Frisbie Design 
Concern says an old car brake drum will do the 
trick - with an electric fan underneath that acts 
as a bellows. AMA buys coal locally at Callahan’s. 
Stanley purchases the cleaner-burning coke, but 
it only comes in industrial quantities, which 
once led to Stanley being asked by an Internal 
Revenue Service auditor to explain a receipt for 
2,000 pounds of coke! These low-tech forges are 
nearly as fast at heating metal as the more com- 
mon gas torches used by AMA, LSM, and Fisterra 
Studios. The gas torches are also supplemented 
with compressed air. These are dual-line open 
flames, and when the air cuts off, the removal of 
oxygen makes a loud popping noise. After a few 
minutes in the shop, all the popping noises and 
whackings start to make sense. 

Blacksmith Suzanne Baas has worked in 
metals for 10 years and run Stanley’s shop for 
five. Baas lives on the aptly nicknamed Tetanus 
Farm in South Austin, right next door to the 
well-equipped metal shop. She says that being 
able to step outside and get right to work with 
so many tools is ideal. I watched as she worked 
with a power hammer twice as big as she is. 
Power hammers are a lot like sewing machines, 
with the up-and-down speed controlled by a 
foot pedal. Baas twisted a hot metal leaf around 
under the die, slowing down to flip it over and 
then giving it the gas. If you think having your 
fingers near a needle is scary, these hammers 
have 250 pounds of force concentrated in one 
spot. My point about being good at your job 
is very evident with this dangerous machine. 
While I stand a good 10 feet back, Baas makes 
it look fun and easy She speeds it up and slows 
it down, pounding out a repeated rhythm, a 
weird metallic song. The power hammer allows 
one person alone to have the power of a sledg- 
ing assistant but with more speed of hits. So 
it’s a mechanical solo dance as opposed to the 
§ teamwork of sledging with handheld tools. 

Todd Campbell is known for his power ham- 
mering, using it frequently in fine art and func- 
tional projects. His dexterity and comfort with 
the machine are also clear. While I visited, he 
used a round eye-punch and the anvil to cre- 
ate holes for a series of “snake grabbers” that 
could double as long-handled fireplace pokers. 
(He was preparing to take his young family for 
a weekend on a ranch and thought they might 
come in handy.) Campbell has recently begun 
powder-coating some of his steel work. This is 
an automotive paint that is baked onto the steel 
forms. The unnatural modem 
colors achieved with this pro- 
cess contrast nicely to his old- 
school constmction methods. 

The Austin Metal Authority 
on the Eastside is a nice group 
of dudes. At the time of my 
visit, Colby Brinkman, Troy 
DeFrates, Haley Woodward, 
and Brady Foster were work- 
ing on an elaborate headboard and footboard 
for a bed that was a combination of stmctural 
welds, scrolling, and forged details. These guys

I asked various craftsmen about getting hurt. 
Frisbie was quite forthcoming. He recalled when 
he started welding, he made some errors and 
never has repeated them. He once built an air- 
conditioning mist machine out of a water pick 
and some hoses for his shop. He then spent a 
week steel-wooling the coating of rust off of all 
his shop tools. Once, he tried welding without 
a shirt. The blue ultraviolet radiation from the 
spot welder gave his belly third-degree bums 
up to his armpits. Ouch. Welder Sun McColgin 
recounted some UV moments: “You see nothing 
but a bright, purple circle. You close your eyes 
and wait two minutes. You are aware of your reti- 
nas; then the dot turns blue. Then it goes away.” 
McColgin grinds a lot of odd angles and shapes 


in his fine-art sculptures; he estimates he’s been 
to the eye doctor to have metal bits removed from 
his eyes 15-20 times. The two are now on a first- 
name basis. McColgin had the cleanest of all the 
studios I visited. He uses about seven tools for 
everything he does besides his creative designs. 
With his Lincoln Stick Welder, two grinders, 
jigsaw, chop saw, drill, and vise, he listens to the 
Melvins and reshapes steel. 

When I called up Laura Garanzuay, she was 
working alone well into the evening to meet 
an installation deadline. I asked her if she had 
any good scars or calluses. She said absolutely 
not; she always wears gloves. Her favorite way 
to stay cool in Texas is cold bending - bending 
steel without any heat, just lots of big mechani- 
cal torque. She was making a set of matching 
hinges with diamond shaped ends. These 


gave me a great demo of old-time teamwork. 
After Brinkman stoked up some coals, they 
hammered veins onto leaves together. Brinkman 
used a jig form on the anvil to get a consistent 
angled pattern. And while you don’t have to 
be physically huge to be a metalworker - tools 


sword maker for a month. Floskvbak Carr has 
been living in a recreational vehicle trailer out- 
side the shop and helping to produce the bed, 
even though he speaks no English. Apparently 
his knowledge of the craft is a strong enough 
bond for them to all get along just fine. 

Hawkeye Glenn, who’s been working in 
metal for 15 years and at the Splinter Group 
for nine years, had the fanciest tools I saw. 
Some were old, like the turquoise enameled 
machining lathe with chrome accessories or 
the 3,000-pound worktable. Others were 
just industrial strength, from his forklift 
to his X-Treme 12VS. All of the shops had 
Miller electrical components, but Glenn’s 
Miller Deltaweld 452 was the biggest, deliv-

do most of the work - watching the well-more- 
than-6-foot Brady Foster swing a sledgehammer 
was massively impressive and scary. In a friendly 
Austin manner, they were hosting a Norwegian 


ering more than 36 volts. Dude, that’s like 
having an 11 on your blackface tube amp. 

In addition to presenting his awesome 
collection of tools and commercial jobs 
in progress, Glenn showed me the studio 
remnants of a recent public art piece. He 
shot a historical buffalo rifle through a 
sheet of steel. Then he put buffalo nickels 
in the holes, some with the Indian side out. 
He described the backlighted constellation 
that the bullet holes made, which sounded 
pretty poetic and conceptually articulate 
for an artisan blacksmith. Glenn, like many 
welders, doesn’t exclusively work in metal; 
to meet the market’s needs, welders work in 
combination with stone, wood, and cements. 
These guys do it all, with vigor and creativity 
in their ideas. 


unique functional architectural details are not 
to be taken for granted. 

“Dirty deeds done dirt cheap” could 
describe the jobs completed by the heavy 
metal craftsmen of Austin. They’re tucked 
in shops all across town, grinding, bending, 
chopping, and hammering away all summer 
long. Not that they treat working around 
fire in the Texas heat as a big deal. Glenn, a 
father of three, says it’s just what he does: “I 
have a lot of mouths to feed at home.” Blue 
collars, dirty hands, and protection for eyes 



and ears are all par for the course with these 
welders and forgers producing custom metal 
work. What do they do to stay cool? Drink a 
gallon of water a day was a consistent answer. 
Sweat and a fan is “nature’s AC,” according to 
Frisbie. Brinkman says, “I’d rather stand by a 
fire than out in full sun.” 

When I started this story, I thought I would 
write about how physically strong and deter- 
mined these folks were as a group. But the 
thing that really hit home the hardest with 
me was their intellectual acuity, refined motor 
skills, teamwork, and love of American black- 
smithing history. There goes any theory of 
stinky heavy metal burnouts. ■

But of the choic- 
es we did have, we chose to forgive him for 
being a Republican, but we could not forgive 
him for being stupid.

MY LIFE IN A JUGULAR VEIN 

by Ben Snakepit 

Microcosm Publishing, 288 pp., $10 

After an extended break due to ... laziness, 
Joe Matt is back with a collection of autobio- 
graphical strips compiled from issues 11-14 of 
his four-time-Harvey-Award-nominated comic 
book, Peep Show. Following in the pen strokes 
of Robert Crumb (to whom this collection is 
dedicated, “For showing me the way”) and cur- 
mudgeon Flarvey Pekar, Matt chronicles the 
inner-workings of his mind with jaw-dropping 
results. In his own words, he’s “lazy ... self- 
indulgent ... self-centered ... self-obsessed ... 
shallow ... petty ... [and] overly critical.” He’s 
also hopelessly addicted to pornography and 
masturbates on average eight to 10 times a 
day (once bashing the bishop 20 times in a 


6V2-hour marathon session). Instead of devot- 
ing his time to working on his comic or pursu- 
ing a “normal” relationship, Matt dedicates his 
energies to meticulously editing pornographic 
tapes down to just the bits he considers “pure 
gold” (gone are the shots of the hairy-assed 
male “stars”). Needless to say, his pornogra- 
phy addiction has caused considerable prob- 
lems in his past relationships (documented in 
The Poor Bastard collection of Peep Shows 1-6) 
and continues to plague him to this day. He 
lives in a boarding house, shares a bathroom 
with four other tenants he despises, pees in a 
jar, has minimal contact with the outside world 
(aside from fellow comic artists Seth and 
Chester Brown), is racked with anxiety over his 
eventual death, and lives as cheaply as 
humanly possible and without the trappings of 
21st century man (no cell phone, no computer, 
no car). Still, due to his talent, he has flirted 
with mainstream success. While HBO was at 
one time developing an animated series based 
on The Poor Bastard (which has since been 


dropped) and his fans 
include Weezer’s Rivers 
Cuomo and The Office's 
painfully cute Jenna 
Fischer, Matt still resides 
in the underground world 
of “indie” comics awaiting 
his big break a la Daniel 
Clowes with Ghost World. 

Matt is supposedly work- 
ing on a comic based on 
his current life in Los 
Angeles, which will hope- 
fully be released some 
time this decade. 

Also paving his path in 
the autobiographical 
comic genre is local punk 
rocker/comic artist/ ramb- 
lin’ man Ben Snakepit 
who documents every day 
of his life - warts and all 
- in his comic book, 

Snakepit. While many of 
his three-panel-per-day 
strips are of the typical went to work, got 
drunk and/or stoned, and passed out variety, 
the majority chronicles life on the road with 
his bands (including J Church), his many 
video- and record-store jobs, the anxieties and 
thrills associated with the life of a modern-day 
punk rock vagabond, and his escapades with 
the ladies (falling in and out of love with a 
Suicide Girl, getting engaged and then break- 
ing up with a girl from Canada he met online, 
etc.). My Life in a Jugular Vein spans Ben’s 
life from 2004 to 2007 and features his 


crude yet capable scribble- 
style, hastily rendered art- 
work. Comparisons to the 
artistry of Dave Cooper, 
Adrian Tomine, and Chris 
Ware are a long way off, but 
like the raw, DIY music he 
loves and champions in his 
comics, the art conveys his 
message effectively. And 
much like Matt, Snakepit is 
not afraid to reveal many of 
the less-appealing aspects 
of his life: his bout with sca- 
bies, dating two girls in the 
same day, or putting on the 
excess poundage that goes 
with the drinkin’, druggin’, 
and tacos-after-midnight life- 
style he leads. This pulls the 
reader in, somehow, making 
Snakepit a sympathetic char- 
acter despite his perceived 
flaws. He spends a good 
chunk of his time here in 
Austin (bored while in town, nostalgic while 
gone) and pays frequent visit and homage to 
the few remaining indie oases the kids of 
Sound Exchange have left to hold on to, 
including Tamale House, Sound on Sound, 
Emo’s, etc. For those unfamiliar or uninterest- 
ed in the drunken shenanigans of heavily tat- 
tooed punk rockers, this collection could grow 
tiresome quickly. For those who are left, it’s a 
testament to a guy living the life he sings 
about in his songs - and writes about in his 
comics. - Mark Fagan

One popular rule of thumb referenced when 
looking for healthy, high-quality food items is 
the “short ingredients list” rule. For instance, 
if the item has a paragraph (or two) that lists 
many unpronounceable chemicals and preser- 
vatives, you might want to select a different 
item with a shorter and simpler list. In a man- 
ner I find baffling, almost all corn tortillas 
have a nice short list - corn, lime, and water 
- but flour tortillas usually have two full para- 
graphs of dough stabilizers, preservatives, and 
chemicals. Finding flour tortillas that are not 
jam-packed with chemicals is so difficult, in 
fact, that Whole Foods couldn’t find any. 

Rather than simply not stock such a popular food item 
tortillas, they contracted to have them made especially 
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freezer so I have 
as flour Traditional, Fat-Free, 
for 


Whole Foods at a small factory in New 
Mexico. The ingredient list is short 
and sweet: organic white flour, 
water, organic expel ler-pressed 
soy oil, sea salt, and aluminum- 
free baking powder. Using a tradi- 
tional recipe, the tortillas are 
handcrafted in small batches, 
and their superior quality is 
unmistakable. Soft, flavorful, 
slightly chewy when heated on 
the comal, and fragrant as fresh 
baked bread, these tortillas are 
genuinely the best to be had, 
unless you are skilled enough to 
make your own. (They have proven 
so popular that they’re among the 
few items Whole Foods regularly 
sells out of; I always buy several 
packages and put the extras in the 
them when I need them.) Available in 
Red Chile, and Whole Wheat ($1.29).

'The Lee Bros. Southern Cookbook: Stories and 
Recipes for Southerners and Would-be Southerners ' 

by Matt Lee and Ted Lee 
Norton, 589 pp., $35 

This encyclopedic regional jewel was named Cookbook of the Year by both 
the James Beard Foundation Awards and the International Association of 
Culinary Professionals Cookbook Awards in the spring of 2007. After reading 
and cooking from it, I can understand why. I first became aware of Matt and 
Ted Lee through our mutual membership in the Southern Foodways Alliance, 
where they are highly regarded for their entrepreneurial accomplishments as 
well as their writings about Southern foods and places. As homesick young 
college graduates in New York City, the Lee brothers created a Southern foods 
mail-order company that supplies distinctive Southern comestibles to homesick 
Southerners all over the world, sharing the exhilarating opportunity to “cheat 
geography through food.” The success of the Lee Bros. Boiled Peanut Catalogue 
led to travel writing assignments around the South, and those travels often gen- 
erated regional recipes. The regional recipes, along with versions of the South 
Carolina Lowcountry classics from the authors’ Charleston childhood, make 
up the core of this book. Many of the recipes can be varied with a “Downtown 
Touch” (read: fancy), while others can be modified with “Rustic Touches.” There 
are Quick Knock Out (QKO) dishes that can be assembled swiftly and easily 
to boost cooking confidence and others that render Killer Left-Overs (KLO). 

Regardless of which recipes you choose, the anecdotes will be interesting, and 
the flavors are bound to satisfy. Matt and Ted Lee will demonstrate their cook- 
ing and storytelling prowess tonight, Thursday, July 26, to a sold-out class at 
the Central Market Cooking School. - V.B.W.

FOOD-O-FILE

Mark and Melanie McAfee have owned the histor- 
ic Barr Mansion (10463 Sprinkle Rd., 926-6907; 
www.barrmansion.com) and operated it as a wedding-and- 
event facility since 1981. Over the years, the couple has 
worked diligently to improve the facility by landscaping 
the lovely grounds around the house and relocating an 
equally historic 
thatched-roof 
artisan barn to 
the property, 
thereby increas- 
ing their indoor 
entertainment 
space. Melanie 
often shopped 
for fresh pro- 
duce at area 
organic markets 
and eventually 
decided she 

wanted to offer her clients all-organic menus by creating 
Austin’s (and possibly the nation’s) first certified organic 
event venue. The two-year process to achieve this feat 
has been arduous. “The Texas Department of Agriculture 
certifies organic farms in Texas based on guidelines 
established by the USDA, but they had never certified a 
restaurant or an event venue, so I had to do some 
research about where to go to actually get certified,” 
Melanie reports. She recalled reading that renowned 
Washington, D.C., chef Nora Pouillon had managed to 
have her restaurants certified organic and put in a call to 
gather information about how that certification had been 
accomplished. “She was very helpful, and she told me 
about several different organizations that offer certifica- 
tion according to guidelines established by the govern- 
ment. We chose to go with a West Coast company called 
Oregon Tilth,” Melanie explains. Once McAfee chose a 
certifier, the real work began in earnest. It was necessary 
to establish via a paper trail that each ingredient in every 
menu item was purchased from a certified organic 
source and provide documentation of every vendor’s 
organic certification. There were organic protocols to fol- 
low for every aspect of the venue’s operation: cleaning 
procedures and materials, pest control measures, the 
handling of garbage and recycling, lawn and garden main- 
tenance, etc. “We had to increase our refrigeration in the 
kitchen and the barn because items that cannot be certi- 
fied as organic, such as seafood, which we do purchase, 
and liquors, most beers, wines, and sodas, which are 
brought in by clients, have to be stored separately from 
things that are organic,” Melanie says. The McAfees are 
convinced there’s a market for a certified organic venue 
in Austin and want potential customers to know choosing 
to go organic won’t necessarily increase their costs. 
“Because I’m shopping for quality organic ingredients 
and the freshest local organic produce I can find, and 
only buying exactly what I need for any specific event, I’ve 
been able to simplify our menus and reduce waste. Our 
food costs haven’t increased,” a relieved Melanie says. 
Mark and Melanie McAfee, their hard-working staff, invit- 
ed guests, and area organic vendors such as Boggy 
Creek Farm, Whole Foods Markets, Angel Valley 
Organic Farm, Greenling, Gundermann’s Peachland 
Farm, and Hairston Creek Farm celebrated the new 
organic certification on July 20 in the Mansion’s Artisan 
Ballroom. City officials were there to cut a green ribbon, 
there was delightful live music from the Djembabes and 
Mundi, and delicious organic food. We’ve learned a lot 
from observing all the hard work that went into establish- 
ing the organic certification for the Barr Mansion. From 
this point on, any time a business or an individual pro- 
motes themselves to us by discussing such things as 
their recycling procedures, their organic purchasing, or 
their fair-trade chocolate or coffee, we’ll be much better 
equipped to ask the right questions.

Dining around Central Texas: part II 

The small communities north and east of Austin are transforming: Once-quiet farm towns are 
now rapidly growing bedroom communities with historic downtown areas surrounded by brand- 
spanking-new neighborhoods. Georgetown has earned the distinction of being one of the fastest- 
growing small cities in the country: It now boasts sushi bars and fine-dining locations alongside 
well-established eateries. People generally think only of barbecue when discussing dining out in 
Taylor and Elgin, but our writers discovered other reliable options - both old and new - in each 
place. Even the old country dance hall at tiny Coupland is being revitalized with new energy. There 
was plenty of ground to cover, so Chronicle Food staffers Claudia Alarcon, Barbara Chisholm, MM 
Pack, and Kate Thornberry were assisted in this endeavor by Georgetown native Monica Koenig, as 
well as Sarah Hamlin, who often keeps us posted on culinary happenings on the far north edge of 
the Austin area. - Virginia B. Wood 



CAFE 290

The classic diner is alive and well in Manor at 
Cafe 290, a longtime establishment on Highway 
290. A few years back, chefs Robert Guillory and 
Liz Lynch took over the Manor landmark after 
working in prestigious restaurants in Singapore 
and Manhattan, as well as in the kitchen at 
Austin’s Four Seasons Hotel. With a focus on 
keeping the diner as a down-home establish- 
ment, they brought traditional roadhouse food to 
a new delicious level. Guillory has now left the 
operation, leaving Lynch and husband Eugene as 
proprietors. Thankfully neither the food nor the 
atmosphere has skipped a beat. 

On the Saturday morning of our visit, it 
proved to be a popular stop for local regular 
customers and travelers alike, and it was 
absolutely packed for breakfast, with a stream 
of people coming and going. The menu offers 
American and Mexican options such as huevos 
rancheros, breakfast tacos, eggs-any-style with 
a variety of meat choices including chicken-fried 
steak and pork chops, plus pancakes, French 
toast, and omelets. After much deliberation, I 
chose the mushroom-and-cheese omelet, filled 
with sauteed mushrooms and onions, topped 
with melted jack cheese. The grits on the side 
were creamy and comforting. My husband could 


not resist the day’s special: green eggs and 
ham! Two fried eggs topped with an excellent 
tomatillo sauce, served with a thick slice of 
grilled ham, refried beans, and house fries. 

Both dishes came with homemade, flaky, but- 
tery biscuits and jam. 

For lunch and dinner, the menu turns to 
comfort foods: meatloaf, smothered steak, and 
chicken and dumplings, along with chicken-fried 
anything. Their fried green tomatoes are famous 
around these parts. The lunch buffet features 
two or three entree specials per day, with a vari- 
ety of sides to chose from. Stop by when you’re 
in Manor, and have a taste. - Claudia Alarcon

It is every traveler’s dream to encounter a 
small-town cafe peopled with locals and serving 
up honest and tasty home cookin’. Just about 
every small town boasts places to eat, but too 
many now are either parts of a chain or serv- 
ing up grub fresh out of a can. Our hearts have 
been broken too many times to have our hopes 
too high when we ventured into the lovely City 
Cafe in nearby Elgin, but oh how skepticism 
faded as we gazed upon the gorgeous desserts 
in the viewing case! Coconut cream with a mile- 
high meringue on top! Two different chocolate 
pies! Cakes of chocolate and vanilla! If the 


entrees were half as tempting, we had hit pay 
dirt. And bingo! The lunch buffet offered several 
entrees prepared in small portions that kept 
their quality high. On this Monday afternoon, 
the buffet featured a savory meatloaf com- 
posed of beef and pork, the obligatory and deli- 
cious grilled Elgin sausages with peppers and 
onions, and a variety of sides including mashed 
potatoes and mac and cheese. We also gave 
the chicken-fried steak a try (the small por- 
tion) and were met with an enormous slab of 


battered and pan-fried cube steak. It was the 
essence of Texas eatin’ and one of the better 
ones we’ve encountered. Despite the he-man 
entrees, we couldn’t resist the desserts we had 
ogled, so we tackled the two chocolate pies and 
the coconut meringue. Only moans and slurps 
were heard for the next 10 minutes. Around us 
we spied an elderly couple in pressed Wranglers 
and cowboy hats, a trio of what appeared to 
be high school football players, and a guy with 
spurs on his boots. Yep, our dream had come 
true: City Cafe is a bona fide find and only a 
short drive away.

Billed as “the eatinest, drinkinest, dancin- 
est place in Texas,” the Old Coupland Inn & 
Dancehall is exactly that and then some. Built 
in 1910, it served as a mercantile store before 
turning into a tavern. New owners Rick and 
Ronnie Smitherman are slowly remodeling the 
dance hall, inn, and restaurant complex. Their 
goal is to “clean it up a bit” without losing any 
of its old Texas charm and hospitality. My hus- 
band and I dropped in for a night of good food 
and good fun. 

The restaurant was packed for Friday night’s 
dinner. The menu is small, featuring barbecue, 
steaks, and classic Texas home cooking. The 
portions are hearty and the flavor down-home. 
Most everything is made from scratch, including 
the huge, hand-pounded chicken-fried steak. 

Its crunchy, flavorful batter is speckled with 
black pepper and dill seed, and it comes with 
mashed potatoes and bacon-studded green 
beans. The crisp, cornmeal-battered fried cat- 
fish is excellent, served with a sweet coleslaw. 
Instead of the french fries, we asked for potato 
salad, which was creamy and tangy, with great 
crunch from fresh onions and pickle relish. 
Since we’d had the Coupland smoked sausage 
- served with a spicy barbecue sauce with 
bacon in it - as an appetizer with a frosty mug 
of Shiner, we were entirely too full to try the 
blackberry, peach, or apple cobbler. 

After dinner, everyone heads next door to 
the dance hall for the night’s entertainment: 
entire families with kids and grandparents, 
couples, and teenagers looking to shoot some 
pool under the watchful eye of the bar staff. 
The two bars are more than 100 years old. 

The larger, beveled mirrored one is dated 
1886 and still has buckshot holes intact. 

Now that’s Texas! 

We spent the night in one of the rooms at 
the inn. All are appointed with antiques and 
furniture in early 1900s style. There’s a small 
kitchenette where guests can find juice, cof- 
fee and pastries, and a fridge. The communal 
bathroom is traditional of the time when the inn 
was built. But former Austinite Rick Smitherman 
likes to jokingly call it “European-style.” He 
plans to add private bathrooms in two of the 
rooms as the remodeling progresses. - C.A.

When Austinites think of destination eating in 
Taylor, 15 miles east of Round Rock on Highway 
79, barbecue probably first comes to mind; 


the town is known for Louie Mueller’s vener- 
able joint, as well as Rudy Mikeska’s next door. 
However, Taylor is also home to RiCoco’s Latin 
Grill, offering a different kind of spicy dining. 

Once a busy rail depot for the region’s 
formerly vibrant cotton industry, Taylor is mak- 
ing a valiant effort to revitalize its now rather 
deserted but movie-set-picturesque downtown. 
To reach RiCoco’s, housed in a 19th century 
building just off Main Street, diners must pick 
their way around and through major street-and- 
sidewalk construction, but the food and hospi- 
tality are worth the effort. 

Owners Richard and Coco Torres are 
California transplants, and the menu reflects 
some distinct Cal-Mex influences. While sup- 
plying a wide range of the reasonably priced, 
hearty Mexican-restaurant fare that we expect 
in Texas - varieties of tacos, enchiladas, and 
fajitas; chile rellenos, tamales, and numer- 
ous combination plates; and a fresh red-chile 
table sauce - there is also a full bar and some 
pleasant surprises on offer. 

The Coctail de Camarones ($7.99) is a huge 
footed glass of beautifully cooked bay shrimp 
swimming in piquant tomato sauce with fresh 
onion and cilantro. It’s a meal or an appetizer 
generous enough for two. House specialty 
dishes ($11.99) are called molcajetes for the 
traditional grinding bowls of black lava rock 
in which they’re served. Best described as a 
sort of fresh stew served volcano-hot, they are 
mammoth portions of grilled chicken breast (or 
steak or shrimp), onion and bell pepper strips, 
splashed with light chile gravy, garnished by 
grilled scallions and fresh tomato and orange 
slices, topped with melting queso fresco, and 
accompanied by a plateful of beans, rice, gua- 
camole, and plenty of fresh tortillas to mop up 
the sauce. jQue rico! - MM Pack

If you’re craving a dinnertime break from the 
noise of the big city, you don’t have far to go. 

In Georgetown, on a peaceful corner stands the 
century-old restored home that is now Chantal’s 
Bistro & Wine Bar. The night we were there was 
particularly peaceful - just plain quiet, really. It 
is midsummer, after all, and many regulars are 
away for the season. 

At other times of the year, Chantal’s could be 
a lively place. The old home itself suggests a 
progressive dinner. Act one: appetizers at the 
wine bar. Act two: a quiet table for dinner. And 
for the smashing denouement: dessert and cof- 
fee outdoors on the wraparound porch. 

The menu at Chantal’s defies definition: 
bits of French, Spanish, Southwestern, Asian. 
Eluding the confines of a single tradition was 
intentional in the design of the menu, the 
owner maintains, and he offers up a rather lib- 
eral “continental” label. 

Appetizers are mostly maritime: Tuna 
Carpaccio ($13), shrimp in two different guises 
($7-10), crab cakes ($11). For those unac- 
quainted with true continental practices, a 
cheese plate ($12) is also offered as an appe- 
tizer. (Reassuringly, the chefs know what’s what, 
as the cheese plate reappears for dessert.) 

Entrees are all manner of meats and seafood. 
We tried the Salmon Ahumado ($26), smoked,

then seared, and served with hopeful little baby 
leeks and a saucy Israeli couscous. We also tried 
the pork tenderloin ($24), which is a rather happy 
dish, having spent time first in a beer marinade, 
then in a pear wine brandy reduction. Enough to 
make any tenderloin tipsy, and quite tasty. 

Indulge your vanilla cravings in a creme 
brulee ($6) for dessert. The Chocolate Liqueur 
Cake ($6) is not for those seeking a real choco- 
late bonanza but is a fine specimen of the 
Bundt family and is served with a redeemingly 
chocolatey sauce. 

At Chantal’s, we shared a perfectly delicious 
meal in a lovely setting. Make an occasion of 
it, or come like the regulars for a quiet and 
elegant dinner. Either way, it’s worth the short 
drive. - Monica Koenig

With a street number of 1953 and a 
flat, wide building with curved corners, the 
Monument Cafe reminds me of Edward 
Hopper’s Nighthawks, but instead of starkness 
and loneliness, the place is all about warmth 
and togetherness. 

The food is classic: Feast on piles of knock- 
out onion rings ($1.95), a killer BLT ($7.25) 
stacked generously with peppered bacon, 
chicken-fried steak ($10.95), straightforward 
pan-fried pork chops ($13.95). Sometimes on 
special there’s even meatloaf or turkey and 
dressing. To top off such Americana, expect 
nothing less than superb pies ($3.95 per slice). 
I’ve heard raving over both the black-bottom 
banana cream and the chocolate pie with pecan 
crust. A regular told me his personal heaven is 
at the granite bar: At breakfast time, order a 
fried pie and douse it in milk. 

The Monument has always been dedicated 
to serving local produce and farm eggs. So 
proud are they of their local producers that 
a new chalkboard now announces the farms 
supplying the week’s produce. It follows that 
vegetables are carefully and lovingly prepared 
at the Monument. Entrees come with three 


vegetable sides. A slightly lighter alternative is 
to order the quiche of the day ($7.95), which 
also earns you three of the tasty vegetable 
dishes. Squash casserole is a personal favor- 
ite. Roasted asparagus has a concentrated fla- 
vor with just a slight crunch. Fried zucchini has 
plenty of crunch from a thin cornmeal crust. In 
honor of summer’s bounty there’s a cucumber- 
and-tomato salad. Recently, the special was a 
tasty all-vegetable black-bean casserole, lay- 
ered with pasta and ricotta. 

It would be hard to name another restaurant 
where such honest, homey dishes feel so right 
with the place and the people. The Monument 
Cafe makes the kind of food we remember, or 
just wish we remembered, coming from the 
kitchens of our Southern grannies. Darned 
good stuff. - M.K.

Hayashi Sushi and Grill sits near the back of 
the new Wolf Creek megaenormous strip mall 
in Georgetown - not exactly where you’d expect 
to find a sophisticated, upscale sushi house. 
Though Hayashi only opened in June, already 
the residents of Georgetown and nearby Cedar 
Park are gratefully flocking in. The dining room 
is elegant, with subdued coffee-colored walls, 
modern geometric lamps, and lots of polished 
wood. The sushi bar, manned by three atten- 
tive chefs, sits to the left, adjacent to a full bar 
offering signature cocktails and many varieties 
of sake. When not actively making sushi and 
rolls, the chefs are absorbed in preparing the 
fresh, never-frozen fish that is flown in daily 
from New York and Japan. These guys are 
serious about sushi, and the menu is as ambi- 
tious as any in Austin, featuring such dishes as 
Jalapeno Fresh Hawaiian White Tuna Sashimi 
($12), New Zealand Lamb Chop With Miso 
Macadamia Cucumber Mint Sauce ($22), and 
Benito Crusted Salmon in Carrot Sauce With 
White Asparagus Salad ($20). In addition to a 



full standard sushi and sashimi menu, Hayashi 
offers 14 signature rolls. The Bomb Roll ($14), 
one of the most popular, consists of tempura 
shrimp encased in fresh king crab meat, rolled 
in rice, and wrapped in paper-thin slices of 
crisp, sweet cucumber. Accompanied by spicy 
mayonnaise and kabayaki sauce, it is absolutely 
first-rate. Thin slices of ripe, golden mango wrap 
the tempura soft-shell crab of the Amarillo Roll 
($15), showcasing the contrast between the 
bright flavor of the fresh mango and the crunchy 
fried crab. Standard dishes including teriyaki, 
tataki, salads, soups, and tempura round out 
the menu and are prepared to the same exact- 
ing standards; the tempura vegetables, for 
example, are light and crisp and include okra 
along with asparagus, taro, sweet potato, and 
zucchini. For dessert, Hayashi offers mochi ice 
cream (including green tea, red bean, vanilla, 
coffee, sesame) and sorbet. - Kate Thom berry

Nonna’s Cucina has been in Georgetown for 
about four years, nestled in the Eighth Street 
area of the quaint Georgetown Square, with 
front windows that look upon a Mayberry-esque 
avenue. Opened as a pizza and sandwich shop, 
it now offers dinner three nights a week. Cozy 
and comfortable - and filled with the wonderful 
aromas of grilling, garlic, and fresh bread - the 
unassuming atmosphere belies the delights 
that await you. Billed as “Mediterranean 
Fusion,” the key ingredient is uniqueness 
brought to the table via family recipes and chef 
Dave Osmar’s commitment to perfecting the 
simple yet sophisticated tastes inspired by the 
matriarchs of his childhood. 

The flamboyant Greek appetizer Saganaki 
($8) entices diners with brandy-induced pyro- 
technics, ending in smoothly melted Gruyere 
cheese, surrounded by garlic-sauteed lemony 
spinach and warm crusty bread. Cheese 
heaven. Other appetizers include variations of 
shrimp, calamari, stuffed mushrooms, and brus- 


chetta, ranging in price from $6 to $10. 

The Pear and Gorgonzola salad ($8) also 
makes the Georgetown trek worth your while. 
Along with the greens, Gorgonzola, and pralined 
pecans, this version includes a most marvel- 
ous, warm-yet-firm pear soaked in a delectable 
sauce of subtle spice. A delicate pear vinai- 
grette pools to the side, not overwhelming the 
pancetta-topped tossed greens. 

The entrees range in price from $11 to $23 
and include Wild Mushroom Manicotti ($16) 
with its earthy curry kick and shapely variety 
of tasty mushrooms. The Cheese Tortellini 
Arrabbiata ($13) includes fennely sausage, juicy 
mushrooms, and a lightly creamy and spicy 
sauce unlike the heavy Alfredo-type sauces 
often served in this type of dish (any leftovers 
will not solidify in the refrigerator!). 

The Tortelloni With Brown Butter ($13) has a 
rich yet snappy butter sauce that complements 
the homemade, cheese-filled pasta pillows and 
strawberries. A recent addition to the menu, 
the Shrimp Hierbabuena ($17) offers marinated 
shrimp on saffron risotto presenting a peppery, 
almost Caribbean appeal. 

Other enticements include about 10 vegetar- 
ian dishes, homemade desserts, complimentary 
sample appetizers (homemade sausage and 
corn relish on a toasted pita chip), and choco- 
late cookie complimentary dessert. The friendly 
waitstaff includes a talented singing server who 
takes requests. Chef Osmar often visits the 
tables after the meal - always a nice touch. If 
you enjoy a good wine with your dinner, however, 
you’ll need to bring your own, as Nonna’s awaits 
its liquor license. - Sarah Hamlin

The storefront dining area of Paisano Pizza 
and Pasta is unpretentious in the extreme, 
but don’t let that fool you. The tables may be 
vinyl-covered and the counter help teenage, 
but in the back are Rosa and Giuseppe Bebe, 
an elderly old-country Italian couple who will 
prepare you the most authentic pizza and pasta 
you have ever tasted. Because they find most 
domestic ingredients to be sadly lacking in 
flavor, they import the bulk of their ingredients 
directly from Italy. They make their own Italian 
sausage and meatballs, and each day Rosa 
concocts an enormous vat of tomato sauce 
from scratch, simmering it for seven to nine 
hours. Nowhere in Central Texas have I tasted 
such a perfect combination of crisp, yeasty 
crust; tomato sauce; and melted cheese: Their 
pizza is, without a doubt, the best around 
($11 for a large cheese; toppings extra). The 
Ensalada Caprese ($6), made with imported 
fresh buffalo mozzarella, fresh oregano, fresh 
basil, marinated onions, and ripe Roma toma- 
toes, will make you think you are in Italy.

Now that the film-incentives bill has 
been signed into law, and productions are 
beginning to reap its rewards, the concern 
for interested filmmakers is how to inter- 
pret the bill’s mysterious late-added provi- 
so stating that “the office ... may deny an 
application because of inappropriate con- 
tent or content that portrays Texas or 
Texans in a negative fashion .” [italics 
added for emphasis] 

The Chronicle has obtained a copy of a 
classified State Film Office memo titled 
“Guidelines Concerning Appropriate 
Content and Positive Portrayals of Texas 
and Texans as They Relate to the 
Acquisition of State Incentives” and here- 
by makes that document public in an 
effort to provide aspiring filmmakers a bet- 
ter understanding of this mysterious 
clause and, consequently, a smoother 
road to state-subsidized artistic glory. 

- Josh Rosenblatt 

1) No movies that imply Texans commit 
acts of violence with chain saws and/or 
other gas-powered cutting and/or carving 
devices will receive financial incentives as 
per the stated proviso. In addition, the 
wearing of human skin not one’s own shall 
be frowned upon by the Office, as will any 
and all “odd” family members, house- 
mates, or other Texans filmed in dark 
abattoirs and/or basements, pursuant to 
standards agreed upon in House Bill 
1309 and approved by the state Senate in 
absentia, etc., e.g., quid pro quo. 

2 ) No incentives shall be granted to mov- 
ies implying that certain whorehouses in 
Texas, regardless of size, are better than 


others; heretofore, all references to whore- 
houses in films seeking financial incen- 
tives will make explicit the parity of all said 
houses in all parts of Texas, while at the 
same time making explicit that no such 
houses actually exist or existed in Texas 
and that no Texas male resident would 
patronize such houses even if they did. 

3) Any “historical” films that imply that 
the founders of the State of Texas were 
actually money-mad oil barons and/or cat- 
tle rustlers consumed by their insecuri- 
ties, ruined by their own avarice, and/or 
given to drunken anti-Mexican ranting - 
especially those starring men later found 
to be A) homosexuals, B) method actors, 
C) Yankees, D) queers, E) Dennis Hopper, 
or F) any combination thereof - will be 
rejected for consideration by the Office. 

4) (a) All movies shot in the city of Austin 
on limited budgets shall hereby be ineligi- 
ble for State incentives, as all movies 
shot in the city of Austin on limited bud- 
gets promote the theory that the citizens 
of Austin spend the majority of their time 
under the influence of various illegal sub- 
stances while talking aimlessly about top- 
ics hereby frowned upon by the Office. 

(b) Those topics shall include, but are not 
limited to: philosophy, theology, spirituality, 
art, music, life, other planets, life on other 
planets, friends, locations, last names, 
hair color, height, automobiles, lepidopter- 
ology, astrology, and fennel. 

(c) Pursuant to the above, all characters 
in movies proposed by production compa- 
nies seeking incentives should have jobs. 

(d) And get haircuts. 

(e) No movies shall be considered for incen- 
tives whose directors smell of marijuana. 

5) Any mention of how hot Texas is shall 
be cause for rejection of incentive applica- 
tions. References, however, to how large 
Texas is are encouraged. 


6 ) No mention shall be made of the 
Alamo, nor of any other location inside or 
outside Texas where it is implied that 
Texans were defeated in battle; lost a war; 
died involuntarily by another’s hand; died 
voluntarily by their own hands; died any- 
where but in their own beds at a ripe old 
age after a good, long, healthy life spent 
doing good, long, healthy things; or lost to 
Mexicans at anything. 

7) (a) No incentives shall be granted to 
movies that promote unfounded theories 
stating that former presidents of the 
United States ever died within the borders 
of Texas, whether by gunshot, stabbing, 
consumption, heartache, jaundice, 

Jumping Frenchman Disorder, or govern- 
ment-instituted, anti-communist, pro-Mafia 
conspiracies. The Office advises that to 
increase the probability of securing incen- 
tives, Production Companies would be 
wise to acknowledge that people in Texas 
don’t die and therefore to set the death 
scenes of any and all presidents, 

American or otherwise, in either Oklahoma 
or Arkansas. 

(b) Preferably Arkansas. 

8) (a) Any film - including those already 
released - featuring a young, naked, sexu- 
ally enthusiastic Cybill Shepherd will be 
considered a strong candidate for incen- 
tives by the Office. Members of the jury 
board of the Office request that all such 
movies be sent immediately, along with 
any edited and/or rejected footage, to the 
above address for closer inspection pursu- 
ant to the guidelines thus far explicated. 

(b) DVDs of said footage will also be 
accepted. 

(c) The Office cannot guarantee the return 
of said DVDs received during the incen- 
tive-request process. 

(d) Sorry.

LES ENFANTS TERRIBLES 

Criterion Collection, $39.95 

Jean Cocteau’s sharp metallic 
voice slices and dices like his 
guillotine profile. Collaborating on 
the French Renaissance man’s 
source material, which Cocteau 
swore couldn’t be interpreted 
onscreen, Jean-Pierre Melville’s 
thick skin might just have been acces- 
sorized with earmuffs for the two filmmak- 
ers’ 1950 cinematic tryst. “There was no 
embarrassment between brother and sis- 
ter,” announces Cocteau, his voiceover 
one of Les Enfants Terribles chill winds. 
“Their room was a thick shell in which 
they lived, washed, and dressed, like two 
halves of one body.” Elisabeth (Nicole 
Stephane) and Paul (Cocteau “protege” 
and nicely acquitted nonactor Edouard 
Dermithe) could in fact pass - together - 
for their narrator’s blond double. Or at 


least one of Cocteau’s self- 
caricatures. In their cocoon, 
the soon-orphaned siblings, 
both in their late-teens, fes- 
ter and fuss, sucking in their 
eventual objects of desire to 
the squalor. When Elisabeth 
lands and then is widowed 
the day after her betrothal to 
a rich Jew (“Elisabeth hadn’t 
married him for his money, 
nor for his elegance. She’d 
married him for his death”), she inherits a 
gothic mansion in which the film’s four 
principals soon lose any sense of reality. 
Melville tightens the noose slowly until 
Elisabeth becomes, in Cocteau’s words, 

“a nocturnal spider ... spinning her webs.” 
Welcome to the Bug House. Gilbert Adair’s 
commentary track unravels more mystery: 
“For everything that you actually see on 
the screen, there’s not a detail in this film 
that is not Cocteauian: clothes, the hair- 
dos, the faces, the sets, the voiceover.” 
What was left for one of the French New 


Wave’s precursors, Jean-Pierre Melville? 
Besides an enveloping tide of Vivaldi and 
Bach? Cocteau has the answer: “Beauty 
enjoys immense privileges - even from 
those unaware of it.” - Raoul Hernandez 

ALSO OUT NOW 


Ivan's Childhood (Criterion, $29.95): 

Russian filmmaker Andrei Tarkovsky’s 
unforgettable 1962 debut about a 12-year- 
old red army scout at the front in the wan- 
ing days of World War II. Exquisitely photo- 
graphed in monochromatic tones, Tarkovsky’s 
“poetic cinema” plays out as anything but 
black and white. 

Forbidden Games (Criterion, $29.95): 

Past its brutal opening sequence, Parisians 
fleeing the German Luftwaffe, Rene 
Clement’s 1952 storybook tale (don’t miss 
the alternate book ends) of orphaned 
Paulette and adopter Michel’s growing Pet 
Semetary plants yet another childhood in 
too-soft topsoil.

DON'T PAY (OR PAY OFF) TO PLAY 

The most frequent question I get is how to become 
a film/TV extra. The interest right now revolves around 
the second season of Friday Night Lights, which 
revved up cameras last week. The answer? Don’t give 
anyone any money; they’ll pay you (albeit only $7 an 
hour). Some companies that shall remain unnamed 
are asking for bucks. Don’t be fooled. To sign up for 
free as an extra, go to www.onlocationcasting.net and fill 
out an online talent profile. The show is not having 
any open casting calls, so go online, post a photo, 
keep your cash in your pocket, and wait for the bright 
lights and endless boredom of the set. What they’re 
looking for: young-looking experienced football players 
and cheerleaders; coaches; people who can pass as 
high school students; home-schooled kids; real life- 
guards, nurses, and bartenders; and regular folks like 
you and me. Prison Break is also back in production 
for a second season in Dallas, marking a strong 
small-screen run in Texas as we await the big-screen 
fallout from the new $20 million filming-incentives 
program - and as our neighbors to the east await 
more word from an FBI investigation into possible 
wrongdoing in their very successful film-incentives 
program. So far, the FBI raid of prominent film-produc- 
tion company Louisiana Institute of Film Technology’s 
New Orleans offices on June 1 has hardly made a rip- 
ple in the mainstream news media outside of the Big 
Easy. LIFT has been the largest beneficiary of the 
state’s film incentives to date. Louisiana officials are 
going on the offensive, according to the Baton Rouge, 
La., Business Report, with a public-relations campaign 
in the works.

Cinema's blockbusters become video games, and fun is lost in translation

Summer 2007 so far has seen the prettiest, 
most technologically innovative movie-tie-in 
games ever, but the novelty of three still-shiny 
next-gen consoles can’t compensate for the lack 
of creativity and downright bizarre game-design 
choices plaguing most of these adaptations. 

Harry Potter and the Order of the Phoenix 
(EA, $59.99, Xbox 360) is a typical example. 
Even ignoring the bland graphics and infu- 
riating camera angles, Order of the Phoenix 
aspires to suck. The story is lousy with 
action and wizards, but the gameplay is, for 
some reason, mainly centered on stacking 
boxes, running errands, and doing other 
people’s homework. Anything fun (shooting 
off fireworks, riding thestrals) is handled in 
cut-scene form. “I’ll take it from here,” Harry 
seems to say whenever something exciting 
happens. “I’ll call you when we need to clean 
up the trophy room.” While you do occasion- 
ally use your magic powers for wizards’ duels 
and platform puzzles, OOTP has such a weird 
preoccupation with moving large objects, I 
suspect it’s really some kind of low-aiming 
edutainment title training Potter fans for 
future careers in the warehouse industry. 

Ratatouille (THQ, $49.99, Xbox 360) is also 
fixated on tasks like cleaning gutters and kitchen 
duty, but the game does at least offer platform 
puzzle action of the old-school, LSD-inspired 
variety. Blow up boxes with chile peppers, fight 
Easter chicks, help a rat make five-star dinners. 
Despite its almost-confrontational degree of 
unoriginality, Ratatouille is one of this year’s 
strongest summer movie games. If you squint 
or drink heavily enough, you can almost pre- 
tend you’re controlling a little Sicilian plumber. 
Heavy drinking is, of course, not advised for the 
small children this game is marketed toward; 


some of the levels are going to be hard 
enough for them to beat sober. 

While Nancy Drew: The White 
Wolf of Icicle Creek (Her Interactive, 

$19.99, PC) isn’t based on the recent 
film, raise a glass to its creators for 
taking this chores-as-video-game con- 
cept to a new level by mixing in a 
little old-fashioned sexism. As the 
whiz detective, you’re going 
undercover as a maid to 
solve a series of mysterious 
accidents at a ski resort, and 
more than just a convenient 
cover story, grilling hamburg- 
ers and making beds are the 
bulk of the game. 

It’s hard to decide what’s more annoying: 
the time-consuming puzzles or having to 
break from solving them to make incredibly 
complex meals for guests at the ski resort, 
which apparently serves as a halfway house 
for people suffering from obsessive-com- 
pulsive disorder. A typical lunch order will 
specify exact numbers of pickles and onions 
on hamburgers, and God help you if you don’t 
comply. Icicle Creek is like revisiting your worst 
summer job in high school, but instead of 
smoking pot and getting to third base, you 
get to spend your off-time shoveling snow and 
searching dirty laundry for clues. You can bet 
the Hardy Boys never unmasked a killer only 
to hear, “That’s just great, boys. Did you make 
sure my salad has three pieces of lettuce?” 

Sure, you can argue that children’s stories 
and young-adult mystery novels aren’t the 
greatest sources for games in the first place, but 
legendary comic-book franchise the Fantastic 
Four should be almost impossible to screw 



up, right? Apparently, the folks 
at 2K Games thought so, too, 
and became way overconfident, 
figuring they could get by with 
this sad dungeon crawler. Fantastic Four: Rise 
of the Silver Surfer (2K Games, $59.99, Xbox 
360) is a minimalist takeoff of the pretty cool 
Marvel Ultimate Alliance, reducing that nerd fest 
to only four playable characters and a seem- 
ingly equal number of ugly-ass levels repeated 
ad nauseam. Save the world from Galactus the 
Marvel way: Smash more things, ride more 
elevators, and watch more poorly executed 
cut scenes than anyone without superpowers 
should be asked to endure. I’d give the game 
credit for its party-friendliness - its short learn- 


ing curve and drop-in/drop-out ease - but see- 
ing as roughly 90% of the gameplay involves 
throwing boxes at robots, you’ll probably be 
throwing those boxes by yourself. On the plus 
side, thanks to Fantastic Four, Harry Potter, and 
Ratatouille, our children will be well-prepared 
for any sort of box-placement/destruction crisis 
the future may bring. 

And speaking of the future, or whatever 
the hell Transformers: The Game (Activision, 
$59.99, Xbox 360) is, you’d think the pro- 
grammers at Activision would have an easy 
time making a decent game from the concept 
of giant robots blowing one another up. And 
you’d be right, mostly. Without exerting too 
much effort, the company has adapted the

While Sony’s The Show and 2K Sports’ Major 
League Baseball 2K7 pride themselves on replicating 
the intricacies and subtleties of an actual big-league 
game down to the most minute detail, 2K’s The Bigs 
prefers the fireworks and flash of arcade-style ball and 
the power-ups and special effects that accompany this 
fun and fluffy style of gameplay. 

Much like the casual baseball fan prefers the thrill 
of cover boy Albert Pujols knocking the ball out of 
the park over a well-placed bunt or exquisitely turned 
double-play, the casual baseball-video-game fan will 
prefer this quick, action-filled, bells-and-whistles- 
packed version that more resembles a pinball game 
than a baseball sim. 

The basic premise of The Bigs is to accumulate Big 
Play Points by performing well during the game - striking out a batter, getting a hit, rob- 
bing the other team of a home run, etc. - in an effort to fill the Power Up Meter. Once 
this Power Up Meter is full and activated, it’s time to unleash a Power Blast or some 
Big Heat. The Power Blast is an almost-guaranteed colossal home run, while the Big 
Heat makes your pitcher virtually unhittable for one batter. There is also a five-sectioned 
Turbo Bar that allows players to enable more subtle yet effective attributes. 

Amazingly, the graphics improve upon MLB 2K7 , s already highly impressive visuals, 
and overall, The Bigs proves to be a fun summer thrill for casual and serious baseball 
fans alike. - Mark Fagan 


GUITAR HERO ENCORE: ROCKS THE 80S 

Activision, $49.99 

Dear “real” musicians: For sure, Guitar Hero is bogus compared 
to the real thing. And plastic controllers are way lamer than honest- 
to-goodness frets and strings. But there’s good reason behind the 
Guitar Hero craze consuming bars everywhere: Activision’s top-sell- 
ing, axe-grinding-simulation PlayStation/Xbox franchise is unabash- 
edly addictive ... and ... dare I say ... hip enough for rock & roll. 

But, unfortunately, when Winger and Poison get involved, the 
naysayers just might have a string to strum. 

Guitar Hero Encore: Rocks the 80s’ July release sounded totally 
tubular. The gameplay improvements Guitar Hero II made upon its 
predecessor were impressive. Plus, the niche-retro possibilities 
were endless: Hours of skuzzy, stonewashed rock equal radical. 

But GH 80s isn’t the bodaciously iconic experience it could be. 

While the track list features some sweet peeks down memory 
lane (Dio’s “Holy Diver,” Ratt’s “Round and Round”), the anticli- 
mactic set list never takes us into complete Tawny Kitaen-writhing mode. 

With the same characters, special effects, and venues simply skinned with an Eighties theme, 
this expansion pack (without the bonus tracks of previous installments) isn’t a serious sequel.

Considering Guitar Hero Ill’s upcoming release and the holiday gift of the ultimate in innovative 
gaming - Rock Band, competitor Harmonix’s four-player mega rhythm game - this appetizer might 
not be worth the price. With Rock Band’s beast of a setup, you’ll never need to go niche again. You’ll 
have a new album to download every week. No doubt you’ll hit on some righteous Eighties shred for 
your repertoire there anyway, without having to pay retail. Like, totally. - Courtney Fitzgerald

blockbuster into a game that adequately fulfills 
its sweet-ass promise of giant robots and even 
more giant blowings-up, but the game is ironi- 
cally weakened by any attempts to have actual 
transformations.

RISE ABOVE 


Dead Oceans, the newest conduit of indie 
rock filtering from Bloomington, Ind.’s 
esteemed Secretly Canadian/Jagjaguwar, 

surfaces this week with its first album, 
Bishop Allen’s The Broken String, a finely 
tuned assembly of pop songs. “Dead Oceans 
is in a unique position to achieve the notori- 
ety of Jagjaguwar and Secretly Canadian in a 
much shorter amount of time because there’s 
a much smaller learning curve involved,” says 
label head Phil Waldorf, who, until recently, 
managed Misra Records, putting out more 
than 40 albums by artists like Centro-matic, 



Shearwater, and Destroyer since 1999. The 
locally based subsidiary should crest quickly 
following the September release of Dirty 
Projectors’ Rise Above, an ingenious rework- 
ing of Black Flag’s Damaged. The label has a 
wave of discs slated for 2008, including new 
work from Misra holdovers Evangelicals and 
Phosphorescent, as well as Iran’s The Same 
Song Over and Over, a collaboration between 
TV on the Radio’s Kyp Malone and Aaron 
Aites. Look too for Sixties pop throwback the 
Explorers Club and Citay, the enchanted 
psychedelic folk eightpiece led by former 
Piano Magic drummer Ezra Feinberg. 



THE GHOSTFACE OF YOU L INGERS 

Before South by Southwest, Gregg Gillis, better 
known as Girl Talk, predicted that every third-grad- 
er soon would be able to make audio mash-ups 
with the ease of coilaging images in Adobe 
Photoshop. Shortly thereafter, Aaron 
Brink and Steve Reidell of Chicago’s 
May or May Not launched the Hood 
Internet, a music blog that masterful- 
ly merges those two procedures, often 
resulting in iconic dispositions like “The 
Ghostface of You Lingers,” an opaque 
combination of the Wu-Tang 
wordsmith with Spoon. 

“Sometimes the title just 
creates the song,” 
admits Brink, relating 
the Hood’s mix of 
Ghostland Observatory 
and Pimp C, “Pourin’ Up 
Vibrations,” with Car Stereo 
(Wars)’s like-minded 

“Ghostface Observatory.” The Hood watches Texas development closely, mashing Denton’s 
Ghosthustler with Rick Ross (“Everyday I’m Hustlin’”) and Houston’s Lil’ Flip with the New 
Pornographers (“My Chips Versus Yours”). “Those two styles converge a lot more naturally than 
people would expect,” Brink contends, “most of the time at least.” 


ALL HAIL WEST TEXAS 


The original television soundtrack for NBC’s award- 
winning and locally shot Friday Night Lights, which spot- 
lighted Austin artists like Li’l Cap’n Travis, Jon Dee 
Graham, and Billy Joe Shaver, was released Tuesday 

by Artists’ Addiction Records and features Spoon’s 
“I Turn My Camera On,” Trail of Dead’s “So Divided,” 
and Iron and Wine/Calexico’s “Dead Man’s Will,” 
along with cuts from OutKast, the Killers, and Jose 
Gonzalez. Explosions in the Sky, whose instrumental 
movements to and from West Texas encapsulated 
F/VL’s 2004 big-screen adaptation, contribute “First 
Breath After Coma,” while pop crooner Tony Lucca 
tries his hand at Daniel Johnston’s “Devil Town.” 



NAMM DROPPING 

Unknown Hinson is an unexpected 
spokesman for the International Music 
Products Association, commonly referred 
to as NAMM. The Charlotte, N.C., native is 
a professed vampire who claims to be the 
“King of Country Western Troubadours,” 
but the music industry has always been 
dominated by image, and Hinson’s mug 
shot - greased sideburns and fangs - is 
one that scars (check Hank Ill’s bicep for 
proof). The rockabilly ghoul is sponsored by 
Coffin Case, Reverend guitars, Vox 
amplifiers, and Everly strings, just four of 
the hundreds of musical-instrument and 
-accessory manufacturers whose products 
will be on display for thousands of retailers 
and performers from more than 30 coun- 
tries at the 2007 Summer NAMM this 
weekend at the Austin Convention 
Center. “I keep things pretty simple,” says 
Hinson, who’s booked for two private 
events, “but I keep my eyes and ears 
open. Everything I do is for the womans.” 

Though the convention is closed to the 
general public, NAMM distributed 1,515 
one- and two-day passes to local music 
businesses and musicians with assistance 
from Texas Music Office Director Casey 
Monahan, while Elysium, Emo’s, and Red 
7 host open events on Saturday. On the 
local front, Dan’l Guitars launch two of 
their slick, lightweight electric models. 

“We’re doing some things a bit different, 
with design elements to make the playing 
more comfortable and to expand the tonal 
capacity,” says founder and local musician 
Dan’l Terry, who developed the beasts over 
the last five years. Collings Guitars 
(“Building the Perfect Beast,” July 14, 

2006), the renowned acoustic-guitar manu- 
facturer, unveils a new and currently 
unnamed electric guitar model. Judybox 
amps, which surveyed the market at last 
summer’s convention before embarking on 
their project, debuts their line of hand-wired, 
all-tube, vintage-style amps. And Retail Up! 



offers the technology used to connect the 
various musical-instrument manufacturers 
to independent retailers around the world. 
“NAMM is a perfect fit for Austin, because 
there’s a sector of the industry that will 
always be here,” says Monahan, who was 
integral in bringing NAMM to Austin last 
summer after it was previously held in 
Nashville, Tenn., and Indianapolis. 

Unfortunately, this will likely be the last 
time NAMM returns to Austin. While the 
conference has registered approximately 
340 companies and expects to generate 
$14 million for Austin, those numbers are 
roughly one-third lower than last summer’s 
figures. Scott Robertson, director of mar- 
keting and communications for NAMM, attri- 
butes the decrease to slower sales through- 
out the music industry and the increased 
popularity of NAMM’s January session in 
Anaheim, Calif. “Right now we’re taking the 
pulse of the members to see who wants 
and needs this show,” admits Robertson. 


SINGLED OUT 

According to data 
released by British 
Phonograph Industry, 

the sale of vinyl 7-inches 
are up 13% for the first 
half of 2007 in the UK, 
due largely to the White 
Stripes’ “Icky Thump,” 
the bestselling single in 
20 years, and End of an 
Ear in South Austin con- 
firms a recent increase in vinyl sales. Locally, most 7-inches appear in the form of limited- 
edition bait tacked on to new full-lengths, like the recent singles by Tia Carrera and Spoon, 
whose surprise show at the Mohawk on Friday went off without a hitch. Notable exceptions 
include the self-titled 7-inch by Party Garbage, who hit Randa’s Funhouse (2810 Cesar 
Chavez) with New York punks Down in the Dumps on Tuesday; the “Committed to Wind” 
single by Aliens, who abduct Ego’s on Monday; and White Denim’s debut ER Let's Talk 
About It. Also out on wax is the new 12-inch My Education/Dalek split, each taking turns 
elucidating Arvo Part’s aural hall of mirrors “Spiegel im Speigel.” 

There’s never been more incentive to buy vinyl than there is now. Since Merge introduced 
the concept with the release of the Clientele’s Strange Geometry in the fall of 2005, most 
of the larger independent labels, including Sub Pop, Matador, and Dead Oceans, now offer 
free downloads with the purchase of an LP Matador has also introduced the Buy Early Get 
Now program “to encourage people to buy records instead of simply burning ’em,” says 
Austin-based manager Gerard Cosloy. The arrangement rewards customers for preordering 
an upcoming album, like the New Pornographers’ Challengers, with instant access to a full 
album stream, as well as exclusive extras like posters, merchandise, and MP3s. 
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The night is a sweatbox. It’s late July, 2006, 
and there’s a throwdown happening at a show- 
place home in Rollingwood, a section of Austin 
just west of Downtown. The ultramodern 
kitchen is bigger than most apartments, and in 
the back is a low-lit grotto that accommodates 
an exquisitely tempting swimming pool. 

Folks have gathered to celebrate Barb 
Prashner’s birthday. She’s the fortysomething 
leader of a fan group called the Funkybatz, a 
local crew with a special affinity for the swampy 
sounds of New Orleans, the Texas soul/blues 
scene, and the improvisational daring that jam 
bands offer. Performing within the stone walls 
of the living room is one of Funkybatz’s favor- 
ites, Topaz McGarrigle, whose merry band of 
musical funkateers offers superlative improvi- 
sational chops and one sly groove after another. 
The setting, the sounds, the people all add up 
to the party of the year. 

Born and raised in the Hill Country, 
McGarrigle fell in love with the saxophone after 
his mother dragged him to see Houston-based 
Kirk Whalum play one night on Sixth Street 
in the early Eighties. Later, when a curfew was 
imposed Downtown, he wrote a letter to the 
Chronicle complaining about its fairness. 

“It went something like, T wanna go down 
to Sixth Street with my mom and play my 
sax,”’ he recalls with a distinctive laugh. 

Two decades later, Topaz the group blazes, 
and serendipitously or not, a scene has sprung 
up around them. 

Austin Idolatry 

As a youngster, McGarrigle traveled to 
London, where he discovered the burgeoning 
acid-jazz scene. As a teenager, he moved to 
Washington, D.C., where he attended the Duke 
Ellington School of the Arts for jazz, started 
his first band, and began his recording career 
with Eric Hilton of Thievery Corporation. Next 
it was on to New York City to attend NYU in 
the mid-Nineties, the saxman making his mark 
there with a series of bands and signing with 
Velour Recordings, which put out two discs of 
soul and funk. In 2005, he returned to Austin. 

“I got sick of New York, and musically I 
wanted to get back to my Texas roots,” he says 
through brown locks, a full beard, and piercing 
eyes, all of which bring to mind Jesus Christ 
and/or Jim Morrison. 

While in New York, McGarrigle met, and 
occasionally performed with, Austin funk guru 
Malcolm “Papa Mali” Welboume. 

“He was my only connection when I got 
here,” recalls the normally first-name-only 
Topaz. “Through him I met the guys that 
formed my band.” 

They kicked off a Thursday night resi- 
dency at the Velvet Spade that grew into the 
place to dance your way into the weekend. 
Unfortunately, when the club became the 
Mohawk, Topaz was unceremoniously dumped, 
and re-creating that energy in other venues has 
been trying. “I think there’s a hunger for the 
experimental part of what I do, the improvisa- 
tional part of it,” claims the bandleader. “But a 
lot of what goes on in Austin is safe these days. 
It’s not really pushing boundaries.” 

Around that same time in 2005, Andrew 
Trube and Anthony Farrell - Greyhounds - 
moved to Austin from the opposite coast. 


kept time with Topaz, Papa Mali, and Scrappy 
Jud Newcomb, among a long list of others, TFF 
works up relatively obscure soul-jazz covers and 
made-up-on-the-spot jams that often find the 
act joined by one of the multitude of players 
that make up this burgeoning scene. 

“I think there’s a lot of people that are into our 
style,” Trube claims, “but they don’t realize that 
there are bands playing it, because a lot of the 
hipsters are afraid of it. They think, ‘That’s a jam- 
ass hippie band. We don’t want to go and see 
them.’ What’s cool about the Continental is that 
everybody goes there. We’d like for people to 
just dig the music and forget about the scene.” 

The best thing to happen to the Greyhounds 
because of the Gallery gig was being chosen 
to open for American Idol Taylor Hicks earlier 
this year. 

“He saw us at the Continental and was all 
about it,” nods Trube. “The tour was a trip. 
It was mainly women in their 40s and their 
significant others.” 

“The old guys were the people that latched 
onto us,” Farrell chimes in. 

“It was really wild,” continues Trube, 
“because those were the kind of people that 
would never have seen us, and they ended up 
loving it.” 

The tour was so successful that they sold all 
the CDs, a bonus in that they’re gnawing at the 
leash to record a new one. 

“We’ve got enough songs to make a Pink 
Floyd box set,” Trube alleges. “My laptop is 
filled. We’ve been approached about doing a 
live record at the Gallery, but it switched gears, 
and now it looks like another studio record. 
That’s why we moved here. We were so sick 
of touring we wanted to record. Now, we’re 
just gonna do our thing, and if it works out, it 
works out. We’re just gonna do our thing.” 

But Can You Eat Dinner to It? 

Last year, Topaz McGarrigle decided he 
wanted to take his music in a different direc- 
tion, away from endless solos and into heavier 
blues with vocals. Think along the lines of the 
North Mississippi Allstars. To accomplish this, 
he let his band go and found different players. 
The result was Chicken Strut. 

Composed of Bobby Perkins on bass 
(Carolyn Wonderland, Larry), Neil Pederson 
on keyboards (Extreme Heat, Papa Mali), 
Michael Hale on drums (Patrice Pike, Dirty 
Wormz, Afrofreque), and Ron Sio on guitar 
(MeterMen), Chicken Strut scratches out a 
sparer sound, one rooted in the Southern 
instrumental soul of Booker T. & the MGs and 
the Meters. 

“It’s a Southern thing in regards to what 
some people might think is funk,” Sio declares. 
“We’re not P-Funk. We’re not James Brown. 
We’re a hybrid.” 

Perkins recalls that when Topaz decided that 
he wanted to play with other musicians, they all 
decided they enjoyed their musical relationship 
too much to let it go. For the past three months 
they’ve held down the Tuesday night midnight 
slot at the Continental, complementing Mike 
Barfield’s joyous James Brown tribute. 

“There’s not a lot of stuff we’re covering that’s 
very modem: the Meters, the Gaturs, David 
Baptiste, Grant Green,” ticks off Pederson, 
who’s particularly notable in the new scene for

They brought with them their own sound, but 
one with similarities to what Topaz generates. 
Based on old-school R&B, it incorporates ele- 
ments of funk, blues, Seventies boogie, and 
the occasional noodling. With Tmbe, origi- 
nally from Tyler, on guitar and Farrell on keys, 
Greyhounds bring to mind the organ jazz of 
the late, great Jimmy Smith. 

“It’s not jazz,” explains Farrell. “Not really. 
It’s funk and blues.” 

“It’s what we each bring to the table,” Tmbe 
adds. “He brings the hip-hop and R&B stuff 


from growing up in L.A. I bring the blues, 
funky, soulful shit. I like to say we’re like Hall 
& Oates meets ZZ Top.” 

Well-known nationally because of their early 
involvement withJamBase.com and heavy tour- 
ing schedule, the Greyhounds remain regulars 
at Ruta Maya, Antone’s, the Parish, Stubb’s, 
and Lamberts. They also have a Wednesday res- 
idency upstairs in the gallery at the Continental 
Club, billed as Tmbe, Farrell & Sniz, because 
the band’s regular dmmmer doesn’t live in 
Austin. With Dave “Sniz” Robinson, who’s

at the Parish with Galactic drummer Stanton Moore leading his Trio, 
featuring young guitar whiz Will Bernard, and Mike Dillon’s Go-Go 
Jungle opening. Things move to La Zona Rosa for the next two days 
and nights. Saturday afternoon you can sample the Taste of 
Louisiana and Gumbo Cookoff to the sounds of Uncle Bruno and 
Cyril Neville’s Tribe 13, before the evening features Topaz, Mingo 
Fishtrap, and a horde from the Crescent City including Papa Grows 
Funk and the Midnite Disturbers. If you last that long, Sunday actu- 
ally offers the strongest lineup with appearances by the Karl Denson 
Trio and the Meters’ Leo Nocentelli fronting his Supa Group, as well 
as Papa Mali, Greyhounds, Barfield, and too much more. - J.C.

his involvement in Extreme Heat, an Austin 
funk act from the Seventies and Eighties 
that’s still spoken about in reverential tones. 
Chicken Strut’s adventurousness is simple, 
laughs Pederson. “Everybody’s game as hell. 
‘You wanna play what? OK, what key? Hum a 
few bars.’” 

They still play with Topaz on occasion, with 
a regularly scheduled gig the last Sunday of the 
month at Giiero’s. “We’re all friends,” Sio states. 
“It’s kind of a mutual admiration society.” 

The newest band on the scene, and the 
one with the most potential, is Uncle Bruno. 
A quintet led by saxman Damon Garcia, they 
take their cues from national acts like Galactic 
and Karl Denson. 

“Can it be considered jazz?” asks Garcia, 
doing his best Donald Rumsfeld impersonation. 
“Sure. Is it something you want to eat dinner 
to? Probably not. Our sound is the funky, sec- 
ond-line sound that comes out of New Orleans 
but with rock and blues in the background.” 

One of the reasons Garcia moved to Central 
Texas from Pascagoula, Miss., was the ability to 
play soccer year-round. This led to Fado, the 
/utbol-friendly Irish bar on Fourth Street, where 


he met some kindred souls who offered their 
stage for regular Thursday night gigs. Topaz 
also helped out Garcia early on. 

“He did a lot for me in this town when I first 
moved here,” acknowledges the futbolista. “I 
got to play with him at the Velvet Spade when 
that was happening, and it gave me a lot of 
contacts. There’s been times when I’m onstage 
with him and I find myself watching and trying 
to take notes while I’m playing.” 

Like the rest of the bands in this funky 
roundup, Garcia’s Uncle Bruno doesn’t have 
any officially recorded music yet but is plan- 
ning on recording in July with hopes for 
a September release. And that’s the thing. 
Except for some hard-to-find discs and a few 
tracks on MySpace.com, this music must be 
experienced live. Each act has a different rea- 
son for the lack of recordings, but it isn’t for 
lack of ambition. There’s a core of extremely 
talented musicians doing something exciting 
even if it’s rooted in music that’s decades old. 
The spontaneity of it, the changing rhythms, 
and the cheerful nature of the people making 
it and dancing to it are difficult to resist.

Mali’s Instigators to Bad Mutha Goose, whose 
popularity waned over time. Will this group 
travel that route? It’s too early to tell. 

Either way, Papa Mali gives the whole thing 
his blessing. 

“I think it’s great that there’s a developing 
scene for it,” enthuses Austin’s Godfather of 
Funk. “The clubs are supporting it. Believe me, 
they’re all killer musicians. Funk is a genre that 
really depends on people that can play on their 
feet. The whole idea is to set up a hypnotic 
groove.

Two More on the One 

While not directly associated with the newest set of funk 
bands in town, two other local acts are adding something 
undeniable to the scene. 

Every Tuesday at the Continental Club, Mike Barfield gets as 
down and dirty as a white guy from Houston can. Billed as the 
Tyrant of Texas Funk and leading a stellar lineup that includes 
Mike Flanigin on keys and the guitar scorch of Johnny Moeller, 
Barfield mixes Otis Redding, James Carr, and James Brown 
funk ’n’ soul with a sprinkle of Texas today. The singer 
switched gears out of the Hollisters when that band’s guitarist, 
Eric Danheim, left for the Pacific Northwest in 2002. 

“I tried to keep it going, but it just wasn’t the same for me,” 
the deep-voiced vocalist explains. “I’d always had an interest 
in R&B, and I started leaning more that way. But it wasn’t a 
conscious decision; it just started happening. 

“I’m almost the anti-frontman in a way,” he continues. “You 
let it go where it wants to go. As a leader you just have to give 
the players freedom. Plus, it’s a whole different thing writing 
those kinds of songs. The vocals are almost like horn bursts. 
You can tell a story with very few words.” 

Continuing the new scene’s trend, his only album was 
released in 2004, but Barfield claims a new one will com- 
mence soon. “For now, I’m just trying to enjoy my life and enjoy 
living,” he states, and as anyone who’s witnessed his energetic 
performances can attest, that’s exactly what he’s doing. 

While Grupo Fantasma has long been revered as one of 
Austin’s best bands, their antecedent, Brownout, is no slouch 
when it comes to flattening audiences with Latin grooves. With 
a lineup that excludes vocalist/timbales player Jose Galeano 
and adds a couple of horns, Brownout is just getting back its 
roots, according to guitarist Adrian Quesada. 


“Brownout came before Grupo,” he explains. “We used to 
play Latin funk. It started with a band called the Blimp that 
moved here from Laredo. They joined with my band that had 
horns. It eventually became Grupo Fantasma, but one day it 
dawned on us that we don’t play funk anymore. So we started 
an offshoot just for fun.” 

Mostly instrumental, Brownout takes its cues from James 
Brown’s J.B.’s and San Francisco’s Malo, the Seventies act 
fronted by Carlos Santana’s brother Jorge. Quesada also men- 
tions bands that recorded for the famed Fania label and Tejano 
acts from that decade as well. “Bands like Little Joe would 
always include one funk song on their albums,” he notes. 

Some of the Brownout groove has crept into the Grupo 
sound, and the Prince connection has led to some surprises. 
“I actually got to hang with Maceo Parker a while back, at 
the Prince rehearsals in Los Angeles. He asked our trombone 
player to join his band, and he gave us his blessing.” - J.C.

Marry Me (Beggars Banquet) 

Titling your major label bow Marry Me 
builds certain expectations. Thankfully, 
everywhere on her full-length debut, Annie 
Clark makes the title’s request impossible. 
Of course, this only makes the ebb and 
flow of her music even more engaging. As 
St. Vincent, the Dallas singer-songwriter 
plays a handful of instruments on Marry 
Me, ably weaving Southern electro-gothic 
with Parisian simplicity, her songs obsessed 
with impending doom, religious salvation, 
and the (im)possibility of love. The title 
track and “Jesus Saves, I Spend” are fine, 
if a bit whimsical, but Clark’s dark side is 
more interesting. On the swelling “All My 
Stars Aligned,” she smiles “to keep the sky 
from falling down” over longtime Bowie pia- 
nist Mike Garson’s woozy trickle. Fifty years 
ago, it could have been a Patsy Cline song. 
“Your Lips Are Red” demonstrates her gui- 
tar skills away from collaboration (Sufjan 
Stevens, Polyphonic Spree), and it’s pur- 
posely messy and rough. The same goes 
for her wordplay toward album’s end, the 
message conflicted: the molasses crawl of 
“Landmines” (“I’m crawling through land- 
mines/I know because I planted them”) 
and the jazzy bop of “Human Racing” 
(“Mary, dear, how you feel?/Are you lost 
without your lamb?/l think I understand”). 
Closer “What Me Worry” lays Disneyesque 
strings and brass over Clark’s hand-wring- 
ing, and it’s absolutely captivating. “Life is 
one charming ruse for us lucky few,” she 
purrs through the veil. “Have I fooled you, 
dear?” We get no closer to understanding 
Clark’s ruse, but that’s not what she was 
proposing in the first place.

KINKY FRIEDMAN 

Live From Austin TX 
(New West) 

With New West plumb- 
ing the vaults of Austin 
City Limits over the past 
couple of years, viewers 
have been able to experi- 
ence some of the magic 
that’s happened on the 
legendary PBS staple in 
uncut form. The issuing of 
this Kinky Friedman show is 
another animal altogether. 

Recorded in November 
1975, it is the only ACL 
taping in more than 30 
years that never made it to television. The 
reason isn’t exactly clear, but one can infer 
that the Kinkster’s unapologetic political incor- 
rectness was a little too pointed for TV of the 
time. The set-closing triptych of “Arsehole From 
El Paso,” “They Ain’t Making Jews Like Jesus 


Anymore,” and “Ride ’Em 
Jewboy” must have given the 
blue hairs at public television 
tremors. At nearly an hour, the 
DVD offers a rare glimpse into 
Friedman’s past, as well as 
offering an amusing glimpse 
at the fashions and hairstyles 
of the day - both onstage and 
in the studio audience. Wacky 
hats, assorted facial hair, and 
the Texas Jewboys’ distinctive 
eyewear augment the cigar- 
toting singer, who’s no slouch 
with his blue fur guitar strap 
and outsized blue sunglasses. 
Musically, it’s all well-played 
mid-Seventies country rock 
taken to an illogical extreme, 
one that will plaster a smile 
on your face for days unless you’re one of 
those blue hairs. As with most of their other 
ACL releases, New West has issued this on CD 
as well, but this is one case where the music 
without the visuals isn’t even worth considering.

A song cycle with intro and outro, Tourmaline 
(a many-colored mineral) invokes a variety of 
styles from Sixties pop to southern R&B and in 
the process visits some deeply held emotions 
with results that are convincing and affecting. 
Carroll’s obscure yet obvious title for such a 
compilation of sounds, from the Tex-Mex lean- 
ing “Box of Wine” and the acoustic anthem 
“Give It Away” to the slinky “Make It Feel 
Good,” codifies Tournaline’s extraordinary range 
of pop hooks and a tender heart.

GORDY QUIST 

Here Comes the Flood 

As his singer-songwriter syndicate Band of 
Heathens continues to congeal, Gordy Quist 
further stakes his own claim with his second 
solo release. Quist’s songcraft sets itself in 
a long line of Texas troubadours, kicking off 
the album with the Steve Earle-styled “Rehab 
Facility” before settling into the smoother folk 
of “Quarters and Dimes” and “Green and Blue” 
that recalls Slaid Cleaves’ vivid narratives.

TERRI HENDRIX 

The Spiritual Kind (Wilory) 

As contemporary Texas folk artists go, 
few can match the success of Terri Hendrix. 

The Spiritual Kind is the San Marcos-based 
songbird’s ninth CD. While perhaps her most 
cogent work to date, like some of her previous 
efforts it’s once again marred by overly simplis- 
tic lyrics and 
a tendency to 
wear her heart 
on her sleeve 
where some 
mystery would 
make a world 
of difference. 

The main culprit 
is the disc’s 
centerpiece 
and title track. The subject matter requires a 
subtlety that’s nowhere in sight, so its obvious- 
ness is merely cloying. Hendrix tackles Woody 
Guthrie’s “Pastures of Plenty” with her patented 
zeal, and while her heart’s in the right place 
on Jimmy Driftwood’s “What Is the Color of the 
Soul,” it comes across as forced and lacking 
any necessary grit. Kerrverts worldwide will 
likely embrace Hendrix’s squeaky clean vision 
once again, but those who appreciate a duskier 
brand of folk are advised to look elsewhere.

BELAIRE 

Exploding , Impacting (Indierect) 

Close your eyes, cue instrumental opener 
“Jen,” then wait for the colors. Belaire’s 
full-length debut bursts with an entire 
spectrum of yellows, blues, and greens. 
“There’s No Tomorrow” is perfect, Sixties- 
style Spectorian pop; “Filling in the Cracks 
of Time” could be the lighter sector of 
Pink Floyd’s Dark Side of the Moon, a kalei- 
doscope of textures and sounds awash 
in the dreamy vocals of twin sisters Cari 
and Christa Palazzolo, while “Thin Lines” 
doubles as an Italian film score. “Shadows 
Moving on the Wall” dabbles in vaudeville, 
“Madison” morphs from an accordion- 
based waltz to a New Wave dance number, 
and the title track scores with vintage 
synth. Like Voxtrot’s “Firecracker,” Matt 
Simon proves the percussive catalyst 
behind “Don’t Delay, Participate!” and the 
occasional vocal assist from bassist Jason 
Chronis, particularly on the drug-reference- 
ridden “Step Step Step,” introduces a 
splendid boy-girl dynamic. The future has 
never looked brighter.

LOU ANN BARTON 

Old Enough (American Beat) 

For those too young 
to remember Lou Ann 
Barton at Antone’s or 
to know her as Jimmie 
Vaughan’s vocal partner, 
the reissue of her debut 
album, Old Enough, is 
long overdue. Produced by Atlantic Records 
guru Jerry Wexler and the Eagles’ Glenn Frey 
in 1982, Old Enough hasn’t aged completely 
in retrospect, a half-realized result of Wexler’s 
unerring nose for talent and Frey’s mushy rock 
sensibility. That’s not to say it isn’t a still- 
canny mix of Eighties songwriters (Marshall 
Crenshaw’s “Brand New Lover”) and classic 
R&B (Arlene Smith’s “Maybe,” Hank Ballard’s 
“Finger Poppin’ Time”), but Old Enough should 
have made Lou Ann a star. Maybe it wasn’t New 
Wave enough, or maybe it didn’t have enough 
Texas in it. The latter could be the case, 
because for every killer track such as Lavelle 
White’s showstopping “Stop These Teardrops,” 
there’s a generic fill-in like “The Doodle Song” 
where “Rocket in My Pocket” should have been. 
For Barton at her best - with the voice that can 
peel chrome from a trailer hitch - pop in 1989’s 
Read My Lips, where she channels Faye Adams 
like a champ. And don’t dismiss Old Enough as 
just a charming misstep. Remember, a bad part- 
ner doesn’t necessarily make for a bad dance.

Parents With Too Much Money: Backyard play sets can range in price from less than $100 
to high-end outfits of $2,000 to $12,000 that would typically include fancy combinations of 
rock walls, rope ladders, sandboxes, tunnel slides, and maybe a tower with roofs and rotat- 
ing plastic guns mounted on the walls, according to a May report in Milwaukee's Journal 
Sentinel. Also available: the King Kong Carl McKee Custom, at 46 feet by 58 feet, featuring 
towers 16 feet high (price: about $46,000, installed). 


It is increasingly difficult these days for a 
girl to go through the stage of “plain old kid, ” 
according to a June Arizona Republic story, 
because clothing fashions seem to move from 
“toddler” directly to some form of “teen” 
(including “tween” and now “pretween”), with 
spaghetti-strap dresses and “ultraminiskirts,” 
but in tinier-than-ever sizes. In fact, reported 
the newspaper, GapKids recently offered a 
“white, crocheted string bikini you’d likely see 
Anna Kournikova wearing on the cover of the 
Sports Illustrated swimsuit issue (except that it) 
was for a 12-month-old.”

SPIRIT! 

Exciting New Products: 1) a washing 

machine with a built-in MP3 player and speak- 
ers (U.S. patent applied for in June, from the 
South Korean firm LG Electronics) and 2) Liver

LEADING ECONOMIC 
INDICATORS 

Laced with falling prices for domestic wine, 
a group of Lrench vintners has made terroristic 
threats against the government and retailers 
who carry imports. The guerrilla gang, wearing 
black ski masks, released a video in May (so far 
ignored by the Sarkozy government), remind- 
ing officials about recent incidents in which 
small explosives were detonated in supermar- 
kets that carry imported wines and in which a 
tractor-trailer carrying imported wine had been 
shot at. Said one hooded protester, “Blood will 
flow” if prices don’t soon rise. 

SCIENCE ON THE CUTTING EDGE 

• 1) A Tohoku University (Sendai, Japan) 
researcher reported in June that his work 
reveals that cockroaches have memories and 
the ability to learn, in that they can be taught 
to salivate (upon exposure to a specific odor), 
just as Pavlov showed that dogs could be 
taught to salivate (upon hearing a bell). 2) The 
human nose’s ability to differentiate smells 
is greatly improved by mucus, which helps 
the nose by separating the scents chemi- 
cally, and researchers from the UK’s Warwick 


University said in April that they had developed 
an artificial mucus (a thin polymer coating 
over an artificial nose that enhances that 
device’s effectiveness). 

• Among the recent discoveries of substances 
that provide similar virility outcomes as Viagra: 
the venom of a variety of black widow spider 
found in southern Chile (according to a research- 
er at Universidad de la Lrontera in Temuco, 
Chile); the health drink Boost Plus (according 
to a June lawsuit filed by Christopher Woods 
of New York City, who developed priapism); 
the winter-flowering heather plant (accord- 
ing to botanists at the Royal Botanic Gardens 
in Edinburgh, Scotland); and walnut extract 
(according to a researcher at Universiti Malaya 
in Malaysia) (though one would need 7 pounds 
of walnuts to achieve the effect of one pill). 


RECURRING THEMES 

One of the standard “panic” rumors that 
throw some African villages into turmoil is 
the report that a couple (usually unmarried 
and therefore deserving of bad fortune) has 
become stuck together during sex and can- 
not be unstuck without medical attention. 
A reporter for Kenya’s East African Standard 
happened to be in the middle of a frenzied 
mob in front of the Naselica Hotel in down- 
town Kisumu on May 26, brought together by 
rumors that an ambulance had been called for 
a stuck couple. The reporter was convinced 
that most in the crowd were true believers, but 
the hotel manager said one of his competitors 
probably had planted the rumor, hoping to tie 
up traffic for the day and to create the impres- 
sion that the Naselica is unlucky. 


THE CONTINUING CRISIS 

• In June, for the fourth year, professor Paul 
Worsey of the University of Missouri-Rolla con- 
ducted his Summer Explosives Camp, with 20 
high school-age kids learning the techniques 
of blowing things up (e.g., a tree stump, a 
watermelon, a dead chicken). Said one camper, 
“Some people like baseball [but] I just like to 
set off bombs.” Worsey’s main goal is to recruit 
mine-engineering majors to his school, but 
another benefit, he told National Public Radio, 
is that the school “attract [s] the kids that might 
otherwise get into a little bit of trouble [and] 
give[s] them ... an opportunity for a career.” 

• In June, the town council in Ledbury, 
England, turned down Timothy Fry’s request 
to be allowed to exercise his two snakes, Rose 
and Buddy, in the town’s park. He said he’d 
been letting them roam, leashless, for the last 
year with no complaints but admitted that the 
two (a corn snake and a rat snake) were get- 
ting stressed from all the attention they have 
been receiving. 

LEAST COMPETENT PERSON 

On May 31, veteran big-rig operator Gilberto 
Cantu drove his 18-wheeler all the way through 
the Lincoln Tunnel (1.5 miles, from Weehawken, 
N.J., to New York City) even though the load was 
6 inches too high for the tunnel so that the truck’s 
roof continuously ripped and peeled off, slowing 
the truck and making a screeching noise the whole 
way. In addition, Cantu apparently ignored the 
several sound warnings and flashing lights by offi- 
cers who tried to stop him inside the tunnel, and 
according to their reports, he appeared not even 
to understand why they had stopped him after he 
finally emerged. Cantu was not alcohol-impaired 
and, until then, had a “spodess” safety record.

day trips

The Santa Fe School of Cooking in Santa Fe, N.M., teaches 
food-preparation techniques that your mother might not have 
passed along. The school mixes the fun of watching someone else 
do the cooking with a great foodie store, and at the end of the 
three-hour class, the students get to eat the lesson. 

Let me say up front that I like to cook. Sitting in a kitchen, sip- 
ping a glass of wine, and listening to a professional chef talk about 
cooking is almost as exciting as riding a New Mexican river in a raft. 

Over the years I’ve learned my way around the cupboards pretty 
well, mostly by trial and error. I can make a very palatable meal, 
although my son won’t let me forget a spinach lasagna with too 
much of the wrong something. I was a foodie before being a foodie 
was cool. It used to be called liking to eat and not being able to 
afford eating out. 

I attended a Contemporary Southwest cooking class and was 
thoroughly entertained. Chef Rocky Durham, a Santa Fe native, 
made the three hours pass in what seemed like minutes. I wasn’t 
as much impressed with the menu as I was with his side stories 
and food tips. Tumbleweed of Sweet Potato isn’t something I’d try 
at home. 

One of Durham’s first tips was to buy local. A proud booster of 
the local economy, he uses as many local products in his recipes 
as he can. It’s not just to support area farmers but because of the 
flavor. Local produce is almost always fresher, and local growing 
conditions affect the taste of the crop. Even something as ubiqui- 
tous as corn can display qualities unique to a region. 

The class was seated at five round tables in front of a long coun- 
ter with a stove top and a mirror on the ceiling to allow us a view 
into the pots. The noise of the street and the famous Santa Fe 
plaza occasionally drifted through the open windows, and mingled 
with the smell of the Apple Pinon Chutney cooking on the stove. 

With the help of two assistants and prechopped ingredients, 
Durham sailed through the preparation of our meal with envious 
ease. While the food was cooking, the chef and cookbook author 
went through a long list of fun facts. For instance, heat changes 
the flavor of the food; think of the difference between raw and 


cooked peanuts. He 
then applied the theory 
to a big, green New 
Mexican chile pod 
roasted on the stove 
top, wrapped in Saran 
wrap, set aside for 10 
minutes, and then easi- 
ly separated from its 
thick skin. 

“Recipes are just 
guidelines,” Durham 
said. He supports 
experimenting and 
adjusting cooking g 
instructions to personal y 
taste. The judicious i 
use of sodium helps to ^ 
wake up all the other ^ 
flavors, he said. Si 

Occasionally, Durham 
would break into a commercial for something in the store, but it 
never was overbearing. In fact, after demonstrating the use of the 
expensive stove-top smoker, he told us how to make one using 
common kitchen utensils. 

It was Durham’s commercials for his home state that were some 
of the best insider information he divulged. He recommended we try 
the wines from Dixon, N.M. For lunch, Santacafe (231 Washington 
Ave.) offers the best Southwestern cuisine. For green chile burgers 
we needed to drive to the hamburger stand in Las Vegas, N.M. To 
find the best margarita, Coyote Cafe (132 W. Water St.) is the place 
to go. But if we wanted to taste a Santa Fe tradition, the Frito pie 
from the lunch counter in the Five and Dime General Store at the 
corner of the central plaza is as real as it gets. 

The Santa Fe School of Cooking is at 116 W. San Francisco St. 
Classes cost between $45 and $125; some are hands-on, and oth- 
ers are just demonstrations like the one I took. The store sells 
mostly regional foods and spices and has a great selection of chile- 
pepper seeds for sale among the chile pepper pot holders. They 
even carry New Mexican-grown pinon nuts. For more information, 
call 505/983-4511 or go to www.santafeschoolofcooking.com.

Wyrd Sisters 

The Vortex, through July 28 
Running time: 2 hr, 35 min 


It is summertime, and things are particularly fantasti- 
cal this year: Harry Potter 5 and 7; Shrek 3; Spider-Man 
3; Pirates 3; Transformers 1. It seems that viewers and 
readers are craving escape more than ever. It is fitting 
then that Vortex Repertory Company 
has selected Terry Pratchett’s Wyrd 
Sisters for the latest installment of its 
excellent Summer Youth Theatre pro- 
gram. Wyrd Sisters, written by Pratchett 
in 1988, is a predecessor of stories 
like Shrek , which take multiple fairy 
tales and blend them together into one 
giant satirical comedy. What is notable 
about Wyrd Sisters is that it blends not 
only Cinderella and Sleeping Beauty but also Hamlet 
and Macbeth. The references are easily accessible. 

One needn’t be too familiar with Shakespeare or the 
Brothers Grimm to follow this witty tale. 

The Vortex’s Summer Youth Theatre is known for 
its respectful treatment of its young participants. The 
program selects challenging material and doesn’t come 
close to patronizing anyone involved. The effect of this 
respect is that the young actors’ performances are 
mature beyond their years. Additionally, the youth return 
year after year, even continuing to work with the pro- 
gram as adult guest artists once they have graduated. 
Such is the case with one of this year’s adult guest 
artists, Tricia Storie, who, in her six years with SYT, 
developed a potent stage presence. Other notable per- 
formances from adult guest artists were Traci Koesis’ 
wonderfully witchy Granny Weatherwax and Steven Fay’s 
Leonal Felmet, Duke of Lancre, who spends the length 
of the production trying to get blood off his hands, 
employing various implements such as a cheese grater 
and a golden rubber duck. 

As for the SYT youth, all 11 participants in the 
program were a joy to watch. Natalie Houchins and 
Anissa Lashai McVea (alongside Koesis) were the 
show’s strong protagonists, playing a trio of well- 
intentioned witches. Angela Loftus plays a clever fool 


and is one of several young women bravely charging 
forth into the male roles that have been assigned to 
them. Sebastian Garcia plays Pratchett’s version of 
Hamlet’s father, a ghost who obligatorily haunts his 
former castle. Stephanie Lumpkin delights in playing 
the self-assured, evil Queen. In another cross-cast 
role, Megan Krou plays Hwel, Pratchett’s reimagined 
Bard, and she captures the frustration of a genius 
playwright who must babysit a gaggle of hotheaded 
actors. Adaire Kamen, Avery Ashwill, Lindsey Phillips, 
Gary Lewis Moore Jr., and Chance Parmlay each play 
several auxiliary characters and get some of the 
show’s best laughs. 

It is a witty evening of committed performances. 
Talena Martinez’s costumes help bring the world to 
vibrant life. The only things hampering the show on 
opening night were some technical difficulties and a 
laborious sound design by David DeMaris. Fishing line 
or thread was being used for some magic tricks, and 
while the stage magic lasted only a moment, for the 
next three scenes, actors were fighting with this line 
- getting tangled up in it, tangling others up in it, and 
dragging things around the stage. There are two fun 
uses of puppetry in the show. Unfortunately, DeMaris 
saddled both with a distortion mic, the volume of which 
was so loud in the small space that it rendered the 
puppets nearly unintelligible. It is a long play, and it 
is made longer by the overly complex transitions and 
stunts. However, though some of Mick D’arcy’s directo- 
rial choices are heavy-handed, he does fine work with 
the most crucial aspect of his role, guiding his young 
actors into strong performances. The evening remains 
engaging, thanks to the youth participants and to 
Pratchett’s humor. 

Some of Wyrd Sisters’ themes are remarkably ahead 
of their time. Or rather, they helped to define our pres- 
ent-day time. Pratchett remixes fairy tales. He discuss- 
es the idea of reality and how easy it is to manipulate 
reality. Had he mentioned the word Survivor, this guy 
would be prophet material. Audiences have become 
so familiar with the satirical retelling of old tales that 
Wyrd Sisters now rings a bit dated. But in this case, 
it’s not “been there, done that” but rather “been there, 
started that.” Wyrd Sisters is lighthearted, adventur- 
ous, and an excellent means for showcasing these 
talented youths. - Hannah Kenah

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Thoroughly Modem Millie 

Mary Moody Northen Theatre, through Aug. 5 

Thoroughly Modem Millie, one of Summerstock Austin’s 
two productions this summer, is one of those rare, fortuitous 
examples of a talented company landing on the perfect 
vehicle to showcase its unique strengths. 
Summerstock Austin, a joint program of 
St. Edward’s University and Zilker Theatre 
Productions, offers a professional experi- 
ence for gifted high school-age students that 
effectively appropriates the highly successful 
St. Edward’s model of commingling students 
and theatrical professionals in productions. 
Under the guidance of teachers and creative 
professionals from around the Austin area 
and with the assistance of St. Edward’s students, the resul- 
tant collaboration is testament to the beautiful confluence of 
enthusiasm and experience. 

Thoroughly Modem Millie, based on the 1967 film starring 
Julie Andrews and restaged for Broadway in 2002, is an unapol- 
ogetic celebration of fluff. A clamorous jazz-age pastiche, it is 
the story of Millie Dillmount, a young innocent freshly arrived 
in New York and determined to marry her boss. She falls in 
love, takes up stenography, visits a speakeasy, and breaks up a 
white slavery ring. The plot works its way through each conven- 
tion of the genre with an unremitting disingenuousness, and 


the story, the characters, and the songs are all vaguely deriva- 
tive and unimaginative, even for a nostalgia romp. 

And yet, this in no ways mars the jaw-dropping effect pro- 
duced by a chorus of 16 bright-eyed youngsters in lovely, 
candy-colored period costumes belting a showstopping paean 
to the big city while Charlestoning their hearts out. That is 
only the opening scene, and the momentum never pauses 
from there. In fact, the youthful cast attacks the uninspired 
script with an exuberance that very nearly inspires awe. With 
limited props and the barest hint of scenery, the ensemble 
fairly explodes the Mary Moody Northen Theatre with life 
- thanks in great measure to the spectacular choreography by 
Stacey Huston and Robin Lewis, which includes, technically 
striking, a ballroom-style love duet that is one of the highlights 
of the entire production, and, witty and charming, a tap-danc- 
ing typing pool complete with moving desks and backflips. The 
scale of the production is really impressive. For three hours, 
the large cast, ably directed by Ginger Morris, belt out their 
songs (any other phrase can’t help but do a disservice to their 
level of commitment) and tear through one Busby Berkeley- 
style number after another. Michael McKelvey, the musical 
director, keeps things snappy, giving full voice to the infectious 
fun of the faux nostalgic score, and draws some great perfor- 
mances from his singers. These young musical thespians are 
determined to entertain you, and they succeed impeccably. 

So much vivacity actually looks a little exhausting; no wonder 
the real Ziegfeld chorines were so eager to hang up their taps 
when they landed a man. This chorus is not kidding around. 



Grace Sarosdy is bright and amusing in the title role 
and Aaron Moten charming as the ne’er-do-well she falls 
for. Elizabeth Sikora, playing the sweet society girl, has a 
lovely voice, and Libby Dees delivers some definite sass 
as Muzzy Van Hossmere, the chanteuse. Clay Cartland is 
a real standout in the role of Trevor Graydon, Millie’s boss 
and prospective fiance. With a great voice and consum- 
mate style, he hits upon just where the humor resides in 
the hackneyed stereotype his character is supposed to 
represent and confidently wrings from it all the comic pos- 
sibilities available. Stephanie Denson makes the best of a 
difficult role, the failed actress and ersatz Chinese dragon 
lady Mrs. Meers. In a play of very blunted satire that is 
noticeably bereft of any sense of sly self-awareness, the 
subplot of the yellow devils and their white slavery ring can 
be just a little uncomfortable. Even though every effort is 
made to render the Chinese characters as winsome as pos- 
sible, by the time they are paraphrasing Al Jolson’s famous 
blackface tune, “Mammy”, the play is in deconstructionist 
waters too convoluted for the willful naivete that sets the 
rest of the tone. 

Summerstock Austin is an admirable endeavor, and the 
results are strikingly successful - proof once again that 
age is no barometer of talent. It deserves support in every 
respect, and what could be a more enjoyable way to do so 
than by allowing these kids to knock your socks off in a 
good-old-fashioned, stars-in-their-eyes, Great White Way, 
Broadway spectacular? - Iris Brooks

6.07 Works’ Salvage Vanguard Theater Gallery, through Aug. 18 



The newly opened Salvage Vanguard Theater 
includes an aptly named SVT Gallery. Thumbs 
up to the cross-pollination of the arts. 

Entering the gallery, Adde Russell’s oil 
painting they ran like a Jackal welcomes you. 

A diptych, as most of Russell’s paintings are, 
the left panel features a feathered headdress 
on a shiny black background. Covering part of 
the headdress is a coiling swirl of white paint 
placed on the left side and cut off by the edge 
of the canvas. The right panel symmetrically 
depicts a jackal with a black mark under its 
right eye, while the back half is covered by 
more coiling swirls of paint on the right side. 
The coil reveals itself as an extension cord, 
and if the panels were switched, the two 
halves would form a whole image. 

Russell’s other works follow the same for- 
mula. Glossy black background with a pair of 
finely rendered images. Sometimes they are 
sharply cut, as if culled from a magazine. Both 
the cow from they have cows in Japan and 
the greyhound from race track disco exemplify 
this. Then a white silhouette obstructs or 
engages the positive-spaced elements. The 
breaks of the panels in the diptych and in the 
sole triptych in the gallery abruptly interrupt 
the images and sometimes will line up if the 
placement is switched. 

The interruptions in Debra Broz’s work are not 
as disruptive. Perhaps because Broz sutures 


the wounds, you safely move around the gaping 
holes in the paper. For the most part, she also 
follows a formula. A large sheet of white paper 
is pierced. Thread is sewn on or around the 
lesion. Occasionally, Xeroxed images of hands 
appear in the composition. But there is always a 
tiny strip of typewritten text included. Of course, 
her four biological anomalies and her sculptural 
work do not adhere to those rules. 

Moving counterclockwise in the space, a 
minute passes presents itself as the final 
work. A sheet of paper, about notebook size, 
contains a small strip of paper with the phrase 
“a minute passes” on the left side and white 
thread sewn in a star formation in the upper 
right quadrant. The thread appears to acciden- 
tally unravel. Expecting tight lines like the other 
works ruins the quiet poetics of the piece. 

Both artists present work visually broken 
and incomplete. Like dreams, the cuts and 
holes add a nonlinear sequence of events, 
and only the focused imagery makes sense. 

It feels too open and relies too much on the 
viewer to fill in the blanks. There is also a 
theatrical comparison between the contrast- 
ing works. Russell’s dark paintings are tight, 
sharp, and the transitions are choppy, while 
Broz’s works on paper are minimal, quiet, and 
allow free association. They both attempt to 
say something important, but it’s difficult to 
make out what. - Salvador Castillo

Herzog, the German art- 
house film director ( Grizzly Man, 

Aguirre: The Wrath of God) who 
has adopted 
America as his 
home for the 
last several 
decades, offers 
with Rescue 
Dawn one of the 
most clear-eyed 
portraits of the 
American can-do 
spirit ever seen 
on film. Minus jingoism and 
sentimentality, this Vietnam War- 
era drama tells the story of Dieter Dengler, a Navy air pilot whose 
plane was shot down over Laos in 1965 during his very first mission 
(a black operation conducted by the military in the years before the 
Southeast Asian confrontation ramped up to full-scale war). The real 
Dengler, a German immigrant like Herzog, has had his life story told 
once before by Herzog in a 1997 documentary called Little Dieter 
Needs to Fly. Captured and held prisoner with two other Americans 
(Zahn and Davies) and some Vietnamese friendlies in a primitive 
prisoner-of-war camp by brutal yet ragtag enemy soldiers, Dengler 
loses pounds but never his cunning and impulse to escape. It would 
be easy to classify Rescue Dawn as a war movie or POW film along 
the lines of Stalag 17 or a prison-break film like The Great Escape. To 
be sure, those elements are there, but Rescue Dawn is not so much 
a genre film as a drama about American optimism and the chal- 
lenges of adversity. Dengler does not court heroism like a battered 
Steve McQueen or Bruce Willis: He is merely a problem-solver and 
practical joe. His advice to others is simply, “Scratch where it itch- 
es.” As Dengler (minus a German accent), Bale (American Psycho, 
Batman Begins, The New World) continues his masterful command of 
yet another American personality type. Looking incredibly gaunt, Bale 


proves himself game for anything as he downs a meal of maggots 
and skins a snake with his bare teeth. Zahn, in a career dominated 
by roles as a comedic foil, has never had a dramatic opportunity as 
good as this one and demonstrates that he is more than capable of 
the challenge. Meanwhile, Davies, as the deprivation-crazed soldier 
who long ago passed wit’s end, again shows that he is one of the 
best actors of his generation. Herzog even manages to mediate 
the barbarism of the Laotian captors with doses of humanity that 
find them starving alongside the Americans and equally imprisoned 
within a jungle fortress that shows no mercy. The jungle becomes as 
much a character in Rescue Dawn as any of the human players: The 
way in which Herzog films the countryside makes every leaf and tree 
root into a friend or foe. Humanity’s double-edged relationship with 
nature is an ongoing theme in Herzog’s work and can be seen most 
prominently is such films as Grizzly Man and Fitzcarraldo. Herzog 
outdoes himself with Rescue Dawn, making his most popularly 
accessible film yet and proving at the same time that he is among 
the most daring of all filmmakers and capable - like his characters 
- of almost anything. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Aussie director Hicks helmed the 1996 
Oscar-winning meltdown-melodrama Shine 
and hasn’t yet recaptured the dotty bril- 


liance of that film (Geoffrey Rush had much 
to do with it). No Reservations, a nearly 
note-perfect remake of Sandra Nettelbeck’s 
2001 German import, doesn’t erase the 
memory of Hicks’ odd turn directing the 
William Goldman-adapted Stephen King 
misfire Hearts in Atlantis, nor does it come 
within striking distance, emotionally, of 
Nettlebeck’s original, but that may have 
more to do with the culturally fraught expe- 
rience of watching a tautly Teutonic, per- 
fectionist German foodie defrost than any 
directorial malaise on Hicks’ part. Hollywood 
is and forever has been rife with films about 
obsessive Americans unraveling for the bet- 
ter in the face of love and death; it’s almost 
always more interesting, if not educational, 
to view the subject from across the pond, 
at a safe remove. In Mostly Martha, it 
turned out those frosty Germans were all 
gooey on the inside. With No Reservations, 
it turns out that so is Zeta-Jones, who here 
plays Kate, the chef at a tony Manhattan 
restaurant owned by Six Feet Under alumna 
Clarkson. She’s more brio than Brie, this 
implacable, tempestuous go-getter, so much 
so that she’s been ordered to see a psychi- 
atrist (Balaban) by her boss. As in the origi- 


nal, fate conspires to free this chef from her 
self-imposed kitchen exile via her sister’s 
suddenly orphaned child (Breslin) into her 
discomfort zone and then, as if that weren’t 
enough to teach one the joys of letting 
one’s angel-hair pasta down, inserting gusta- 
tory hunk Eckhart into her beloved kitchen. 
Eckhart, as incoming kinda-sorta-sous chef 
Nick, grins way too much for my taste, frank- 
ly (the bad aftertaste of In the Company of 
Men still gnaws at me, though this Nick is 
neither rat nor Remy), but he does begin 
to work in tandem with Kate’s niece to 
free up her range, as well as teach her the 
real meaning of food-love. No Reservations 
succeeds as well as it does (kinda sorta) 
by virtue of Zeta-Jones’ performance; she 
thaws deliciously, despite Eckhart’s toothi- 
ness, and while No Reservations is no Big 
Night (or Mostly Martha for that matter), 
it’s also surprisingly winsome in parts, a 
romantic fable that lingers on the palette of 
the mind’s eye, not despite its familiarity but 
because of it. - Marc Savlov

“It’s Sunspotting,” quipped the guy 
next to me of director Boyle’s reunion 
with screenwriter-novelist Alex Garland. 

(If you’re generous, think 28 Days Later; 
if not, 2000’s The Beach.) Set in the 
murkiest reaches of outer space, where 
there is great philosophical import if not 
scientific accuracy, the film follows “eight 
astronauts strapped to the back of a 
bomb” en route to the sun, which is dying 
prematurely in the not-too-distant future 
and needs an explosive jump start from 
a physicist (Murphy) in guyliner. Unwisely 
dubbed the “Icarus Project,” the mission 
sends a rainbow coalition of astronauts 
55 million miles from an endangered Earth 
with Yeoh’s herb garden as their source of 
backup oxygen; cut off from contact, the 
crew’s only comfort is a sexy computer 
voice (Chipo Chung). But a discovery on 
the dark side of Mercury begets sabo- 
tage, insubordination, and a fierce battle 
between tragic optimism (in the midst of 
rubble, Yeoh finds a tiny seedling) and 
fatalism (“All our hopes, our dreams are 
foolish in light of this”). If you are bothered 
by movie spoilers, please read no further. 

I will not honor the spoiler code for a film 
whose Fox’s official website trumpets on 
its front page, “Sunshine: 8 Deaths,” as if 
it were pleased. (You can view each charac- 
ter’s death scene, too.) Unsurprisingly, the 
movie about eight astronauts strapped to a 
bomb hurtling toward the sun is concerned 
with death - how we go to meet it, what 
our lives will have meant - and its best 
moments engage these questions. Boyle 
relishes the moving parts of his spaceship; 
they groan and tumble like giant gears in 
a cosmic clockwork, ticking away the lives 
and the oxygen of his characters. The film 
is never less than beautiful, with sumptu- 
ous photography of the ship’s quilted, 
womblike passageways and an observa- 
tion room drenched in hot, sudden light. 

Nor can Boyle resist pretty simulations 
and photogenic close-ups of eyeballs. (In 
Solaris, the granddaddy of philosophical 
space opera, it was ears.) Problems arise 
in the film’s third act, however, with a pro- 
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foundly implausible plot turn that sends 
the movie skidding into bogeyman horror. 

It cheapens the sentiment, and the film 
doesn’t recover. - Marrit Ingman

In this rapidly changing world, it’s com- 
forting to know there are a few constants 
that have existed since we humans first 
dragged ourselves out of the primordial 
muck millions of years ago and that will 
continue to exist millions of years from 
now, provided we don’t drag ourselves back 
into the muck before then. Ten Canoes, for 
instance, though set in the ancient, precivi- 
lized world of the Australian Ramingining 
tribe, may as well be a modern-day story 
for all its lessons about the value of com- 
munity, the fear of strangers, the impor- 
tance of the rule of law, the temptations of 
the fairer sex, and the madness of having 
more than one wife. Told in double-layer 
flashbacks by an irreverent aborigine narra- 
tor ( Crocodile Dundee's David Gulpilil), Ten 
Canoes first introduces us to Yeeralparil 
(David’s son, Jamie), a young member of 
the tribe who is single and frisky and is 
known to have a crush on one of his older 
brother Minygululu’s (the character and 
actor) wives. Sensing danger, Minygululu 
takes Yeeralparil aside during a group fish- 
ing expedition to recount to him the ancient 
myth of Dayindi (also Jamie Gulpilil) - a 
myth about a young man who has a crush 
on one of his older brother’s wives. Okay, 
so Minygululu’s tale doesn’t exactly pack 
the strongest allegorical punch in the world, 
and God only knows why writer/ director de 
Heer felt the need to add that extra layer 
of narrative to his story if it was just going 
to be a replay of the previous layer, but 
the tale of Dayindi and his older brother, 
Ridjimiraril (Kurddal), is so rich in ethno- 
logical detail and care as to make such 
concerns seem petty. Like the 2001 Inuit 
drama The Fast Runner (Atanarjuat) and last 
year’s brilliant The Cave of the Yellow Dog, 
Ten Canoes is as much a work of anthro- 
pology as it is a narrative, and its true 
strength lies in its exploration of ancient 
aboriginal hunting practices, death rituals, 
and legal traditions - a simple system of

Professional gadfly Moore here alights on 
the topic of the shortcomings of the American 
health-care system, and with this subject crafts 
his most widely accessible and least divisive 
documentary to date. His film contends that the 
American system of managed health care is con- 
ceptually misguided and governed by the for-profit 
motives of the insurance industry. Sicko argues 
that universal health coverage should be regarded 
as a basic human right and strikes a resound- 
ing blow against Americans’ culturally ingrained 
resistance to the idea of socialized medicine. 

He does this not in his customary fashion of 
embarrassing ambushed CEOs, but with the sto- 
ries of dozens of middle-class Americans whose 
health coverage has been curtailed as a result of 
disease. The story Moore tells is one that cuts 
through all political and social boundaries. Sure, 
the filmmaker remains a master of rhetoric and 
a sometimes sentimental sap, but this time he 
uses those strategies to great cinematic effect.

'SECURITY FREEZE' YOUR IDENTITY- 
TH EFT WORRIES? (PART 2) 

My friend told me that I should get a security freeze to 
protect myself from identity theft. What is a security freeze? 
How does it work? 

Recently approved by the Texas Legislature, the ability 
for Texas consumers to obtain a security freeze takes effect 
Sept. 1 . The security freeze is another weapon in the arsenal 
of a consumer concerned about identity theft. A security 
freeze means that your credit file cannot be shared with 
potential creditors or identity thieves. Because most busi- 
nesses will not open credit accounts without checking a 
consumer’s credit history, by freezing your credit files, there 
is a much better chance to prohibit an identity thief from 
obtaining credit in your name. 

Placing a security freeze on your account is relatively 
straightforward. To initiate the freeze, you must write to 
one of the three main credit bureaus - Equifax, Experian, 
or TransUnion. The letter should be sent via certified mail 
and must contain the following specific items: full name, 
address history over last five years, proof of current address 
(utility or phone bill), copy of government issued ID card, 
and $10 fee (the fee is waived if the consumer can show 
she has already been the victim of identity theft). For more 
nuts and bolts information on obtaining a security freeze, 
including examples of sample letters to credit bureaus, 
take a look at this website: www.consumersunion.org/pdf/ 
security/securityTX.pdf. 

The credit-reporting agency will send the consumer a 
personal-identification number (or password) that allows 
the consumer to have the security freeze lifted, either for a 
temporary period of time or a specific party Lifting a freeze, 
however, can be somewhat cumbersome as it takes about 
three business days. For this reason, a security freeze may 
not be the best option for someone who knows his or her 
credit history will be checked on numerous occasions in 
the near future (i.e., applying for new credit cards, home or 
car loans, employment background check, etc.). 

It is also important to note that certain entities can still 
have access to your credit file even if you have a security 
freeze on it. Under various circumstances, existing credi- 
tors, collection agencies, other creditors, and governmental 
agencies may access your credit file.

TOM: If you have insurance, this is 
an excellent time to call your agent and 
ask him or her to send the appraiser by 
for a little look-see. He or she will con- 
firm that the car is a total loss and will 
write you a check for two -thirds of the 
value of the car. Then you can fight with 
them to get the rest of your money.

There are so many things to bitch about in Austin, but in the 
ought seven, the weather isn’t one of them. It’s nearly freakin’ 
August and we still haven’t cracked the century mark, much less 
the high 90s. Sure, it’s been a little wet . . . OK, crazy wet . . . Girls 
Gone Wild wet, but if it weren’t for those pterodactyl-sized mos- 
quitoes and the stifling humidity, it would almost be pleasant . . . 
and that’s about as much as you’re allowed to hope for at the 
end of July in Austin: almost pleasantness. So how did we score 
this sweet meteorological mojo? Did Stephen F. Austin beat Jesus 
H. Christ in a game of Texas hold ’em? “Read ’em and weep Chuy 
... royal flush. What? You’re out oj chips? OK, how about this: You 
make it rain at least once a week in Austin for the rest of the summer. 
Oh yeah, and the temperature cant go above 95. Either that or you 
have to take off your loincloth and run around your father’s throne three 
times. ” Highly improbable to say the least, especially considering 
Jesus holds all the cards - at least in a theological sense, but this 
weather is highly improbable too. Besides, even if Stephen F. was 
a bit of a peace creep, he didn’t become “Father of Texas” by 
showing mercy to losers and deadbeats . . . well, actually he did, 
but that’s not why he became “Father of Texas.” He became FoT 
by sucking up to Mexico until it was no longer in his financial 
interest to do so. Yes, Austin’s path to glory was a twisted one 
at best, and highly circumstantial to say the least, but you have 
to give him props for thinking big. After all, Texas is a big state 
- a state that takes a certain amount of hubris to govern. No one 
knew that better than the late Lieutenant Governor Bob Bullock. 
Bullock was involved in Texas politics for nearly 40 years - just a 
few shy of Austin’s entire lifespan - and though it’s unlikely his 
name will be repeated in the same revered tone as Austin’s, it 
will be repeated nonetheless. In his final term of office, Bullock 
was instrumental in the establishment of the Texas State History 
Museum, an $80 million boondoggle/monument to Texas his- 
tory that bears his name. It also bears a 7-foot-tall bronze statue 
of Bullock and a video of his career in politics. If only Stephen F. 
got that kind of play. Regardless, if you’re into Texas History or 
Harry Potter (the BBTSHM has an IMAX theatre) it’s a fascinating 
place. If you haven’t checked it out, you might want to drop by 
this Friday for the finale of Music Under the Star - that being 
the music series that takes place under the 35-foot bronze star 
that graces the museum’s entrance. From 6-9pm, you can get 
lit at the cash bar and groove to the popular Latin dance band 
Ghandaia. You can also wander around three floors of museum 
exhibits for free. That’s about as much as you can hope for from 
an $80 million museum.
